That question is: What 
is the use of music? 

It has 
plead that music, long considered 


been our task here to 
a mysterious and shadowy appari- 
tion difficult to approach and more 
difficult to clasp in intimacy, is in 
point of fact a definite and friendly 
being. We have offered a number 
of suggestions as to how to ap- 
proach music, approach it without 
fear and with some favor. The why, 
however—why love it? why have 
patience with it? why try to learn 
something about it?—may be clari- 
fied by some additional thoughts. 

Music can be enjoyed on two 
planes and has two uses: first as 
entertainment and second as emo- 
tional experience. 

I am far from decrying the value 
of music as entertainment. Most of 
it is good diversion, fine fun, an 
excellent pastime. Much of all mu- 
sic was created as entertainment. 
The composer, even if he were a 
‘Schubert or a Mozart, aspired to 
no loftier goal than good entertain- 
ment. It isn’t his fault, so to speak, 
that the product turned out to be 
more than that. The quality of 
being diverting is one of music’s 
essential ingredients. It is a duty 
of the art. But even the cheapest 
sort of blatant music offers enter- 
tainment. Indeed, one could say 
that the cheaper it is the more it 
limited 


entertains, provided we 


such entertainment to the once- 


over-lightly, heard-but-not-reheard 
kind of thing. 

As music increases m quality, it 
may become superficially less en- 
tertaining. Rather, you have to look 


a little harder and search a little

Music is also an experience in 
emotion. Here music can claim no 
distinction from other arts, for the 
function of all art is to heighten 
our lives through emotion, to make 
us live more intensely first while 
we experience contact with the art 
and later when we are nourished 
by the residue of that experience. 
We have been told that music 
can “transport us beyond our- 
selves.” May not the opposite be 
true? Does it not transport us into 
ourselves, act inwardly to accentu- 
ate and sharpen the finest qualities 
within us? Does not a clean-up 
take place which scours away lay- 
ers of dead clay, the soulless, heart- 
less deposit of daily life? In that 
sense music acts, as do the other 
arts, as a liberalizing force, free- 
ing us from unimportant and un- 
pleasant particulars. Music, as I 
say, can claim no greater power 
literature, 
except that being so imaginative an

art, being so free of relation to 
life, 


free of storytelling, it may be able 


factual free of description, 
to spin its magic with greater ease. 
It may operate more immediately 
and directly. 

Joseph Conrad, in The Condi- 
tions of Art, wrote a definition of 
the artist which I found deeply 
moving, a description for which he 


did not have music in mind, yet

In order for you to derive these 
benefits of music, you must, of 
course, turn to good music, to the 
best music. Your taste must de- 
velop and grow. 

I can indicate no shortcut for the 
development of taste. It comes as 
at result of interest combined with 
experience. Interest is the first es- 
sential. The moment you begin to 
listen to music because you want 
to listen, your taste begins to de- 
velop without your knowing it. It 
grows by itself, it improves as you 
go along and gather experience.

have I heard people say, “That 
longhair stuff is not for me!” This 
is usually a chip-on-the-shoulder 
self-defense. They have not got be- 
yond the pop song or smeary mood 
music, and instead of admitting 
this limitation and slowly trying 
something better, they condemn 
serious music altogether. A  self- 
imposed jail sentence, I call it. 

Please do not be afraid of your 
own taste. It will get better only if 
you genuinely enjoy better music. 
Give this better music every chance 
to act on you, but let your judg- 
ment come from within yourself. 
And never mind what your knowl- 
edgeable pipe-smoking friend with 
the glasses says about it. 

On the other hand, it is of course 
the better part of valor to make 
musical judgments slowly and not 
to arrive at any definite conclu- 
sions. Don’t condemn too definitely. 
Don’t praise with finality. The 
sensible thing to do is to strike a 
balance between your own opinion 
and general outside opinion, with 
the unspoken emphasis on your 
own and the privilege reserved to 
change your mind. Indeed, develop- 
ing one’s taste means slowly chang- 
ing one’s mind.

To fit the time, place, and occasion with the 
appropriate word, dress or thought is to 
be truly elegant. In this sense the look of 
1958 is elegant, because it has the poise 
and balance of always being appropriate. 
It recognizes differences between what is 
proper to a picnic and proper to a banquet— 
so to each there can be an appropriate ele- 
gance. It realizes there is no such thing as 
“the color of the year’—or even a good or 
bad color—but only colors well or badly 
used.

Ge is very much like salt. Salt, by itself, is nothing. But combined 
judiciously in the right quantities and with the right foodstuffs it de- 
velops character far beyond itself. 

One color, by itself, may be pleasant. But it has very little impact or 
excitement until it is seen in combination with some other color (or colors). 
A cautious use of color is to make everything in a room match. While 
this can be adequate, it misses the wonderful possibilities. An experienced 
and sophisticated use of color is to use many colors—all of which are 
harmonious. Such a complex harmony of color can be as interesting as a 
symphony, with its basic theme and melodic variations. 

These color palettes are to guide you in making such a sophisticated use 
of color. Each offers you a big framework within which you can make a 
number of personal choices—depending on your need and your personal 
responses to each color palette. Look upon each as a sort of color arena, 
within which you have many choices to use a little or a lot. 


So—exactly how do you use these groups of color relationships? 


The background color is the largest area on each page and is the key to 
why the other colors look as they do. It is the “hinge” color around which 
all the others revolve, so you cannot ignore it. It is “Mr. Big.” It might be 
the color of the four walls or the floor or the ceiling. No scheme would work 


without the background color being part of it. 


In general, those given the most space on the page are best to use in large 


areas. (Fabric and rug swatches are not shown proportionally.) 


The arrangement of the colors in each scheme is not happenstance or random. 
The colors that look best together adjoin each other. Thus you can divide 
the page, reducing the number of colors to fit your needs, without destroying 


the balance and pleasantness of the groupings. 


How true this is in color! Colors in combination—the right combina- 
tion—have a character they cannot have alone. The heart of the 1956 House 
Beautiful Look in color is combinations—not separate colors seen apart. 
The value of these color groups for your own life lies in the great range 
and flexibility they offer you. But they have just enough discipline built 
into them to keep you from getting too far afield. They are predicated on 
freedom of choice, for you will still have to make a number of choices 


about how to apply these basically sound schemes. 


Happy decorating for 1958! 
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Just as there are several biological cycles in life, so there are several phases to our living patterns. 


Don’t try to live them all at the same time or you'll end up strained beyond 


your capacity and missing some of the best things in life. So save yourself time to live 


de is an era of Plenty. People haven’t had it so 
good for generations—in America and all over the 
world. But this doesn’t seem to make life any easier. 
Our very plenty is giving us a strange new problem: 
too much to do, too many opportunities, too many 
choices. We run out of time and energy long before we 
run out of money. Having the chance for so much, we 
gulp more than we can handle, physically, emotionally, 
socially. We want everything and we want it now. 
And so we gorge—houses, machines, cars, boats, 
airplanes. We take on all the shopping and accept all 
the invitations: bridge, plays, TV, movies, parties, 
committee work. We act like star citizens—raising 
money, beautifying the parks, fighting the rezoning. 
We take trips to Europe, to Mexico, take the children 
South for some winter sun, up to the mountains to learn 
to ski. We have tons of possessions to be cared for: 
sports, gardening, photography, collecting. We add a 
new wing on the house or redecorate, enlarge the garden 


or build an outdoor cookery for more parties. And do it 


all now. Stay up late; get up early. Chauffeur the 


children—to the doctor, to buy clothes, to school pro- 
grams. We have week-end guests. Thus we pant through 
every day, every week. 

And most women between the years of 20 and 45 or 
50 pursue this killing pace as a full-time occupation 
within the framework of their marriage, their work, 
their interests and fun. These should be the glorious 
years, not hectic ones. 

The answer is not that something has got to go. The 


answer is that something has got to wait. 


Lie is not a uniform, continuous thing that goes 
on and on always the same, like an industrial process. 
Life has a spring and a fall. There is a right season 
for everything and, if the season is wrong, something 
must certainly wait. 

The one thing that can’t wait is the children. The 
job of raising children is hard for precisely that rea- 
son—nothing can ever wait including, right at the 
start, that trip to the hospital. The potty can’t wait, 


the getting up won’t wait, the going to bed, the meals, 


the baseball game. When the baby cries, he wants atten- 
tion—now. So, once you have children, your life must 
revolve around them. It will, in any case! I don’t mean 
they should be your whole life, consuming you. But 
the children are the “immovable object” around which 
life must be built. The ages of your children prescribe 
what is possible to do now. 

This is not a vague, philosophical consideration. 
It is very real. When your children are small, fine 
furniture is an extra care and a source of nagging and 
tension in the house. Rugs are hard to keep clean. 
Things are bound to get damaged. The same money 
spent on an acoustical ceiling might give you more 
carefree peace and comfort than all the fine furniture. 
Perhaps ten years later, the children are réady to handle 
nice things. Then beautiful furniture, rugs, etc. may 
have a profound effect on them, forming their taste 
for their own future lives, helping them realize how 


wonderful home can be. 


A. the children change, so do the conditions and 
possible modes of our own lives. Infant? Pre-School? 
Grade-School? High-School? College? There is a whole 
series of lives for parents! Not one life, but five sepa- 
rate lives. Each life can be wonderful. But only if 
each life is lived separately, keeping in mind the idea 
of getting out of each life what it offers, readily discard- 
ing what will not fit in except by forcing it in. 

A tiny baby gives a sweetness and joy and meaning 
to life that you never have again. But what if you 
are rushing the 6:00 p.m. feeding to tear through your 
own dinner to attend a town meeting? The town can 
get along without you for a few years. Let’s face it! 
How can you have the quiet and peace to hold and rock 
a baby if your mind is really somewhere else? 

Or you’ve planned a formal dinner for eight. The 
baby, sensing your excitement, cries on and off the 
whole evening. Fun? Hardly! To cap it, the next morn- 
ing, having finished the dishes at 1:00 A.M.—you are 
in no mood to be motherly over the 6:00 A.M. feeding. 
When that “baby” is seven or eight, he will be thrilled

instant coffee and toast to your bed at ten on Sunday 
morning. Your party will have been fun, and your 
morning party with your child or children will be 
even more fun. 


So the trick is not to exhaust ourselves by trying 


to live all lives at once; and—most important—not - 


to wish away the early lives, waiting for the later. 
“Johnny will be out of diapers in a year, I hope.” 
Or off the bottle. Or Mary will be in school, ete., etc. 
Too soon they'll be in college, married, away. The 
Golden Years will be over (you'll have your peace, 
with a vengeance), and you will hardly have enjoyed 
them at all. 

I do not mean that we must give up all else for our 
children. Far from it. We give them nothing if we 
give them all. During each age of your children, you 
will find different adult interests that fit in. 

We need to sort out all the things that are important 


to us and to our familes. What do we want to ac- 





complish? What are our needs, desires? What, of all 
the things to choose from, can give me, personally, 
my husband, my children, all of us as a family, the 
best life? What fits in now? What can we hope to fit 
in five or ten years from now? Once we have set aside 
the things that must wait until a later period, when 
the children are older, we have a much more manage- 
able problem to work with. Now it becomes possible 
to use management and intelligence. 

What would a sitter, all day, one day a week give 
me? A Saturday of flying with my husband? One day 
a week of part-time work, taking me out of the rut 
into the outside world? (The “rut” suddenly would not 
be a rut!) A chance to “quantity cook” for the freezer, 
freeing more useful hours on the other days? The 
list must be your own. If there is something that is 
really important to you, you can always manage to 
find a happy way to get it. 


The most important thing to me has always been to 
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help my husband with his work. | found that I could 
handle it very comfortably without extra help during 
the first year of my first baby’s life. Then, with two 
babies close together, | gave it up—but not for long. 
Now a woman comes to the house each morning to 
play with the children while I work in my office. 

But even now, I can’t work and chat with my friends 
over coffee in the morning and attend local meetings 
in the evening and give a lot of parties. | have picked 
from these possibilities the thing that really interests 
me. Later on, when the children are in school or away, 
when I am older, who knows what I will pick? I am 
content to wait and see. 

Exploring along these lines, you also discover op- 
portunities you were missing. Things that may seem 
like an extra and unnecessary pleasure do fit in. Gar- 
dening, for instance, goes perfectly with pre-school 
children. Up to the ages of four or five, you have to 
spend a great deal of time outdoors with them. I find 
that if I merely sit and keep an eye on them, they 
whine for my attention and seem unable to think of 
anything to do by themselves. | become their private 
entertainer. What to do? Read, sew, write letters, knit— 


no dice. Interruptions are legion and nerves wear thin. 


Cass seem literally a full-time job that leaves 
time for nothing. But gardening is different. I can dig 
and snip and plant to my heart’s content. Good exercise. 
The kids keep themselves happy and enjoy “working” 
with me. While I dig in a flower bed, they dig peacefully 
in a nearby sand box. They like to do what I am doing, 
and the easy-to-work sand is more attractive to them 
than the earth where I am working. So they tend not 
to ruin my work. They also stay outdoors. An occa- 
sional push on the swing or untangling from trouble, 
and the afternoon is a happy success. The physical 
work is a great steam-letter-offer. There’s nothing like 
digging with a hoe on one of those days when life is 
rather difficult for your small children! 

There are chances you miss if you don’t plan. An 
example: the couple who went on a four-month trip to 
Europe when one of their children was five months 
old—at first glance a rather shocking thing to do.

re the qualities of a house dependent upen a spectacular 

view, a picturesque site, or exotic climate? Must we 

all strive to live near mountain streams or on moonlit 

shores? Or is it possible that a well-designed house in and 

of itself may offer some other qualities that may offset the 
site’s lack of the desired physical characteristics ? 

The house shown here is one answer to these questions. It 
is not the only possible answer, but it does show some of the 
qualities, and perhaps suggest others, that a house may offer 
its owner even when his site lacks certain physical advantages. 

The lot on which it sits is the prevalently level type. It has 
none of the more exciting and romantic possibilities that might 
be desired. But it does have that sun-dappled quality of quiet 
and repose which one feels when among tall soaring trees. 
This quality can be as rewarding in its own way as the more 
exciting, when the land is properly developed. - 

The house takes its cue from this quality, and, although it 
is radically different in conception and design from its New 
England neighbors, it takes its place quietly among them con- 
tent to make the most of its lot. 

For the privacy of those within, it turns a nearly blank facade 
to the street. But lest it seem too withdrawn, it does not offer 
a forbidding countenance to the passer-by. The entrance walk

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The hospitable entrance, which turns the arrival of 
each guest into an occasion, is achieved by the combina- 
tion of the walk, flowering garden, and trellis overhead.

Continuity between inside and out is established 
by the penetration of the stone wall and garden into 
the interior.

intriguingly invite the guest into the world within. With 
natural means they unfurl a canopy and a carpet for everyone 
who enters. 

This entrance garden and the stone wall that rises behind 
it are extended through the entrance hall and terminate in the 
living area. This interpenetrating element serves to establish 
a closer relationship between the exterior and the interior. 
It helps to remove the sharp dividing line between them. It is 
a feature to be enjoyed both inside and out. 

The overhead trellis, marking the entrance, is the predomi- 
nant motif of the house. It is repeated at the eaves of the house, 
softening the profiles of what would otherwise have been a 
severe form and giving an interesting pattern against the sky. 
On the east it shelters the wall of glass in the breakfast area 
and gives added protection to the service entrance. It shields 
the glass walls of the living room on all sides and is further

A delight in texture and color 
is shown by the combination of 
rough stone wall, marble table top, 
luscious color and deep pile of up- 
holstery and rugs.

summer living area. Its covering of vines acts as a kind of 
visor to keep the summer sun away from the walls and to 
reduce the glare from the sky. During the winter. when the 
vines have lost their leaves, the then welcome sun is permitted 
to penetrate into the interior. At all seasons of the year it casts 
an everchanging pattern of light and shadow. 

Planned as it is in relationship to the sun and with its 
natural awnings of greenery, this house has climate-control 
features which can be a substitute for or a supplement to air- 
conditioning. Many older houses, unfortunately exposed to the 
sun, could have added trellis features such as this. The broad 
lines of a plane of green would help io bring many a house 
into a closer relationship with the ground. 

The trellis motif is also repeated in the skylight in the 
living room. Opening up the ceiling in this manner gives an 
added sense of height at this point. It also casts an interesting

How one family uses a full-fledged budget to 


teach their children the meaning of money

vee my husband, two of our four children and [—have 
/Y recently returned from the most glorious three-week vaca- 
tion we ever spent in our lives. Other years there have been 
thrilling moments, like driving into the balmy, blossoming 
South from our shivering ice-clad North or our first glimpse 
of snow-capped mountains. But this year’s vacation was a 
mountain-top experience from the very first day, because not 
once did twelve-year-old Jane or Bruce, who is sixteen, ask 
us for a cent of money or tease us to buy anything for them. 

If you think it’s because they had laryngitis or we taped 
their mouths, you are wrong. It’s just that Bruce and Jane 
were responsible for their own budgets. 

But this was not always the case. From the beginning, we 
believed that our children should have an allowance rather 
than be paid for doing ordinary household duties. There was 
much work to be done; parents did it for love and so should 
the children, when it was divided up according to the capabil- 
ities of each person. We had just so much money and we divided 
it according to the needs of each family member. 


With Doug and Betty, our first two children, we began as

soon as they expressed an interest in money. We started out 
with ten cents a week. five cents for Sunday school and five 
cents with which to do as they pleased. For, according to child 
specialists of that day, a child should be given his allowance 
with no strings attached—to do with as he liked, to learn to 
handle money, to make mistakes with so that he would not 
make mistakes with larger amounts later on. 

No doubt this was a good idea, but it just didn’t work out 
in our family. Somewhere along the line we failed to guide our 
first two children to the next step—using money wisely. 

Whether it was the five cents per week of the four-year old 
or the five dollars per week of the teenager, our children 
considered it something like a gift from Santa Claus. They 
proceeded to spend it as soon as possible for practically the 
the first thing that popped into their minds. 


oug continued this routine all through his school years. 
D Since he was an athlete and needed to spend many 
hours practicing in addition to studying, he never had any 
after-school work. His summer jobs were at boys’ camps where 
much of the work seemed like play. 

During the school years Doug received his allowance each 
Friday. As soon as he was old enough to drive, the first 
thing he did with his money was to fill up the gas tank of 
his car. Then he took his friends wherever they wanted to 
go. If his car wasn’t running, he furnished the gas for the 
cars of others. He treated the gang to refreshments and lent 
money to anyone who was broke. By Monday Doug was always 
broke, too. 

As soon as he was out of school, Doug married. Thank 
goodness he married a girl who knew how to budget. Even 
then, it took all they could both make the first year to run 
their home. Doug had to do a right-about-face that must have 
taken more stamina than all the training he did in his athletic 
career. And perhaps more courage, too. The first Christmas 


after he was married, Doug had to go back to his school friends 


to collect on loans he had made in order to buy his wife a 
Christmas gift. 

Doug was lucky, we told ourselves. But we couldn’t plan 
on our other three children marrying someone who knew how to 
handle money as well as Doug’s wife. Had the child specialists 
been wrong or had we failed in putting their theory into 
practice? We finally decided that because Doug had never had 
a real job, he had never developed a clear idea of how hard 
money was to acquire. 

If that were the case, we need have no fear about Betty, 

now that she was going away to school. For Betty had not 


only had summer jobs, but she had worked after school during

her high school years. She knew meney came in exchange for 
labor; we wouldn't have to worry about her. 

So Betty went away to college. We paid for her tuition, 
board and room, and gave her what we considered a generous 
allowance. But Betty didn’t think it was enough and she got a 
job working in the dormitory dining room. Still she didn’t 
have enough money, so she found a job in an office downtown, 
after classes, and continued to work in the dormitory at break- 
fast-time. The result was that she had less and less time for 
learning—the real reason for her being in college—and she 
didn’t have any money, even then. 

Working for money wasn’t the answer, then, for surely Betty 
knew how hard it was to earn it. But she hadn’t learned to 
limit her desires, to act as a steward who spent money wisely 
and saved extra dollars for a time when they would be needed 
for more important things. 

No doubt there are disadvantages in having several years 
between the first set of children in a family and the next 
set, but there are advantages in this spacing, too. Parents 
have time to evaluate the way they have raised the first ones, 
to realize the mistakes they have made, and to correct them as 
the younger children come along. That’s how it worked with us. 

We had always shied away from telling the children how 
much money their father made. Not that it was so much— 
he is a professor—but to a child, one hundred dollars seems 
like a fortune.

The whole range of cordials—the great secret ones, the fruit brandies, 


the spiced liqueurs —is being used in new ways in the informality of today 


Ao news is being made with a wave of new 
interest in cordials. Or call them liqueurs—even among 
scholars the terms are practically interchangeable. This is 
more than a revival, more than a return to a gracious past. 
Today’s most popular cordials are different. They are not 
so sweet or syrupy, perhaps less aromatic and, in many 
cases, drier, more alcoholic than those that graced the 
groaning banquet tables of the nineties. 

Once more we make obeisance to the monkish alchemies 
embodied in the great Benedictine, in Chartreuse and Strega. 
But more and more often we sip them combined with some 
compatible spirit as in B & B (Benedictine and Brandy), 
C&S (Chartreuse and Scotch), S & S (Strega and Scotch), 
C & B (Cointreau and Brandy). And even the proportions of 
these noted combinations are changing. Where once we used 
half and half, the liqueur may be only a third of the drink. 

Changes are also being made in the way we serve them. In 
earlier days the proper liqueur glass was a thimble of crystal 


filled to the brim and set like a stamen in the center of flower 


petals. Now we prefer a much larger glass, slightly narrower 
at the top. Only about an ounce of the liqueur is served in a 
three- or four-ounce glass so that the aromas that are the 
essential and most delightful characteristic of the cordial 
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may be fully appreciated. The glass is easy to hold, and 
fingers don’t get sticky from inadvertent overflow. 

We have new ideas about temperatures, too. Except for 
fine grape brandies still reverently warmed, many fruit 
brandies and cordials, particularly Creme de Menthe, Kum- 
mel, and Anisette, are served in chilled glasses and on the 
rocks. Often they are poured over shaved ice or blended 
with it to become frappés or cobblers and served in cham- 
pagne flutes or saucers, with or without straws. 

Perhaps the most important change is in attitude. A gene- 
ration ago the cordial was a formal adjunct to a formal meal. 
Now it is becoming more and more a part of casual enter- 
taining. Often it takes the place of dessert, to add that slight 
note of sweetness without which many people find a dinner 
not quite complete. It can be simple, effortless, and know- 


ing 





expensive or inexpensive as you choose. 

The whole family of cordials is participating in the revival. 
On the one hand we have a wide variety of good, sound, 
inexpensive American-made cordials that merit the respect 
of even the most persnickety. For in the United States today 
we have some of the most highly refined neutral spirits 
and sugars, and access to the world’s greatest stock of 


flavorings. In many cases these non-secret cordials, like the

various mint and blackberry cordials, rank among the best 
in the world. Clean and fine, they sell for only a fraction of 
the price of imports. 

At the Pennington, New Jersey, home of the Cointreau 
Company—a scrubbed, shining modern plant—the same 
methods, the same ingredients are used as in France now and 
generations ago. There you will find flavorings such as the 
rare star anise from Indo-China, anise seed and vanilla 
bean from Mexico. From England come coriander and cum- 
min seed, oil of peppermint, orris root and fennel; from 
Ceylon, cinnamon; from Crete, dittany. From France come 
the fragrant seeds oi a certain hibiscus known as ambrette, 
much used in perfumery; from Italy, oil of neroli distilled 
from the flowers of the bitter orange. In addition, there are 
cloves from the East Indies; orange peel from Haiti; angelica 
root and caraway seeds from Germany; wild cherries from 
Denmark; lemon peels from Spain; ginger root from 
Jamaica; cocoa beans from Indonesia; St. John’s Bread, the 
locust fruit of Biblical times, from Canada. And from the 
United States, California apricots, Oregon blackberries, 
chicory, raspberries, oil of almond. 

At least two liqueurs made in America are exported to 
Europe where they are more popular than in their native 
land. The first is Forbidden Fruit, “more tempting and 
romance-inspiring than the apples of Eden.” It was first 
made in the Nineties by the famous Bustanoby Brothers, 
proprietors of the Beaux Arts Café in New York. It is one 
of the citrus cordials made from a type of grapefruit, the 
shaddock, infused with fine brandy. Seventy proof and not 
too sweet, Forbidden Fruit (made today by Charles Jacquins 
of Philadelphia) is enjoying a new burst of popularity. The 
second famous cordial, also from the same company, is 
Creme Yvette, a liqueur of violets. The flowers are brought 
from Grasse in France. This liqueur, with the flavor and 
color of violets, was formerly made by the Sheffields of 
Sheffield, Connecticut, and shipped all over the world. 

Another renowned American liqueur is Southern Comfort, 
whose base is peach. It is very sweet and, being 100 proof, 
very strong. Curiously enough, it was once considered a 
most proper drink for ladies when other spirits were taboo.

Cooking and ating 
with Cordials 


ee are freighted with flavor, with the 
taste and scent of fruits, peels, and flowers, herbs, 
seeds, and spices. Through the centuries they 
have been used to work magic, to cure, to make 
unpleasant potions palatable, to inspire with 
courage, to waken and reawaken love. Today, in 
a swilter, less believing time, they can still work 
magic. When meals are swift and simple they have 
a special function. They can heighten the appeal 
of processed foods. They deepen and enhance the 
flavor of fruits, tresh, canned or frozen. They 
transform a carton of sherbet or ice cream and 
make of it something exquisite and memorable. 
They go into the sauce or gravies that you serve 
with duck, pork, ham or chicken. You sprinkle 
them over cakes. Pass the decanters around as a 
sauce for pudding or a soufflé. 

Classical gastronomy is studded with hundreds 
of recipes in which cordials are used. Crépes Su- 
zette must be made with an orange-flavored liqueur, 
like Grand Marnier, Cointreau, Curacao, or Triple 
Sec. Most traditional recipes for Duck Bigarade 
call for this same type of liqueur. Soufflé Roths- 
child needs Goldwasser, which is flecked with real 
gold leaf. Escofhier lists dozens of sherbets, ices 
and other chilled desserts into which liqueurs and 


fruit brandies are incor- (Please turn to page 97)

The Stronger Liqueurs 


In line with the trend toward 
sironger and more fiery potions— 
and hang the expense—there is a 
flurry of excitement about Green 
Chartreuse, which is 110 proof, as 
against 86 proof for the Yellow 
Chartreuse. The Basque liqueur, 
Izarra, which is exceedingly popu- 
lar all over the Continent, is now 
being brought to America by Austin 
Nichols. Here again the expensive 
and more potent Green Izarra, 108 
proof, vies with Yellow. 

Mixed drinks made with cordials 
are taking a new lease on life. 
Called cocktails, and once served 
“especially to ladies” before din- 
ner, these drinks (like the Stinger, 
Squirrel, Grasshopper, and Alex- 
ander) are now considered more 
appropriate at the end rather than 
at the beginning of a meal.

What Price Modern? 


Modernization is not always a 
synonym for improvement, par- 
ticularly among cordials. There 
was a time immediately following 
Prohibition when the whole class 
sank into ill repute because of the 
widespread tendency to resort to 
synthetic flavorings and colorings 
often made from coal tar deriva- 
tives—dubious from many points of 
view. When first made, such mix- 
could and sometimes did 
taste very good. But within a few 
weeks or months the synthetic 
flavors begin to weaken and change. 
Aromas vanish, the taste alters and 
becomes gross and chemical. 

This does not mean that all 
changes are to be deplored. Take 
sloe gin, for instance. In its origi- 
nal state it tasted somewhat like 
a cross between gin and port wine. 
It was made of port wine, gin and 
a natural extract of a deep reddish- 
purple color made from wild plums 
that grow on the blackthorn bush 
—tart to the taste and with a cer- 
tain nutty flavor. Then along comes

All of us 
start out in the world with the 
ability to enjoy pure design, but 
we lose it somewhere along the way 
from childhood to adulthood. Many 
adults tend to regard as valid only 
those things that haye a function, 
such as a tool, a toy, or a gift 
which a child can take home. While 
they recognize the importance of 
esthetic values, these are regarded 
as secondary to function. But it is 
the esthetic values which raise a 
product from the commonplace to 
the realm. of art. This is the dif- 
ference 


between an_ architect’s 


house and a builder’s house, a 


designer’s costume and a dress- 
maker’s dress, between mere tech- 
nical skill and inspired creative- 
ness. Imagination and a sensitive 
use of the fundamentals of design 
basis for the

works making up our art heritage. 


HE use of two- and three-dimen- 
sional materials including both 
mate- 


manufactured and natural 


rials, such as cellophane, pipe 
cleaners, cloth, leaves, bark, and 
sand, in addition to paint and clay, 
is an advance in modern education 
and it is a great improvement over 
the limited approach of the past, 
when children were given only a 
box of crayons or hard watercolor 
pans and 6” x 9” paper. 

Just playing with materials can 
be a lot of fun and very exciting 
to the child, but unless this is fol-

progressive experiences which are 


continually more challenging, the 
activity will diminish the child’s in- 
terest and learning power. Children 
learn in stages. If you understand 
them, you can guide the child to 
make his activity more enriching. 

The first stage is the visual and 
tactile exploration of the quality 
and nature of materials. Children 
explore the feelings of softness, 
such as fur; smoothness, as cello- 
phane; roughness, as sandpaper; 
metal. 
Sometimes a child’s response to a 


or hardness. as wood or 


particular material is very per- 
sonal. For example. a three-year- 
old may fondle a piece of warm 
fur, caressing it and holding it 
against his cheek, or he may roll a 
smooth pebble in his hand, enjoy- 
ing its round pleasure. In this 
stage children also become aware 
of the colors of materials. A mate- 
rial may have one or more quali- 
ties; it may be pleasing for its 
color, its pattern, its texture, or its 
shape, or for all together. 

In the next stage, a child learns 
to compare materials, One material 
is harder, smoother, or softer than

Even later, through his experi- 
ments, a child becomes aware of 
the qualities of his clothing or of 
objects in his home. Three-year- 
olds frequently comment on the 
color and texture of their shoes and 
clothes after they have had some 
exploration of materials. Children 
make similar associations at home; 
parents say that they remark about 
the smoothness or softness of up- 
holstery or the patterns and colors 
in draperies. It is clear that through 
cutting, pasting, tying, stapling, 
and working with a variety of ma- 
terials, seemingly impractical ex- 
periences, the child’s awareness of 
his everyday world becomes wider 
and richer. 

Expressing feelings and ideas is 
the most important aspect of work- 
ing with materials. By the way 
children combine materials they 
can tell us of their feelings of 
gaiety or sadness, their reactions 
to people,

IS YOUR CHILD MONEY-WISE?

would like their own budgets, they 
thought they would like to give it 
a try. The figures from the past 
year showed just how much had 
been spent on each child. This an- 
nual expenditure was divided into 
a weekly allotment. We did not in- 
clude doctors’ and dentists’ bills. 
But for everything else they were 
to be responsible. There was 
coats were so expensive, parents 
and child would each pay one half. 

With our help they set up their 
budgets and secured budget en- 
velopes and account books. Now 
the right amount of money goes 
into each envelope each week, and 
Bruce and Jane would not think 
of borrowing from one envelope 
when another one is empty. 

Before this week’s money is re- 
ceived, the accounts of last week 
are checked over. Parents who 
know the accounting is coming 
save time in their own schedules 
just as they save dollar bills and 
change for the allowance envelopes. 
Now, after two years of this budget 
system, not one of us would want 
it any other way. 





OME interesting developments 

have come out of this experiment. 
The very first week of high school, 
Bruce asked us, “Would you care 
if I scraped dishes in the school 
cafeteria in exchange for my lunch 
—and can I keep the money?” We 
agreed that he could. Then the 
next week he wanted to know if he 
could work in the school library 
for seventy-five cents an hour, If 
he got some outdoor exercise each 
day and kept up his schoolwork, 


‘| we saw no objection to that. 


But this was all very strange. 
While our first two children had 
not been able to handle money 
very well, they were splendid 
workers around the house, doing 
their share of the duties happily, 
or at least without complaint. But 
at home Bruce didn’t like hum- 
drum work. Unless it was some- 
thing unusual or challenging, he 
preferred to read or draw. Yet 
here he was taking on two jobs to 
bolster his income. We feel quite 
sure that never in this world would 
he have done it if we hadn’t taken 
him into our confidence about our 
income and made him responsible 
for his own budget. 

In fact, Bruce has become quite 
a businessman. When he had saved 


enough money for half the price of 


a horse, he persuaded his father 





to pay the other half. But the 
| horse had to be fed. Then there 


one exception—winter coats. Since - 


is his increased interest in dating, 
and he is finding out, too, that 
girls have to be fed as well as 
taken to shows and dances. So 
Bruce just had to have more money. 

His latest venture is a newspaper 
clipping service. When anyone has 
a picture, or sometimes even a 
write-up, in the local paper, Bruce 
telephones him to see how many 
copies he would like to have him 
buy, clip and deliver—for a price. 
The more clippings from a single 
issue, the more money he makes. 

Jane would like to baby-sit, but 
we discouraged it for she is only 
twelve. She does a great deal of 
studying and takes part in many 
after-school activities and _ still 
needs her full nine hours of sleep. 
In the warm weather Jane rakes 
and mows neighbors’ lawns. She 
uses our power-mower, paying her 
dad for the gasoline it requires. 
In the winter, Jane solicits mag- 
azine subscriptions. 


HUS, both children earn extra 

money. While the money we give 
them provides for their basic needs, 
these business undertakings fur- 
nish money for the extras, includ- 
ing vacation spending. 

You may think that these chil- 
dren would have been good vaca- 
tion company before budgets, but 
believe me they were not. Bruce 
always spent his money the first 
day or two and then wanted us to 
buy him additional things. Jane 
always ordered chicken each day 
and begged to stay in the most 
luxurious motels in sight. 

In spite of Bruce’s yearning for 
things and in spite of the pattern 
of past vacations, our most recent 
one was delightful. Jane and Bruce 
had their own money which they 
had saved and earned, and they 
decided when and how to spend it. 
They knew, for the first time, how 
much we had allotted for each 
day’s gas, recreation, food and 
lodging, and they helped us stay 
within that amount. 

Christmas and birthdays provide 
opportunity for parents and rela- 
tives to give the children some of 
the “extras” that their own budgets 
do not provide. There are times 
when we think that their budgeting 
is harder on the parents than on 
the child. We watch them wear old 
clothes week in and week out as 
they save to buy a new outfit, and 
we are tempted to give them a 
financial boost. We see a_ good- 
looking sweater or an adorable 
blouse and our first impulse is to 
buy it for our child. But that would 


spoil everything, so we refrain fy 
it, unless there is a bona fide 
son for gift-giving. The satisfaet 
the children feel when they 
finally saved enough for the 
clothing far surpasses any joy t 
ever experienced with a gift. 
Bruce’s budget is more com 
cated because of the additic 
funds coming in from his vari 
business enterprises and beca 
he has to pay his horse’s bog 
Jane’s is simple.

A display of bright and screaming 
scarlets, burning orange or anemic 
pastels can be rather cloying by 
fall, particularly when they are 
bedded down together. 

Read catalog descriptions with 
understanding, and note that most 
edging plants spread wider than 
they are tall. This is all for the 
cood, for we expect to make broad 
patches or ribbons of color with 
edgers, rather than spotty polka 
dots. Height is a relative matter, 
too, which can vary from one part 
of the country to another, depend- 
ing upon summer temperatures, 
rainfall and soil. 

Some kinds of edgers start easily 
from seed sown where they are to 


grow, like sweet alyssum, portu- 
laca. marigolds, nasturtiums, candy- 
tuft and California poppy. Others 
preferably are started early in 
doors or in frames, or purchased 
locally, as plants. These include 
bedding 


begonias, nierembergia, 
petunias and verbenas. 

Whether you are thinning seed- 
lings or setting out plants, the 
average space between plants may 
equal the height with the exception 
of kinds noted as extra-spreading 
which can stand a little more room. 
By setting plants close, they make 
a solid mass of color which adds 
a delightfully lavish _ finishing 
touch to the beds and borders in 


your garden.

The house is clearly separated 
into three defined areas: the some- 
what public living area and entry, 
the private bedroom wing and the 
service wing. This zoning of activ- 
ities makes for a much better use 
of the house and also gives added 
interest to the exterior and in- 
terior form of the house. There is 
no effort to conform to any rigid 
or pre-determined idea of style or 
form; the house takes its form 
more flexibly from the lives lived 
within it. This flexibility is almost 
independent of site. These are 
qualities that good planning can 
add to life wherever you live.

Easy listening for the newcomer to music: 


The ‘Tone Poem 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 


What do Saint-Saéns’ “Danse Ma- 
cabre,”” Debussy’s “Prelude to The 
Afternoon of a Faun,” Richard 
Strauss’ “Don Juan.” Dukas’ “Sor- 
cerer’s Apprentice,’ and Liszt’s 
“Les Preludes” have in common? 

They are all compositions for 
the orchestra in a form which has 
come to be known as _ the 
poem. As a matter of fact, the ex- 
amples just cited—though by no 
means all tone poems—fulfill the 
demand of the title “tone poem” 
in the strict sense, since they are 
all compositions for which the 
underlying idea is based on an 
actual poem. 

For several reasons, the tone 
poem is a very popular form of 
music. The connoisseur, with his 


tone 


pointed nose and sensitive ear, may 
smile a deprecating smile at these 
reasons. Yet their validity must be 
acknowledged. It is obvious that 
the tone poem has proved to be 
very useful to the listener new to 
music who first becomes conscious 
of the power, the fascination, and 
the charm of symphonic music. To 
him, in the up-welling of enthu- 
siasm, the tone poem may often 
seem a better composition, or at 
least a more comprehensible one, 
than the mighty symphony, the 
long concerto, the lied with its un- 


translated text, or the lean auster- 


ity so typical of chamber music. 
But to the seasoned music lover, 
the tone poem does not enjoy such 
universal approval as the sym- 
phony. It is not music at music’s 
most momentous, The very fact 
that it is not absolute music, pure 
and “untitled,” makes it suspect 
in some circles. Those who speak 
slightingly of it feel that it is sym- 
phonic music at bargain rates. 
That is a harsh judgment and an 
unjustified one. It may be true— 
no, it ts true—that the form of the 
tone poem occasionally seduces the 
composer into exaggeration, that 
one finds tone poems drenched to 
embarrassment with tears, that 
some tone poems strut and pose, 
that, in short, there are quite a few 
bad tone poems. Well, well—there 
are good symphonies and there are 
bad symphonies, there are good 
tone poems and there are bad tone 
poems. The point is merely that the 
tinsel content seems to count 
higher in the one category. 
So let’s talk about the good tone 
poems. Three reasons can be ad- 
duced for their attractiveness. 
First they are, as I have said, mu- 
sical compositions built on or in- 
spired by a poetic idea or subject. 
Therefore they offer a prop to the 
listener. The idea of the music is

described in words he can under- 
stand. He knows what the music 
is all about. Second, the tone poem 
is a product of the romantic school 
of music. It was unknown to Bach, 
Mozart, and Beethoven. Its birth- 


‘day lies no longer ago than the 


middle of the Nineteenth Century. 
The tone poem makes an ‘imme- 
diate appeal to our emotions. 
Third, because it was born late, 
at a time when the orchestra was 
highly perfected, the tone poem is 
able to employ the resources of the 
large symphonic orchestra. Its pal- 
ette is rich, warm, and colorful. 
Dramatic effects abound; the 
sound may thunder and may whis- 
per, percussion instruments and 
several kinds of woodwinds add 
spicy accents. 

One must understand the times 
in which these men lived to under- 
stand why.the new form came into 
being. It was the apex of roman- 
ticism. It was the time of the noble 
gesture, not only tolerant of a full 
expression of sentiment but actu- 
ally favoring a wild melancholy, a 
highly unreticent confession of 
one’s heart, which was practiced by 
such poets as Pushkin and Byron. 
Indeed, had Byron been a musi- 
cian, he would have invented the 
tone poem. 

It was also the time when the ir- 
resistible, though inscrutable, male 
was the hero of fiction. The woman 
who sacrificed everything for love 
was the favorite heroine. 


HAT the short story is to the 
novel the symphonic poem is 
to the symphony. Very quickly other 
composers recognized what could 
be done with the musical short 
story. And there began a search for 
poetic ideas expressed in sound, and 
a striving for free expression, to 
which virtually every composer suc- 
cumbed. The list of composers of 
tone poems reads like a Who's 
Who of the famous names after the 
middle of the Nineteenth Century. 
Balakirev, Bloch, Borodin, Cha- 
brier, Copland, Debussy, Delius, 
D’'Indy, Dukas, Franck, Gershwin, 
Holst, Liszt. Moussorgsky, Proko- 
fiefl, Rachmaninoff, Ravel, Re- 
spighi, Rimski-Korsakoy, Saint- 
Saéns, Scriabin, Sibelius, Smetana, 
Richard Strauss, Stravinsky, Tchai- 
kovsky, Wagner, are names of just 
a few who have told us a short 
story in music. And some of these 
short stories have turned out to be 
exciting and beautiful indeed. 
The bulk of the programs were 
drawn by composers from poetry, 
painting, sentiments, and impres- 
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sions which would by their nature 
be congenial to the romantic tem- 
perament. Admiration of nature, 
the ghost story, and _ patriotism 
joined the perennial subject of 
love. So the tone poem travels in 
locale from impressions of Italy 
(“Italia,” Casella) to Finland 
(“Finlandia,” Sibelius) to the 
river Moldau (“My Fatherland,” 
Smetana), and dips with both 
hands into the cultural riches of 
the world, taking from Dante, Pe- 
trarch, Goethe, and Schiller, Michel- 
angelo, Raphael and Boticelli, By- 
ron, Victor Hugo, and of course, 
again and again from Shakespeare. 


NDER the influence of roman- 

ticism, the orchestra bur- 
geoned and swelled to new size and 
to new expressiveness. Not the least 
of the reasons for the popularity of 
the tone poem comes, as I have 
indicated, from sheer pleasure of 
sound, a satisfaction which the 
nineteenth-century and the early 
twentieth-century composers deliy- 
er in full measure. 

What this means we may show 
by comparing a Strauss tone poem 
to a Beethoven symphony. The 
Oxford History of Music makes 
such a comparison, using as an 
example not a small symphony but 
the large “Eroica.” The “full” or- 
chestra for this symphony consists 
of eight woodwinds, five brass play- 
ers, a drummer, and a body of 
strings estimated at twenty. This 
would make a total of thirty-four. 
Here is the “cast of characters” 
for Strauss’ “A Hero’s Life”: 

W oodwinds: 

1 piccolo, 3 flutes, 3 oboes, 1 Eng- 
lish horn (also 4th oboe), 1 clari- 
net in E flat. 2 clarinets in B flat, 
bass clarinet, 4 bassoons. 

Brass: 

8 horns, 5 trumpets, 3 trombones, 
tenor tuba in B flat, bass tuba. 
Strings: 

16 lst violins, 16 2nd violins, 12 
violas, 12 violoncelli, 8 double- 
basses, 2 harps. 

Percussion: 

Tympani, bass drum, cymbals, 
small military drum, tenor drum. 

A total of 105 pieces, approxi- 
mately three times the size of Bee- 
thoven’s orchestra!

They bought the mosaic for the 
best reason in the world—they 
loved it.

But there was certainly nothing 
reckless about this purchase be- 
cause it crystallized for them their 
own tastes in color, texture, and 
design in general. It actually gave 
their now attractive little apart- 
ment its start in life. I was prac- 
tically a bystander for they knew 
they wanted one coral wall (those 
lentils), three walls of wild-rice 
beige, a pair of poppy seed blue- 
gray armchairs, and oatmeal raw 
silk upholstery on the foam rubber 
mattress-and-box spring combina- 
tions which they use as sofas as 
well as beds.

really a matter of seeing Form—in addition 
to Purpose. A bowl is a container, to be sure, 
but it is also a circle, as well as a half globe. 
A cigarette box is a container, but it is a 
rectangle or it may be a cylinder. These 
objects have visual characteristics of their 
own, quite separate from their purpose. Seeing 
their form is the key to arranging them with 
each other so they count for more than they 
do separately. 

Cost of the objects you compose with has 
nothing to do with the quality of the composi- 
tion. The objects on the coffee table on the 
left hand page all came from Woolworth’s and 
their total cost was $2.78. Yet they illustrate 
how coasters, an ash tray and a bowl of apples 
can add up to an artistic composition. Why? 
Because it’s a play of circles—of different 
materials and different heights. Yet everything 
is there for a practical purpose. 

Another coffee table composition, at right 
below, also shows a composition of circles. But 
this time the field of composition widens to 
include the round pillows, the round dial of 
a light dimmer, the globe of the hanging 
light. Here a new element comes into the com- 
position: the rectangular cigarette box that 
echoes the form of the foam rubber cushions 
of the seat and the rectangle of the coffee 
table itself. Again, none of the accessories has 
more than a nominal cost. Nothing is compli- 
cated—even though there are ten objects on 
the table, and nine other circular forms appear 
elsewhere. The essence is simplicity itself—no 
more than putting round nuts in a round basket 
(instead of a square basket). Yet everything 
is there for practical reasons: an ash tray, a 
brass bowl to hold the empty shells, coasters 
for glasses. . 

If nineteen unlike forms were grouped in 
this scene it would be clutter. Here lies a key: 
When things build each other up, they cannot 
be clutter, but are rhythmical compositions. 
Put the other way, clutter occurs when too many 
unlike forms are seen together. 

There is a famous line in “The Grammar of 
Ornament” that says, “All ornament (meaning 
composition) should proceed outward from 
some central point or stem.” Arrangements are 
like that. You must look at objects for what 
they really are—not just what they are supposed 
to be or do. You must see their form as Form. 


Once you see Form you can decide on what

themselves the objects would not count for much. 


theme you can develop—from what central 
point you will proceed outward. 

Thus an arrangement that brings this sense 
into our lives is richer and more beautiful. 
Try to build your arrangements so they have 
several levels. Have one thing high, with other 
things at descending levels, then something flat 
and horizontal. 

An arrangement should be like a phrase in 
music. It should develop, reach a height, and 
then end quite positively. It should reach re- 
pose as it resolves itself. It should not trail off 
or go on too long. An arrangement must have 
at least one tying-together theme. When there 
are several themes tying all together it becomes 
more beautiful and powerful. Several examples 
of multiple themes are shown on the following 
twelve pages. 

Once you see and think Form, you are operat- 
ing three-dimensionally. We live in a three- 
dimensional world, so our arrangements should 


be made vertically, horizontally and in depth.

Please 
notice, in all three arrangements, how 
pattern is used. At left, nothing tries to 
compete with the pattern of the vase. 
Above, even though there is a lot af pat- 
tern, it is all in the same scale. At uppel 
left, the pattern tends to be pictorial rather 
than over-all, so nothing competes with it. 
Each of these arrangements is held together 
by a different theme: One is wood, one is 
patterning, one is mellow coloring. These 
are not composed of expensive things. 
There is only one expensive item in each— 
the lamp. the white vase, and lacquer 


panel. All others are from $5 to $20. 
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“Sull-life” arrangements can 
be like phrases in music. 


On the bookshelves above are four separate arrangements of art objects. 
But all four compose together. making almost a mural-like effect. 
Each little episode is, in itself, pleasant enough to stand by itself. 
But the repetition of circles throughout links all four together. Yet 
each circle is different from the others. The whole becomes like a 


passage in music, with four phrases interweaving with each other.

If the arrangement across the page at the left can be compared to a 


musical passage, the one above is like a musical phrase. Indeed, it 






somewhat resembles the famous opening four notes of Beethoven's Fifth 
ymphony, which were used during the war as a victory signal. Think 
how dull these objects would appear if arranged symmetrically—a cup 
on either side of the bowl! You’d get a thumping beat instead of 


rhythm. Group is livelier, too, due to contrasts in size, color, texture. 





The arrangement below would be just as effective on a kitchen shelf 
as on this living-room shelf. Everything is a working container— 
off-duty for the moment. How much pleasanter to “store” them this 
way than prosaically stacked in a cupboard. The dried flowers (Pearly 
Everlastings) dribbling out of the bowl and over the edge of the 
shelf make a softening contrast to hard ceramic forms. They also 


serve to tie things together and to root the arrangement to the shell.

This counter is a perfect example of how 
a theme of circles can tie together ob- 
jects of quite diverse purpose and shape.

But all have one thing in common: They 
all depend upon the arranger seeing the 
form relationships between things. The ob- 
jjects must have some quality in common, 
‘so they amount to more when placed in a 
mass than they do separately. 

All these arrangements have the common 
quality of not being symmetrical. There are 
few places where balanced, symmetrical com- 
positions are pleasing. Symmetry is static, 
and cannot hold your interest. Beauty comes 
easier when you work with threes, fives, 
jsevens. It comes hard in pairs. 

) So look around at your possessions with 
a more seeing eye. Such arrangements are 
not supposed to remain forever intact, so 


make new ones as part of your daily routines. 
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Such a black-and-white arrangement (which is also an interplay of 

squares and rectangles, climaxed with a circle) could be an individual 

luncheon setting one day or a coffee table arrangement the next day.

The center arrangement for a dinner table. at left, uses nothing that 
is not necessary: salt, sugar, pepper, jelly, horse-radish, candles. The 
ivy is the only non-utilitarian, but acceptable, note. It is all skillful. 
yet simple. Three material threads run through it all—silver, glass, 
wood—giving it unity. The wood base helps tie it all into a composition. 
Without this, it might seem to be a loose collection of unrelated 
objects, for there is very little similarity between the twelve 


shapes that have been used. Note that nothing is centered or sym- 


metrical, so the effect is more relaxed than if it were balanced. 





This shelf in an office-library has interest because the wall decoration 
merges with the contents on the shelf. The picture dominates the 
composition of books, cooky jar and candy plate—thanks to the low. 
off-center level at which it is hung, and also because its entirely 
black-and-white character is repeated in the black and white cooky 
jar and the black-and-white soup plate containing round white pepper- 
mints.

DO YOU HAVE 


CHILL-AND-FEVE 


By C. W. (BILL) NESSELL 


f there is one place on earth where you, your family 
and your friends should be completely relaxed, luxuriously 
warm and fully comfortable, it is within the four walls of your 
own home. However, that will be possible only if the house is 
properly heated, and the odds are that it is not. An appalling 
number of homes in the residential areas of our country have 
heating that is only fair to dismal when measured by any set 
of comfort standards. We call this “chill-and-fever” heating 
not because you get sick from it (though this might happen 
too), but because it makes homes too hot one minute and 
too cold the next. 

If your home has chill-and-fever heating, it is probably 
your own fault. Most homeowners take heating for granted 
and accept the heating system as an integral part of the house, 
just as they do the roof and the windows, an untouchable 
that cannot be adjusted to the needs and desires of the family. 
Nothing could be farther from the fact. 

Our homes would be infinitely more comfortable if as much 
thought were given to the planning of the heating system as 
is given to the construction and decoration. Planning a heat- 
ing system does not mean merely selecting equipment. And for 
those of us who already own homes, it is not enough to know 
there is a furnace or boiler in the house and who the manu- 
facturer of it is. We must take a long hard look at the com- 
fort performance of the whole heating system. 

This system begins with a furnace or boiler but does not 
end there. They may generate the heat, but they are just 
components of the larger system like the radiators, registers, 
ducts, and pipes. What is done with the heat after it has 
been generated—where and how it is put into the house— 
is what decides whether you will have misery or comfort or 
any shade in between. 

A properly adjusted heating system will give you a home 
with a healthful indoor climate. It will be a joy and a pleasure 
to everyone in the house and a source of never-ending comfort 
when the chilly winter winds blow. It will provide smooth, 
even indoor temperatures with no perceptible variations 


between the automatic cycles of the fuel burner. It will pro- 


vide every room, and every part of every room, with the 
same satisfying comfort, even near the windows and _ the 
outside walls. It will not allow cold air to move across the 
floor, or cool drafts to swirl around your head and down the 
back of your neck. There will be no appreciable air stratifi- 
cation in the room, with the hot air gathering at the ceiling 
and the cold air collecting at the floor. 

How do you tell whether you have chill-and-fever heating? 
It is often all too easy. You're constantly reaching for a 
sweater or taking one off: or you're always fussing with the 
thermostat trying to set it at your comfort level. 

But vague feelings are only the beginning: you need solid 
proof as well. Here is how you can investigate the heating in 
your own home and give it your own personal comfort-rating. 
Do it on a cold day (30 degrees or colder) because the fuel 


burner is then cycling on and off. 


rt start with the room in which the thermostat is located, 
usually the living room. Sit quietly in the room with a 
thermometer on a table and note how the room air tem- 
perature changes during the on-and-off cycling of the burner. 
There will always be some change in temperature (measured 
at table-top level) during these cycles because every time 
the burner operates, heat is delivered to the room, and the 
temperature is bound to go up a little. But the temperature 
increase should be so slight that you cannot feel the differ- 
ence. Most people will not notice a difference of one or two 
degrees, and a properly adjusted heating system should give 
a temperature variation that is less than two degrees. In fact, 
some systems will operate with a temperature variation that 
is less than one degree. This is in contrast to the many thou- 
sands of homes in which the room air temperature varies 
from five to seven degrees and even more. Such heating is 
definitely chill-and-fever heating. 

The next step is to find out if all the rooms in your home 
are heated to about the same temperature. Measure the air 
temperature in each room with a thermometer placed at table- 


top level, and do so at night or during a cloudy day, so the

sun’s heat will not affect your test. The temperature differ- 
ence between any two rooms of your house should not be more 
than two or three degrees. If there is more variation, it means 
that a proper balance of room-to-room temperatures was not 


established at the time the system was installed. 


A s you take these temperature readings, you may discover 
a third problem: While most of the house has well-balanced 


heating, certain areas in some of the rooms just seem to stay 


g. 
cold. Window areas are one example. Floors are another. 
Room air that is chilled by windows often drops down and 
flows across the floor. While it is difficult to say just what 
the minimum temperature of a floor should be, it is generally 
conceded that it should not be below 65 degrees. It is better 
if the temperature is near 70 degrees. Cold floors or other 
problem areas also indicate chill-and-fever heating. 

A fourth test will show you how much your comfort is 
affected by room air stratification. This means the “layering” 
of air—too cold near the floor, too hot at the ceiling, and 
just-right medium in between. To test this, you will have to 
make room temperature measurements at four heights in the 
room. On a day when the outdoor temperature is about 30 
degrees, measure the indoor temperature at the following 
heights, and do so in several rooms of the house so you can 
strike an average: 

A couple of inches below the ceiling. 

At shoulder or head height—about 60 inches from the floor. 

At table-top height, which is considered the sitting level. 

At ankle height—about three inches from the floor. 

The closer these temperatures are to each other the better- 
adjusted the heating system is and the more comfortable the 
rooms will be. The only part of the room that we actually 
occupy is from the top of our heads to the floor. And when we 
are sitting, we take up only half the height of the room. 
Unfortunately, this half is usually the coolest. 

For comfort, the difference in temperature between the 
table-top level and the floor, when measured on a 30-degree 


day, should not be more than 2.5 to 3 degrees. From shoulder 


Right now, in the middle of winter, is the time 


to discover whether your heating system is providing 


the kind of comfort you want and should expect. Make our 


few quick tests.

height (about 60 inches) to the floor, the difference should 
only be 3 to 4 degrees. The temperature of the air at the ceil- 
ing is relatively unimportant to comfort unless it is too hot, 
but it is an indication of the cost of heating the house. Hot 
air at the ceiling does not warm anybody. The temperature 
difference between it and the floor should not be more than 
5 or 6 degrees. 

Another test. although a less specific one, is to judge your 
heating system by the presence (or absence) of objection- 
able drafts. While we want the air in the house to be in 
constant circulation, it must not be moving so fast that you 
can notice it in any of the normally occupied areas of the 
room. You can usually feel drafts yourself, but test for their 
intensity with a lighted match or burning candle by noticing 
the direction of the flame. If it burns at an angle to the 
match or wick, there is movement; and the greater the inclina- 
tion of the flame to the side of the wick, the greater the speed 
at which the air is moving. Needless to say, drafts have no 
place in a well-adjusted heating system. 

If you find, after these tests, that your house does have 
chill-and-fever heating, don’t be discouraged. These faults 
are very common, and many of them, surprisingly, can be 
corrected, or at least greatly improved, with minor adjust- 
ments. In a few cases, more drastic overhauling is required.

You can create melodic forms woven upon these basic unit 
ystems, which will be as free-flowing as music woven around 
easured units of time with a limitation of only thirteen 
otes. But you do not need to know a system of musical 
otation or to have a knowledge of harmony and counter- 
oint to work with this more tangible kind of eye-music. 

Patterns are all about you in nature. Nature has a certain 
rderly disorderliness which is based upon rhythmic forms 
nd patterns. You can find these patterns in the flowers in 
our garden, in the growth patterns of tree branches, and 
in the shadows that they cast upon walls and walks. You 
ay find them in the larger patterns formed by elements 
in the landscape. You do not need to try to copy these pat- 
erns, to recreate effects of light and shade as you see them. 
ut you can take from them suggestions for creating two- 
dimensional patterns of your own. You may not be able 
to copy nature’s flowers, but by observing the geometry 
nherent in them you can create “flowers” of your own. 

Do not seek for three-dimensional representation. Let 
our effects come from the play of line and color in two- 
imensional patterns. A great diversity of forms is possible 
ithin the limitations of the structural grids. 

Give your imagination free rein, guided only by the dis- 
cipline of the unit system upon which you are working. Do 
not be afraid of experimentation. Add lines. Subtract lines. 
Color some areas. Once your mind begins to grasp the great 
number of possibilities with which you can work, com- 
pounded by the addition of lines and color, you will protest 


not that you can’t draw but that you can’t draw enough.

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Frying rice in a skillet or wok 


The Chinese make Fried Rice (and a lot of 
their other dishes) in a wok, the cooking pot you 
see above. However, you can use an oversize 
skillet for the same purpose. The important thing 
is that the pot or skillet be far too large for the 
batch of food you are cooking, so that you can 
stir briskly without spilling. This is the Chinese 
“stir-fry” method. Use a slotted turner so that 
the ingredients are lifted free of the oil as you 
turn. In the photograph above, the wok is sur- 
rounded by bowls. each holding one of the re- 
quired ingredients for Shanghai Fried Rice.

How to really light a house 





In this house. lighting creates 


a new dimension of beauty 


Our home lighting has literally been in the dark ages compared to 
the exciting concepts now used in commercial lighting. But this is changing. 


Here is one of the first homes with a truly creative lighting design.

fa it ever occurred to you that, although great advances have 
been made in the use of electricity for lighting, the application By CURTIS BESINGER 
of these advances has been confined largely to commercial and 
industrial uses? When lighting our homes we have, in effect, retained 
our candles, kerosene lamps, and gaslights. We do replace their 
flickering flames with the steady glow of the incandescent bulb. 
And as they appear, we do use improved versions of the incandescents. 
But we don’t realize that developments in lighting are making possible 
entirely new concepts in illumination.

The living room illustrates another application of this knowl- 
edge of lighting technique. One of the great advantages of the 
site of the house is the marvelous view that it has of the city 
and the ocean. At night, when atmospheric conditions are favor- 
able, the lights of the city below seem woven into a scintillat- 
ing multi-colored carpet floating in space. To retain this enchanting 
delight as a feature of the room was one of the problems in 
design. The usual methods of lighting—reflecting in the glass

that comes your way 


/hether you know it or not, if you have land, you 
have a watershed and are the conservationist in 
charge. Your private preserve may be a 50-by-100-foot lot, 
or a 1000-acre ranch. Regardless of its size, it is a watershed. 
What you do—or fail to do—with the water on it may 
be more important than you think. 
This priceless treasure of “free” water comes to you in 


many ways: from the sky as rain or snow, from out of the

ground as a spring, or in a running stream or from a river. 

What you do with this water while it is on your land can 
be to your great benefit, or to your disadvantage. The 
photographs you see here show ways to use water for the 
special kind of delight it can bestow upon your landscape.

Where does it come from, where does it go? 
The many-sided life of water is called the hydrologic 


cycle—a rather dull-sounding term for a major miracle 


compare.

upon which all life depends. Here is how it works: Stand 
in your garden on a rainy day. Water runs in rivulets down 
the slopes. Water pours off the roof. It collects in puddles, 
it overflows and probes this way and that. Some of it 
saturates the ground. Some trickles and flows deep under 
your land to the water table, a sort of underground lake. 
Gravity moves the water above and below ground toward 
_ the streams, and moves the streams, toward the sea. 
Then, from. all the oceans, lakes, rivers, and streams, 
from the grass and trees, water vapor rises and accumulates 
_ to make the clouds. Some of the vapor condenses and falls 


from the clouds back to earth. And again—water runs in 


rivulets down the slopes of your garden. 


The need for control 
When we depend on nature for the supply, there’s often too 
| much or too little. With proper watershed control, we can 
| usually slow the runoff down. We can move it away harm- 


| lessly later on in the season when there’s too much, 


or help hold some of it back for when there is too little. 

Of course, what we can do on our own property is limited, 
but it is not toe limited to be worth while. Every little 
bit of control may be of help in the over-all pattern. 

It is important that you understand the relationship of 
your watershed to the surrounding area. Seek. for example, 
to find whether it would be better to divert or slow down 
the runoff on your land to help keep a stream from flood- 
ing its banks; or to drain all the runoff you can into a 
stream to help fill a reservoir. 

The erosive force of water out of control is almost in- 
conceivable. Excessive runoff and erosion occur when man 


grossly violates the natural pattern. When the changes in 





the watershed are great—as in large-scale logging, 


agri- 
culture, or stock grazing—the contrels must be on a vast 


scale.

the public lands and through Congress have some control. 


But our direct control over the great national watersheds is 
nothing compared to what we can do with a shovel in our 
own back yard. On these and the next two pages, we con- 


sider some specific ways to keep a watershed under control. 


What you can do through co-operation 

There are countless variations in size between the water- 
sheds of the National Forests and the one in your back yard. 
However, one of the most interesting developments is the 
kind of effective watershed control possible through com- 
munity action. When a few families, with as little as half 
an acre each, work together they can do wonders in enhanc- 
ing the beauty and value of their land. Let’s take a look 
at four case histories of families who are working together 


to do just this. 


1. A lake of their own 


In Indiana | know five families who have formed a non- 
profit corporation to develop their own watershed. They 
started off well with the wonderful name of Deadman’s 
Hollow, Incorporated. In the beginning, they had only a 
ereat deep ravine running through an ll-acre piece of 
rough land.

There are tricks to the

Here are some of them... 


Get to know your watershed 


When you see rainwater wildly sluicing across your land, 


there’s a great temptation to pull on your boots, grab a 


shovel, and get out and “do something about it.” Don’t do 


too much, too soon. Make only the really necessary changes 


in the runoff pattern, then take a full season to observe how 


the water moves. Here are some pointers to help you be- 


come 


a better watershed watcher. 

Make a rough plot plan of your land (a topographical 
survey is better) and make notes on what problems you 
find and possible solutions. Without a record you 
may not recall next year just what happened where. 
Watch for places where the runoff is actually moving 
the soil. Even a little erosion is too much. You may 
want to plant the slope or divert the flow. 

Look for low spots where water collects. Is there any 
way you could develop this area into a pond or pool? 
Or should this water be moved along? 

Perhaps you can divert water to make a small seasonal 
stream, or develop a part-time waterfall. With careful 
rock work and planting, the stream bed can be an inter- 
esting addition to a garden, even in the dry season. 
If you want to collect and hold water, divert it to 
where it’s already standing—where you know the soil 
is relatively impervious. 

Keep an eye on the porosity and water retention of 
your soil. This is an aid in garden planning. Moisture- 
loving plants are best in soil that holds water. Put 
plants that need good drainage where they get it. 
Observe the level spots on your land. They can tell 
you about soil structure. Water disappears into porous 
soil and stands on impervious soil. Perhaps you can 
move standing water, or water from the roof, to where 
the soil is porous. The more water you put down into 
the water table the better. 

You can also use water as a level. The way it moves 
will tell you a lot about subtle variations in slope that 
are not apparent to the eye. If you find low spots in 


a lawn, mark them on your plot plan to level later. 


Watch too how water runs off the paved drives and walks. It 


moves fast on a hard surface. You may want to plant low 


foliage along the edge to slow it down when it runs off. When 


you lay paving, remember it is an umbrella over the soil.

How to move water—above ground and below 


The picture above shows a good way to move water fast in a 
narrow ditch. The concrete lining speeds it up and at the 
same time prevents erosion and silting. Because the ditch 
is narrow and bordered with rocks and plants, it is not an 
eyesore when it goes dry. If your runoff is lighter, you can 

ake a ditch like this without the concrete lining. 

Another way to handle seasonal runoff is in a wide shallow

The usual way to move water underground is with concrete 
ipe or tile. When you want to move it from one place to 
nother without leakage, use bell-joint tile and seal the 
oints with cement. To disperse water underground, use un- 
ointed tile with about an inch between each 12-inch section. 
over the top of the joints with tar paper. 

Another way to move water underground is with a French 
rain. Dig a ditch of the necessary size and slope (you may 
eed engineering help to know). Fill it about three-fourths 


ull of coarse gravel, top with hay or tarpaper and fill. 


ow to slow the runoff on a slope 
_ If you have the problem of water running too fast down a 
slope, you can terrace, change the grade, or change the sur- 
face. Grading requires labor, and sometimes heavy equip- 

ent, and disturbs the natural lay of the land. Changing the 
urface to slow the water is the easiest to do. 

One good way to slow runoff on raw soil is to make hori- 
zontal furrows along the face of the bank (contour plowing). 
Each furrow is a dam and holds water so it can soak in. How- 
mer, heavy runoff will wash out the furrows. 
| Planting is a good way to hold a slope. The foliage slows 
the impact of the rain, and roots help hold soil in place. 
Choose plants that grow quickly. Slow-starters may be 
washed out the first year. The best plants are those with a 
spreading root system, or spreading runners that develop 
roots as they grow. Because a slope is hard to water in sum- 
mer, the plants should be able to withstand drought. Here 
are 12 good plants for holding a bank. These are all “hardy,” 


but check with your nurseryman for local adaptability.

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How to hold water where you need it 

The surest way to hold still water in place is to put it in a 
solid container like the concrete pools above. The next best 
pond or pool lining is dense and impervious soil like clay. If 
you are interested in water gardening of any kind, see “Ex- 
plore the New World of Water Gardening” on page 138. 

A holding pond for running water, as for the pond behind 
a dam, can be on more porous soil. If, for instance, you have 
a good, year-around, running stream, and want to build a dam 
and make a pond, you seldom have to be concerned about 
lining the bottom of the holding pond. The constant supply 
will offset the water that percolates down into the subsoil.

2. Pond and winding stream from an old spring 

One of my favorite small watershed protectors is Helm 
Bruce, Jr., a land developer who has “saved” one of the 
finest springs around Louisville, Kentucky. He bought a 
little 12-acre valley containing the original stone spring- 
house which supplied water to a long-gone frontier station 
on Wilderness Road. 

Most dry-as-dust developers would have hustled the spring 
waters underground, and piped them safely away in a hurry. 
But not Bruce. He joined forces with Landscape Architect 
Campbell Miller to subdivide his acreage using the spring 
and the stream pouring from it, as a unifying feature. 

Today the development is a mature one. The spring pours 
into its holding pond and then chuckles merrily down a 
protected watercourse into a spacious pond behind a new 
house. From there it pours into a well-designed channel, 
winding across several front lawns. Happily. the streets 
(even those above the stream bed) are designed to divert 
muddy rainwater away from the clear, cold, watercress-filled 


stream. The picture below shows part of the pool and stream. 


3. From marshlands to lagoons 

Watershed thinking seems to come naturally to people who 
love the outdoors and understand nature. Such a person is 
David H. Wilson, a builder and land developer, whose exper- 


ience in fishing and hunting stood him in good stead when

Can you find your watershed 
problems—and their 


solutions—illustrated here? 


Ithough the drawing above doesn’t represent an actual 
property, it illustrates some very real problems in 
watershed control. This hypothetical situation is based on 
problems encountered by Landscape Architect Janet Darling 
Webel in her years of experience designing for watershed 
drainage and development. 
To see what was done, visualize the site before the house 
was built. There was a seasonal stream from the high side 
(upper left) to the low side (right). On the right there was

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Grating 














2.Drain inlet boxes are, in effect, 
small-scale catch basins. They are most 
often used to take water from a lawn or 
driveway or other hard surface and do 
not require a sediment trap in the bot- 
tom. A solid foundation is not always 
needed because a base of gravel, as shown 
here, reduces erosion from splashing 
water. And if installed on porous soil, 
some of the water will percolate down 
into the ground. Drain inlets, as well as 
catch basins, can be round (of concrete 
tile) or rectangular (usually brick or con- 
crete block). You can get square or round 
gratings. Fit the basin to the grating. 
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3. To develop a bog in a lake or 
pond, there is one thing you should watch 
out for. An impervious layer, usually clay, 
holds the water on the surface (top 
sketch). When you dredge the bottom to 
deepen and clean it, you may cut through 
the impervious layer into porous soil be- 
low (middle sketch). If you do, the pond 
won't hold water, so save the clay you 
remove and line the new excavation (bot- 
tom sketch) before replacing the water. 
Before you start, take a sample core with 
a post-hole digger to find depth of clay. 
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4.4 dam is a large undertaking. If 
you need only a small one and don’t have 
the problem of seepage in the soil, you 
can probably build it with your own labor 
and common sense. If you foresee any real 
problem, it’s best to get professional help. 
The sketch above shows the main require- 
ments of a good dam, and also shows that 
most of it is heavy underground construc- 
tion. It must have a good solid foundation 
on hard ground, or water may get under 
The check walls reduce seepage. 















drained to make a dry solid site for the house, and the bog 
was made into a lovely pond. The numbered sketches show 
some of the construction details. If you have a relatively 
small-scale problem in your back yard you can probably do 
some of this work yourself. But, if there’s any question in 
your mind, consult a landscape architect or civil engineer. 

Here’s a running account of what our landscape architect 
recommended for this situation: Build a catch basin (1) to 
take most of the seasonal runoff on the high side of the 
property and put it into underground concrete pipe (dotted 
lines). Take the runoff from the roof and paved surface into 
inlet drains (2) and connect these with the main under- 
ground system. Empty all the collected runoff into a pond (3) 


made by cleaning, dredging, and building a dam (4). 


As you can see, a project of this scope is not to be taken 
lightly. The drainage and holding systems are designed as a 
unit. However, don’t let the size of this example keep you 
from looking for parts you can apply to your own land. If 
you have water standing in a driveway you may want to in- 
stall a drain inlet and pipe the runoff to lower ground. Or 
you might want to develop a low spot into a pond. It may 
be much smaller, but the principles are the same. 

If you need a small dam, perhaps you can inake one of 
heavy boulders with smaller rock cemented in, as you’d make 
a section of rock wall. If the soi! is solid and the gap no 
more than six feet, try a check dam. Put in posts and span 


the gap with heavy planks of redwood, cedar, or cypress.

ort has a new lease on popularity 

—a new role. No longer relegated 

to the drowsy close of a long, 
formal dinner, as it was in the dear 
old gouty days, port is being served 
again. And not so much by those with a 
nostalgia for the past but by the busiest, 
most knowing and most enterprising 
young hosts and hostesses. Alone or with 
fruit, nuts, or cheese, port has become 
a Dessert of Distinction that blissfully 
requires no preparation, no fuss, no 
bother, not even chilling. 

Port is a paradox. As its name im- 
plies, it is a wine of Portugal, the best 
known, the most important wine of the 
country. And yet it is essentially “an 
Anglo-Saxon wine, an  Englishman’s 
creation.” In Portugal last summer we 
found out for ourselves that port is not 
part of the daily life of its native coun- 
try. There the natural unfortified table 
wines of the land (discussed later in this 
article) are preferred. 

It was actually at the House of Sand- 
eman on St. Swithin’s Lane in London 
last summer that we first encountered 
this new-old custom of serving port for 
dessert. In a paneled board room, under 
the benign gaze of ancestral portraits, 
we lunched on steak and kidney pud- 
ding. Afterward there was Tawny Port, 
fresh peaches and a mellow Double 
Gloucester cheese. 

“Port is the prince of sweets,” said 
Timothy Sandeman, “an exclamation 
point of delight to end a meal.” 

So it’s time to know your port. What 
is a Vintage Port? What is the differ- 
ence between it and a Crusted Port? 
Ruby Port? Tawny Port? White Port? 
How, when, and with what would you 
serve these different varieties? 
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It is surprising how few people in 
this generation have any knowledge of 
a true port. In the United States, as in 
England and in Canada, port or, more 
accurately, port type, is a most popular 
fortified wine. Millions upon millions of 
gallons are consumed every year. Some 
of it is pleasant. Most of it is cheap, and 
a great deal is dreadful, with little to 
recommend it except sweetness and con- 
siderable alcohol, 18 to 22 per cent. 

So it happens that many who think 
they have known port all their lives 
have never tasted a single drop. Only 
a tiny part of an infinitesimal fraction 
of the port sold and consumed in the 
United States is real port, made, as it 
must be, in the Douro mountain region 
of northern Portugal. Each bottle is 
plainly marked “Product of Portugal.” 


rue port is a glorious experience, 
not to be missed. The aroma and 
taste, particularly the overtones and the 
after-taste of it, cannot be imitated. 
Poets and epicures have tried to describe 
its smooth but somehow rugged caress 
upon the tongue, the curious nostalgic 
waft to the nostrils. They have said that 
the wine remembers the harsh schist 
rock in which the vines are rooted, the 
gruelling battle of men and _ grapes 
against the blazing, blaring heat of the 
sun where in summer the temperatures 
may reach as high as 110 degrees. 
Such character is imparted by natural 
forces but there is more to port than 
nature gives. Modern port, as we know 
it, is an “invention,” a fortified wine 
in which fermentation is allowed to pro- 
ceed just so far. Before all the sugar has

e Are you an intellectual cook? Do you 
stir, season, and taste with your mind as 
well as your spoons? You will find a 
rich trove of interest and savor among 
the foods of Portugal. 

Portugal is almost a cult for the 
small enthusiastic vanguard of smart 
Parisians, Englishmen, and even fewer 
American who have discovered, or rather 
re-discovered, the specialties of this an- 
cient land. 

In writing the history of western 
gastronomy most scholars are inclined 
to ignore Portugal. More often than not. 
the foods of Spain and Portugal are 
linked together in any discussion. They 
are quite dissimilar. Portuguese cook- 
ing, like the language and the archi- 
tecture, is rich, varied, florid, eclectic, 
just as you might expect among one of 
the most peripatetic peoples of the world. 
There is a good deal of French influence, 
much Mediterranean. Fish stews flavored 
with saffron, like bouillabaisse, will re- 
mind you of Greece. Many dishes are 
reminiscent of southern Italy. The phrase 
“4 la Portugaise,” used by French cooks, 
refers to a dish made as it might be in 
Naples with tomatoes, olive oil, garlic 
and onions.

he delicately-flaked croissant roll, the buttery-crisp 

Napoleon layer, the light-as-air canapé shell—all these 
and many more owe their success to the same classic pastry 
dough, puff paste. The dough is thought to be exceedingly 
difficult to make. Actually it is not. It does require care, 
precision, a knowledge of technique, and a good deal of 
time. But measured against the results, puff paste is worth 
every minute you give to it. For one thing, an afternoon 
devoted to making puff paste will yield a freezer-shelf full 
of pastry for future use. For another thing, you will have 
made not only dessert pastries, but rolls and meat-pie crusts 
and cookies and canapé shells as well. I have intentionally 
given you the recipe for a small quantity (enough for the 
top of a deep-dish pie, 18 butterflies, or 8 croissants). It is 
much easier to learn with a small amount. But you can get 
one lot going, refrigerate it, start another, and so on, as 


long as you wish. Dough keeps well in the freezer. 








At the start, make a small amount of the paste at a With a fork, mix *4 cup of sifted all-purpose flour with 4 
time. The first step is to cut a stick of butter 
| into three pieces, lengthwise. Place the pieces on foil 

or other paper and store them in a refrigerator so as 
' to keep chilled until you are ready to use (Step 7). 


Mold your dough into a 
rectangle, and keep it that 
shape as nearly as possible as 
you manipulate it through the 
various steps that are to come. 





Roll your dough out on floured board. As you work it, use long, even 
strokes from end to end. Keep to rectangular shape with square, well- 
defined corners. To achieve this squared-ofl look, keep pulling dough out 
with your fingers. Dough is fairly tough at this stage and will be able 
to take moderately rough treatment. To straighten out the sides, use palms. 





Knead with fingers of your

It is easy to avoid the pitfalls in making 


puff paste if you know what they are. 


1. Every time you roll out and fold your dough in threes 
(a “turn”) you are making more tiny layers of pastry, each 
of which will rise when you bake them, no matter what 
pastry shape you're making. 

2. When starting to make a turn, always place the open-end 
of the dough to your left, as you did on the first turn. 
3. Rolling out more than five turns makes puff paste even 
lighter and more delicious than ever. 


4, You can hasten the chilling time between turns by putting 


the folded dough in the freezer (instead of the refrigerator). 
Leave it in the freezer for about 20 minutes. 

5. There must be no wrinkles in the dough ever. If you see 
you ve made a tiny one, smooth it out immediately. 

6. In the last step, use a sharp knife and a sure hand. Never 
saw at the pastry because this seals the edges and prevents 
the dough from rising. Lift whatever shape you’re cutting 
with a broad knife or a spatula, and be sure to touch the 
dough only in the center, 

7, Put whatever you’re going to bake on ungreased, chilled 
cooky sheets and place in the refrigerator for at least ten 
minutes so that everything is very cold. Then bake in a hot 
(425°-450° F.) oven, which

If the evening is fine, you may 
sit out on the terrace for coffee 
and liqueurs, overlooking a valley 
where village lights shimmer like 
gold dust.

It’s an ex- 
perience in elegance, gaiety and 
lavishness, a place to see the titled 
world—or what remains of it—let- 
ting down its hair and having fun.

Schloss Hofen, Lochau, Austria 


The best bargain in castle com- 
fert I ran across in Europe is the 
historic Schloss Hofen in Lochau, 
Austria. For $6 a day I lived roy- 
ally, with room and bath, excellent 
service and food. You find this near 
the charming town of Bregenz on 
Lake Constance, a town that looks 
three ways—at Austria, Switzer- 
land, and Germany. 

Bregenz was celebrating its 
month-long music festival when I 
motored in from Mittersill. Besides 
enjoying nearness to the Bregenz 
festival, at Schloss Hofen you can 
slip over the border to visit Lindau 
in Germany with no customs com- 
plications. You might make it your 
last Austrian stop on the way to 
Zurich or Munich. And bear it in 
mind as a place to stay before or 
after a visit to near-by Oberammer- 
gau, if you plan to see the Passion 
Play in 1960. 

Schloss Hofen was the birthplace 
in 1587 of Wolf Dietrich von Raite- 


nau, Prince and Archbishop of 
Salzburg, whose mother was a 
Medici. He lavished his talents for 
building on the reconstruction of 
Salzburg, giving it the charm you 
admire today. But he applied him- 
self to Schloss Hofen, too, design- 
ing its distinctive ceilings. The 
Castle’s collection of Diirer and 
Holbein prints is alone worth a 
visit. The former chapel. converted 
into a lounge, has become the fa- 
vorite dining and coffee-drinking 
rendezvous of the townsfolk who 
come to sit in the garden to enjoy 
the sparkling view of Lake Con- 
stance.

Invercauld Castle, 
Braemar, Scotland 


If I was living the life of former 
royalty in Kronberg, I was within 
shouting distance of present-day 
royalty during my stay at Inver- 
cauld Castle in Braemar, Scotland, 
about 90 miles from Edinburgh. 
For it was on part of Invercauld’s 
vast estates that Queen Victoria 
built Balmoral Castle, the tradi- 
tional vacation place of Britain’s 
royal family. 

Invercauld used to be a little 
300 square-mile kingdom, the seat 
of the Farquharson clan, whose 
colorful history is almost legendary. 
Its current laird and host is Cap- 
tain Alwyn Compton Farquharson 
who, with his lovely, clever wife, 
seemed to have attracted the most 
interesting assortment of guests. 

Of massive gray stone, towered 
and turretted, in a Scottish land- 
scape that is mountainously wild 
on one side and a placid stretch of 
meadow on the other, Invercauld 
is the very breath of legend. But 
nevertheless a genuine atmosphere 
of real life pervades the place. It’s 
outdoor-life country, recommended 
to those who love to roam the 
moors and highlands, fish for sal- 
mon in the River Dee, or climb the 
high mountains to shoot ptarmigan. 

At Invereauld the day starts with 
a fine substantial breakfast, set 
out on a plain deal table in the old 
kitchen, where you serve yourself 
oatmeal, marmalade, and _ fixings.

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the local planning commission to 
subdivide his tract. They told him 
it wouldn’t drain properly and 
might flash-flood the neighbors by 
excessive runoff. 

Then Wilson applied the lessons 
of nature’s watershed treatment, 
and developed a lagoon system. 
Today, Lynnview is a self-govern- 
ing little city. Its trustees have 
taken over the maintenance of the 
lagoons. Each lagoon is about eight 
feet deep and holds stormwaters 
that pour off the streets. But the 
water doesn’t rush out, It is piped 
through small outlets to prevent 
gushing into downstream creeks. 

Lynnview now has three lagoons 
—miniature wildlife sanctuaries— 
where red-wing blackbirds build 
their nests in the cattails, kill- 
deer scream back and forth on the 
flats, and birds feed in the thick 
hedge of multiflora roses planted 
around the ponds. Of course, each 
pond is fenced to prevent children 
from falling in. And the trustees 
contract with a local company to 
spray-kill the mosquitoes. 


4. False start—with a 


promising ending 


I know four other suburban fam- 
ilies near Louisville who are grop- 
ing their way toward co-operative 
watershed control almost without 
realizing it. They live in new homes 
along a small watercourse in a 
rapidly developing neighborhood, 
each on lots of a half-acre or more. 
The stream is formed by three tiny 
springs, and runs through the rear 
of each tree-shaded lot. Except in 
the driest seasons, the stream is 
a steady glimmer of living water. 

One of these families—the pio- 
neering type—built a small con- 
crete dam across the brook to form 
a lovely little pond about 100 feet 
long and perhaps 35 feet wide, 
until the next big rain washed a 
heavy load of mud and silt down 
into it. Then, as the neighborhood 
to build the flow 
began to dwindle. I have just come 


continued up, 
from that pond, and it is half its 


former size, covered with green 
scum, with at least two feet of the 
concrete dam exposed. No water 
flows over the dam. That stream is 
beginning to die because its water- 
shed is drying up. 

None of these families gets the 
most from the stream, and if the 


drying of the watershed continues, 


they may end up with none at all. 
But now they are considering “get- 
ting together,” which will mean 
bringing in a friendly landscape 
architect who’s something of a 
pioneer himself and has ventured 
into several “spring-saving”

What’s envisioned is this: First, 
a series of check dams (preferably 
designed by a professional) at the 
upper end of the valley to catch 
more of the rainwaters from a near- 
by street allowing them to sink 
deep into the earth. Next, a hold- 
ing pond to collect the excess water 
and the silt. And a bit downstream, 
a bigger pond. One of these days, 
all five families discover 
they’re living with water and en- 
joying it.

There are theories that the Ca- 
naries may be what the ancients 
called the Garden of the Hesperides 
or the Fortunate Isles or even the 
Lost Atlantis. And they might well 
be, for you simply can hardly credit 
the things you see. 

You can drive to the top of a 
mountain, the Pico de Bandama, 
and look down into the lush green 
crater of a volcano where a farmer 
and his thirteen children have cre- 
ated a self-sustaining farm, includ- 
ing banana groves and wine vines. 

The lonely beach of Maspalomas, 
60 miles from Las Palmas. is so 


like the Sahara that you expect

You drive back into the 15th Cen- 
tury through the narrow streets of 
Spanish towns with their  ilex- 
shaded church squares and _ their 
wide-open street shops, and you 


wonder whether you'd really seen 


that mountain or dreamed it. 
But the 
Glass adventures of Grand Canary 


are nothing compared to what — 


awaits you if you take the plane 
one morning to the weird, weird 
island of Lanzarote, a half hour’s 
flight from Grand Canary. 

Picture, if you can, a coal yard 
283 yards square, surrounded by 
great cratered black volcanoes, 
quiet, brooding, soundless, bird- 
less, almost treeless except for an 
occasional palm tree rising from a 
field of jagged black rocks, like 
grotesque sculptures. That’s the 
lava-mulched island of Lanzarote, 
weird as the moon, sitting in a con- 
stant wind-storm, in unremitting 
sun. And in your wildest imagina- 
tion you wouldn’t expect to see a 
camel here, or a sudden _ white- 
walled house like a Bedouin out- 
post on a black desert, but you do. 
30.000 rugged 
farming inhabitants. Out of this 
rich but 
grapes, 
etc. History is as strange as the 
land. This was a verdant, prosper- 
ous island, until one night in 1730 
when suddenly without warning a 
volcano erupted and for six years 
thereafter volcanic eruptions vir- 
tually smothered the entire land 
with lava. Since the rainfall is 
slight here, the farmers mulch their 
fields with picon, pulverized lava, 
which draws irrigating moisture 
from the air. Since the land is 
windy, they plant their crops in 
pits, surrounding them with semi- 
circular walls built up with lava 
blocks. The effect is of a vast 
cratered wasteland of black dust, 
textured 
jet walls. Look into the pits and 
your eyes are almost dazzled by the 
sudden, sharp green of leaves.

OR as “unreal” an experience as 

you'll ever have, go to El Golfo, 
an ebony version of the Maine coast, 
where the ocean dashes furiously 
on black rocks and recedes along 
black sands. You swim, not in the 
ocean, but a few hundred feet from 
the shore, in a brilliant green la- 
goon, salty as the Dead Sea—the 
crater of a dead voleano—canopied 
by a striated cliff of rock that 
changes in the light from sand 
to terra cotta. Is it Dali-esque. pre- 
historic, what? Eating your hotel-

packed lunch in a cave, you'd 
hardly comment if a dinosaur came 


| down for a drink at that pool. 


Through the quiet, sunbaked, in- 
sulated blackness you can drive to 
Timanfaya, the Fire Mountain. 
Here the big feature is a hole in 
the ground so hot that twigs poked 
into it go up in flames in seconds. 

On your return to Arrecife, Lan- 
zarote’s big town, you’re in for an- 
other shocker—the sudden sight of 
white. white fields and hillocks that 
could be snow. However, they’re the 
evaporation beds of Lanzarote’s sun- 
and sea-harnessing salt industry. 

Plane, Grand Canary to Lanza- 


rote, is about $10. In Arrecife stay 


at the Spanish Government Para- 
dor, no great shakes last November, 
but now being renovated. Costs 
about $4 a day with meals. Excur- 


sions are about $7. 


In Las Palmas visit the museum 
revealing information 
about the Guanches, those mys- 
terious Cro-Magnon stone-age an- 
tecedents who used to mummify 
their dead and dye their cloth with 
the juices of the curious dragon 
tree. See their mummies, many of 
them redheaded; see their stone 
hieroglyphic seals or tattoo stamps 
that have a Cretan look; and see 
their exquisite sewing of kidskin, 
almost invisibly stitched with fish- 
bone needles. The heritage of 
stitchery seems to be perpetuated 
by present-day Canarians in the 
beautiful embroidered drawnwork 
called calados. (Custom-made silk 


blouses, about $6; table mat seis, 


called Americanas, about $20; full- 
fig 3-yard banquet cloths, exqui- 
sitely worked, with 24 napkins in 
two sizes, about $100.) 

Go to the Columbus Museum, 
a 15th-century palace, where he 
stayed before embarking on his 
great discovery. 


ISIT the Canary Village, a rep- 

lica of a typical town with its 
mosaic paving of pebbles and the 
characteristic spindled and latticed 
Canary balconies of carved Canary 
pine, called tea wood. 

There’s a fascinating canary 
shop here, which reminds us that 
the islands were not named _ for 
these native birds but for the native 
brown and black dogs (canis in 
Latin) which are still in evidence. 

There are frequent shows of the 
charming Canarian 
dances here, the stately minuet- 
type isa and the giddier folia, both 
danced in facing lines of men and 


songs and 


girls, similar to Greek dancing. 
Music is sweet, created by guitar, 
goat bones, and the tiple, a sort of 
five-stringed Canarian ukelele. Cos- 
tumes are enchanting—the men in 


short white kilts, the girls in full, 
brilliant skirts 
starchy embroidered white petti- 


coats, wearing headscarves topped | 


with dolls’ hats. 

Eat a typically Canarian meal of 
caldo de pescado, a fish stew with 
saffron and potatoes, served with 
mojo, a sauce of spices, olive oil, 
and vinegar. Try gofio, the country 


people’s standby of roasted maize, | 


ground to a powder and used as 
seasoning, cereal or even as a 
spread for bread. On a cool early 
morning, take the bus downtown 
for some freshly made, hot strips 
of cruller called churros. 

Canary wines, grown in lava, are 


good, particularly the raisiny

sweet Muscatel del Monte, and the | 


dry white Sol del Monte. 


SHOPPING excursion is more 
fun if you do the town by 
guagua (wha wha), the busy little 
buses that never seem to stop and 


cost less than a peseta, which is 


officially worth about 2% cents. Our 
shopping was chiefly limited to em- 
broidered handkerchiefs, blouses 
and table linens, very reasonable 
and good at Fataga’s and in a sort 
of Canarian Woman’s Exchange 
called Nuestra Senora del Pino, 
both in the Canary Village (Pueblo 


Canario). At Odette’s on the Calle | 


de Triana we found stylish bar- 
gains in women’s things—gloves, 
sequin-and-bead-work stoles, hand- 
bags and belts. The tailor, Car- 
denes, on the Calle de Triana can 
do a wool suit for about $35. 
Other hotels in Las Palmas are 
the commercial but attractively 
modern El Parque, and the Mono- 


pole, older in fashion but with a | 


decided atmosphere, both less ex- 
pensive than the Santa Catalina. 
Currently the only direct route 
from the United States to Las Pal- 
mas is, monthly, via the Farrell 
Lines steamers, which stop here en 
route to South Africa. From South- 
ampton, Aquila seaplanes fly to the 
Canaries stopping at Madeira. 
From Spain, Iberia Airlines 
has regular flights from Madrid 
and Barcelona, and Trans Mediter- 
ranea Steamship Lines run to Las 
Palmas from Barcelona and Cadiz.

to alcohol, a brandy (distilled from 
the same grapes in the same area) 
is added. The point at which this 
happens is the secret of each wine 
maker and varies with the vintage, 
condition of the grapes, and kind 
of wine desired. 


Life History of a Wine 


There is no one species of grape 
that by itself alone can create the 
chatacteristic flavor and perfume 
of port. On the banks of the Douro 
River many kinds of grapes are 
cultivated, both white and red. 

In cask or in the bottle, port 
wine is breathes. It 
changes, evolves, matures and, at 


alive; it 


various stages in its existence, takes 
on chromatic changes of shade. 

In its youth, port is a full-bodied 
wine, very fruity, exceedingly rich, 
with a deep purple color. As time 
goes on, the purplish tones begin 
to disappear. First it is known as 
Full, then Red. After about eight 
or ten years the wine begins to 
taste softer, gentler. It mellows, be- 
comes a Ruby Port. Many years go 
by—fifteen, twenty, maybe twenty- 
five—in the wood, and the port 
acquires a yellowish background. 
It becomes Tawny. 

In the Old World in the old 
times, White Port was dismissed 
as a kind of curiosity. In Portugal 
they will still say to you, “The first 
duty of a wine is to be red, the 
second is to be drunk.”

In recent years 
aperitif in France and in England. 

A White Port is made the same 
as Red but matures in an entire- 


ly different manner. Strangely 
enough, in the end after many 


years it acquires a color not unlike 
Red Port. 


Vintage Port 


Old Vintage Port is a phrase 
that sings through romantic Eng- 
lish fiction, but is often used with 
little understanding. 

An Old Tawny, for example. and 
a Vintage Port are two entirely dif- 
ferent wines made, it is true, in the 
same area from the same type of 
grapes, but differently blended, dif- 
ferently treated in cask and bottle 
to achieve quite different results. 
The Old Tawny is a blend of many 
different wines, often from many 
different years, aged in wood. It is 
put in the bottle only for conven- 
ience sake and should be consumed 
soon thereafter. 

A Vintage Port, on the other 
hand, is the wine of one excep- 


tional year. It is kept in the cask 
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for only two or three years and 
then aged in the bottle for a decade 
or two or three. 

Vintage Port is in the 
United States for a number of rea- 


scarce 


sons. One is fashion. Vintage is the 
heaviest, the fruitiest, the most aro- 
matic of all ports, and the trend 
in all drinks seems to be toward 
“lighter and drier.” Also there is 
the problem of decanting. Like all 
vigorous a Vintage Port 
throws a heavy deposit which, upon 


wines, 


standing, forms a kind of crust on 
the side of the bottle. If the bottle 
is disturbed the crust breaks and 
the sediment clouds the wine. 


Crusted Port 


Sometimes you see or hear the 
phrase, “a Crusted Vintage Port” 
or “a Tawny-crusted Port.” Both 
are misnomers. Some people use 
the term “Crusted Port” to refer 
to any port that has thrown a sedi- 
ment in the bottle.

Crusted Ports have ac- 
quired glamorous connotations, but 
they have all the drawbacks with 
none of the guarantees of Vintage 
Ports and the price is not much 
less than the famous bottlings.

It does not 
belong to a single great year. It 
may or not be a blend of 
years. It may or may not have been 
aged for only two or three years in 
the cask before bottling. Aside 
from the fact that it is old and 
somewhat encrusted with sediment, 
a Crusted

or your own taste. 

Perhaps it is heresy, but we dare 
to say that an Old Tawny Port is 
more acceptable to the Modern Ep- 
icure in the United States—not so 
rich, not so sweet or aromatic as 
the Vintage. 

A Tawny Port should stand up- 
right like a bottle of whiskey. The 
sediment (there is much less than 
in Vintage Port) drops obligingly 
to the bottom of the bottle. De- 
canting or pouring is easy. You 
need not use the whole bottle at 
one sitting. The purists will tell 
you that an Ancient Tawny Port 
retains its full glory for only about 
24 hours after the bottle has been 
opened. But at the risk of horri- 
fying our betters, we confess that 
we have kept an open bottle of 
Tawny Port in the warmest part of 
the refrigerator for a week, then 
brought it slowly back to room 
temperature and found it very good. 














At Harvey’s in Bristol we were 
told, “There’s little room for doubt 
that port looks its best in a deep 
cut glass where many facets catch 
the glints. But it tastes better from 
the thinnest of plain white crystal. 
A barrel or tulip-shaped glass 
which tapers gently toward its rim 
is perhaps the best type for port 
as for all wines. In a glass of this 
pleasant and easy-to-handle shape 
the bouquet of the wine is retained 
and can be enjoyed.” 


Affinities for Port 


Certain fruits, nuts, and cheeses 
have a special affinity for port. 
Giant walnuts from California were 
once served to us in a basket lined 
with glossy leaves and passed with 
Old Tawny Port. 

Paper-shell pecans are excellent 
too, as are Brazil nuts in the shell 
or in chips, or fresh green almonds 
in husks. Serve almonds in the shell 
or blanched, salted and _ toasted. 
Hazel nuts known in some parts 
of the country as filberts are as 
proper with port as violins playing 
a Viennese waltz. Some _ people 
enjoy peanuts with port but we 
find they overwhelm the wine. Best 
of all, perhaps, are chestnuts hot 
oasted on the embers of a fire. 

A wide variety of fruits find a 
roud partner in port. Pears, 
peaches, strawberries, grapes, are 
often served in port. We like them 
better, each in its separate orbit. 
aste the fruit. Sip the wine. 

True port costs a great deal 
ore than port-type wines, but is 
ot outrageously expensive. Even 
he great ones, like Harvey’s Hunt- 
ing Port or Sandeman’s Royal, sell 
for less than five dollars for the 
regular fifth, which yields ten or 
twelve servings. Constantino Fine 
Ruby Port sells for less than 
three dollars. Cockburn’s Aldouro 
Tawny. No. 100, is a treasure just 
ver three dollars. Even the vin- 
tages, when, as and if you can find 


them, can be yours for about five 
dollars. 
Because it is so rich and full- 
bodied only a small amount of 
port is served, about two ounces. 
Here is an alphabetical list of 
great company names to remember 
in the realm of port: Cockburn, 
Constantino, Gonzales Byass, Gra- 
ham, Harvey, Hunt, Martinez Gas- 
siott, Merito, Robertson, Sandeman, 
Warre & Company. 
























Portuguese Table Wines 


Though port and Madeira, the 
fortified wines, are well known in 
the United States and all over the 
world, the table wines of Portugal 
jo not get the recognition they 
fleserve. Getting to know the table 
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wines of Portugal is an experience 
as exciting, as exhilarating, as 
breath-catching as finding a new 
love. And last summer in Portugal 
we fell in love with a wine whose 
name is Periquita. Tasted again in 
New York City, Periquita still held 
its own. It is a wine comparable in 
some ways to a burgundy, but even 
more like the once famous Colares 
wine, also grown in Portugal less 
than a hundred miles away. 

Up to now, to the best of our 
knowledge, Colares wines have not 
found their way to the United 
States. But Periquita should be in 
New York very soon and will cost 
about two dollars a bottle. 


Lancers 


Aside from ports and Madeiras, 
the wine of Portugal best known 
outside of its native land is Lan- 
cers, a crackling rosé wine which 
comes in a stone bottle. This wine 
has a slight effervescence. It is not 
nearly as fizzy as champagne, but 
is more like the sparkling wines of 
Vouvray in France. Lancers has 
been known for years as “a perfect 
lady’s wine.” It is gentle, pretty, 
but not too dry, a great favorite 
in Hollywood. 

Lancers should be served chilled 
like champagne but not icy. Like 
all other rosé wines, its chief charm 
is its youth and freshness. Now is 
the time to drink the *53’s currently 
on the market. If you should have 
trouble finding Lancers, you might 
pass along to the dealer the infor- 
mation that it is imported by 
Vintage Wines, Inc., New York. 

Not really dry but less sweet 
than port, delicate and elegant, is 
a wine that comes in a unique 
wicker-wrapped bottle. It is called 
Quinta (from Fonseca of Lisbon). 
We served it in hollow-stemmed 
champagne glasses to go along with 
pork chops. 

Another Portuguese wine avail- 
able in the United States and well 
worth knowing is Red Evel, a very 
light red table wine. Spelled back- 
ward, Evel is the Portuguese word 
for light. We met it at the Portugal 
dinner of the Overseas Press Club 
in New York recently. It was most 
compatible with a delicious pork 
dish. Also served at the 
dinner was a white Grandjo, a 
little on the sweet side, like a 
Barsac or a Grave. These two 
wines are imported by Austin 


Nichols, New York City.

How to 
Embroider 


by Machine 


By ROXA WRIGHT 


Leieaknine to embroider on a sew- 
ing machine is like any other skill 
—learning to drive a car, playing 
a game or a musical instrument— 
it has its rules of do’s and don't’s 
| and tricks of technique. Like a car, 
a sewing machine is a_ beautiful 
instrument guaranteed to react in 
a predictable way under any given 
set of circumstances. 

Allow yourself a period of prac- 
tice to become thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with the machine’s mechanism. 
| Study the book that 
| came with your particular machine,

ties and limitations. As you become 
familiar with it, you can relax as 
you do driving your car. 


Just as a new material suggests 


new forms and uses to a designer, 
so it is with machine embroidery. 
The machine, in addition to speed 
and durability, offers new and ap- 
pealing textures and character to 
both solid areas and lines used in 


design. It can be used to give a

| kind of precision seldom obtainable 
| by even the most highly skilled 
| hand embroiderer; or it can pro- 
|vide the kind of freedom a child 
might use when sketching with 
crayons. 

The basis of practically all ma- 
chine embroidery, as contrasted to 
straight stitching, is the ability of 
| the needle to move back and forth 
| sideways, as well as forward or 
backward in a straight line. This 
is called the zigzag stitch and is a 
feature incorporated in most of the 
new sewing machines. However, the 
various makes of machines do vary 


as to the maximum possible width

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of the zigzag and the ways of con- 
trolling it. 

The zigzag feature can be used 
to produce a very narrow and very 
open stitch or a wide and complete- 
ly closed-up stitch (resembling a 
satin stitch) and stitches in all de- 
grees and combinations in between 
(see illustration #1). 


The Technique of ‘ 
Machine Embroidery 


Choosing threads: It is more fun 
to work with embroidery threads 
that can be carried through the 
needle rather than only in the 
bobbin, because then you can see 
your work develop as you do it. 
Lightweight embroidery threads 
will work on top, but bulky or 
rough threads will work only in the 
bobbin. Ordinary sewing thread 
can be used as the second thread 
in either case. If you try a thread 
first on the top with a heavy needle, 
and the machine works hard or 
jams, the thread is too heavy for 
the mechanism and you will have 
to use it on the bobbin. You will 
probably have to loosen the tension 
controlling the embroidery thread 
in either case. An automatic needle 
threader is a great help. 

Very interesting effects can be 
two strands of 


sewing thread, instead of embroi- 


achieved by using 


dery thread, and threading them 
through the tension and needle as 
if they were one thread. If an exact 
thread color is hard to find, this 
technique sometimes allows you to 
achieve it by mixing two colors to 
make a third, as you mix paints. 
For instance, we mixed two greens 
to get the match we wanted in 
motifs on page 90. 

For certain types of embroidery, 
particularly fine satin stitch, it is 
desirable to use the special thread 
sold for machine embroidery.

top. These are Necchi’s Gold Sew- 
ing Thread, a high-tension, very 
bright metallic; and Traum’s Hi- 
awatha Metallic with Metlon, ar- 
ticle.103, which has a more antique 
luster. In using any metallic thread, 
use a very loose tension, and run 
the machine quite slowly avoiding 
a jerky motion, to minimize the 
thread’s tendency to backlash. 

Choosing fabrics: Machine embroi- 
dery can be done on almost any 
material. However, a smooth ma- 
terial with a fair amount of body 
works most easily. Very heavy or 
materials offer rather 


nappy spe- 
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cial problems, because the machine 
tends to become 
looped or caught in the fabric. This 


foot sometimes 
can be offset by using thin paper 
either above or below it, or both, 
Very fine materials can only be 
worked in embroidery hoops. This 
is also true of almost any material 


when the design calls for a great 
deal of turning and twisting. 





Using embroidery hoops: Choose a 
hoop large enough to hold a unit 
of your design without constant 
changing. Set each hoop on edge 
and slide under foot of machine 
before inserting fabric (see illus- 
tration #2). Slide fabric over outer 
hoop and under smaller one, and 
press smaller one into larger one. 
Sometimes be further

#3). The finishing ends should al- 
ways be tied off on the wrong side. 
Guiding the work: Watch the press- 
er foot, not the needle, in relation 
to the line you are following, glanc- 
ing back at your work only from 
time to time to see that all goes 
well. Work can be guided in rela- 
tion to either side or to the center 
of presser foot (illustration #4). 





Ripping work: If you feel that a 
line of stitching must come out, it is 
a simple matter to slit the stitches 
on the wrong side of the work with 
a ripper or slender sharp scissors, 
and pull all the short threads out 
(see illustration #5). 


Direct versus appliqué methods: 


Embroidery can be done directly 
on final fabric if piece is not so 
large as to make it hard to turn 
it around comfortably on the ma- 
chine top. However, if this is the 
case, or if the placement of the 
design is such that it is difficult to 
hold it in the hoops, or if the fabric 
is flimsy and extremely difficult to 
work on, it is better to make motifs 
on a separate piece of fabric and 
hand-appliqué them on later. 

To appliqué by hand, cut out 
machine-embroidered motifs, leay- 
ing 14” margin all around. Turn 
under margin, clipping as neces- 
sary, and_ blindstitch with 
thread that matches background. 


down 





Machine Appliqué: To appliqué by 
machine, first machine-baste each 
piece in place by straight stitching 
right along the outline (see illus- 
tration #6), Then cut, just as close- 
ly as possible to this stitching line. 
Zigzag, of any desired width and 
density, can be worked over the 
machine-basting, covering it com- 
pletely (see illustration #7). 





Sometimes threads get caught 
between the fabric and the feed 
dog. This usually occurs when you 
come to a stopping place. The first 
time this happens you'll prob- 
ably disengage the work by main 
strength, fiddling, and exaspera- 
tion. The next time, if you are 
not at a place where you can pivot 
on the needle, roll the flywheel until 
the needle has moved over to the 
position for the next stitch. This 
completes the previous stitch and 
you will see it tighten up and lay 





flat in position. The thread is then 


completely disengaged from the 
underworkings of the machine, and 
you can move freely to a new spot 


on the design.

Where a line was 
desired wider than was _ possible 
with a single line of zigzag, second 
and third rows were added, exactly 
following the first line, touching it 
but not overlapping it (see illus-

In adapting the Fieldcrest bed- 
spread, we first enlarged the design 
to 1144 and 2 times its original size 
photostatically. These turned out to 
be just right for our use on sheets 
and pillowcases. If they had been 
too small or too large, we could 
have tried other sizes. 

In the case of sheets. pillowcases 
and towels we felt that it was bet- 
ter, as these were solidly embroi- 
dered motifs and the fabric clumsy, 
to do the work as separate pieces 
and appliqué them by hand. We 
found that the best way was to 
draw with a tracing wheel all the 
motifs we would need, spotting 
them helter-skelter, as they fitted 
best, on a ¥% yard of fabric that 
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matched the sheets (see illustration 
#9). We then made a schedule of 
the various color combinations we 
planned to use and noted the colors 
in pencil right on the cloth (see 
illustration #4), knowing that the 





embroidery would later cover our 
notations. Then having threaded 
the machine, using two strands of 
sewing thread together as if they 
were one, and arranged the hoops, 
we went straight through the whole 
series of motifs with the particular 
color before we rethreaded the ma- 
chine with another color. We used 
the zigzag set at the widest possible 
spacing, and the stitch long enough 
to give a distinctly open zigzag. ’ 
Beginning in each case on the per- 
imeter of each color area, we sim- 
ply made successive rows until the 
area was filled, letting rows overlap 
a bit if necessary, just as one would 
do with pencil, or brush strokes 
(last row of illustration #1). 
When all the embroidered motifs 
were finished, we tied off the loose 
threads. As machine embroidery, 
just like hand embroidery, may

Portugal. It is not impossible to 
get a poor meal. But, on the other 


— 


aand, if you go to the right restau- 
rants or have the good fortune to 
be invited into someone’s home, 
you will find sunerb eating and 
sipping. You must know where to 
go, what to look for. We were 
lucky. We had KLM Royal Dutch 
Airlines to advise us, and through 
them we found an erudite mentor, 
Zita Nevada, widow of a Portu- 
guese diplomat, passionately patri- 
otic and at the same time suave 
international. A few of her 
recipes are given later. 

We found that there are no 
pineapples in the world more deli- 
cious than those of the Azores. We 
found the coffee ranging from good 
to excellent. 

But most exciting were the 
flashes of recognition. Time after 
time you say, “Where have I met 
this before?” 

You are served a fritter. Sud- 
denly you realize it’s a codfish 
cake. Shades of Boston! 

You taste the bread, crusty, 
yeasty, full of flavor—the sour- 
dough bread of our own West 
Coast! The Portuguese left their 
mark along with the Spanish. 

Not only in the United States 
but in so many other parts of the 
world, the link with Portugal is 
close and well defined. It is strong 
in Haiti, in Jamaica and the Virgin 
Islands. There are links to Africa, 
to India, China. 

Perhaps the strongest link is 
with Mexico. In Portugal we found 


and 


a sprig of fresh coriander, one of 
the most characteristic seasonings 
of what is now traditional Mexican 
food, floating in our soup. 

“This use of coriander,” our in- 
formant told us, “comes straight 
from India. Remember Vasco da 
Gama and Henry the Navigator, 
father-in-law of Christopher Colum- 
bus! Remember the Portuguese 
quest for spices, they traded with 
India for centuries!” 

Here are the recipes from Sen- 
hora Nevada: 

Bacalhau (Codfish) 


“The Portuguese were the first 
men in the world to go to the coast 
of Newfoundland for the codfish. 
Consequently, they were also the 
first to introduce this nourishing 
fish into the European cuisine and 
to invent the recipes for it.” 

Bacalhau 4 Gomes de Sa 
1 pound salt cod 
3 medium onions, sliced 
1 clove garlic 


14 cup olive oil

3 potatoes, cooked and sliced 
2 dozen olives, whole or sliced 
2 hard-cooked eggs, sliced 

Y cup finely chopped parsley 


Soak codfish overnight in cold 
water. Drain, place flesh side up— 
in pan, cover with fresh water and 
bring to the boil. Simmer until just 
tender (about 15 minutes). Fry — 
onions and garlic in hot olive oil 
until light brown. Flake the fish 
and add it to the pan, together — 
with the rest of the ingredients, —

Bacalhau 4 Eea de Queiroz 


“Eea de Queiroz was a widely 
known 19th-century Portuguese 
novelist and a fine gourmet too. 
In Lisbon there is a very select 
club where literary people meet 
named after him, Circulo Eca de 
Queiroz. This is their recipe.”

i F the tone poem has become one 


cf our most popular forms of 
musical composition (see the 
first article in the February 


House BEAUTIFUL), one man has 
been largely responsible—Richard 
Strauss, the nervous magician from 
the Munich of old. 

Sensitive to the point of mor-

In short. Strauss was the ideal 


composer for the tone poem. In 
this form he triumphed; his music 
became everybody’s property. The 
old Viennese joke is no longer 
true: “If we have to have Richard 
we ll take Wagner, if we have to 
have Strauss we'll take Johann.” 
We now take both Richards and 
both enthusiasm. 


Nowadays, few people will doubt 


Strausses with 
that the tone poems, once so con- 
troversial, are magnificent music, 
fascinating, multihued. Many peo- 
ple will doubt that they are quite 
as profound as they were once 
thought to be or as the composer 
himself would have liked us to 
think them. The works have fol- 
lowed the course usual with good 
music. First, they were shocking, 
to some incomprehensible, to many 
dissonant and daring. Later they 
became familiar, they were not so 
shocking, the dissonances found a 
way of melting into the melodies, 
and what remained was enjoyment, 
appreciation of their beauties, ad- 
miration for their wit and charm 
and ideas. 

It turned 
out that the less philosophy, the

But you will still derive great and 
repeated satisfaction from hearing 
them again and again.

Twice in one day I faced two ver-

lor. Problem: how to turn a dull 


silk-paneled par- 


door into interesting-looking archi- 
tecture. 

The country-house door, which 
opens onto the children’s playroom 
and so has to be closed most of the 
time, was put together by a local 
carpenter from silvery gray battens, 
entire 
paneling, from an old barn. It was, 


salvaged, like the room’s 


to coin a phrase, plain as a barn 
door, incongruous in a setting of 
rosy-beige chintz-covered sofas, and 
windows hung with luxurious Swiss 
tambour café curtains on brass rods. 

The McLeod parlor door, which 
closes on an incompatible vista of 
Mr. McLeod’s den and stuffed bird 
collection, was simply a single-panel 
stock apartment-house door, the 
kind known as flush. The headache 
here was how to paint it to approxi- 
mate the color and texture of the 
green-gold silk walls. We could 
match the color all right, but by 
some optical perversity the door 
turned meaner than ever instead of 
blending docilely into the wall, as 
it was supposed to do. 

Who'd have thought I'd find the

answer to both problems in the pan- 
els from a Sicilian donkey cart? 
But this is indeed the fact. Brows- 
ing through the Boissevain Gal- 
leries one day, I was bemused by a 
weathered polychrome wood plank, 
primitively painted with a scene 
that looked like Crusaders battling 
Saracens, That’s exactly what it 
was, too, and I soon learned that 
the panel was once a side piece 
on a Sicilian carretta, attached to 
one of those pert little donkeys 
with plumes in his hair. And pretty 
gaudy it must have been in its day, 
although its reds and blues and 
greens have mellowed almost to 
pastels, and its lovingly carved and 
painted bandings have a few nicks 
here and there. But all the better 
for the Twinings and McLeods, be- 
cause even though their rooms are 
worlds apart in character and col- 
or, they both profit handsomely by 
the unpretentious richness of these 
naive works of art, lined up in 
groups of three on their respective 
problem doors. 

Most obligingly, these carts have 
similarly carved and colored chi- 
aves, yoke-like curved sections that 
once sat across a cart’s rear axle, 
and when applied over doorways. 
turn into the most interesting 
carved pediments. 

The panels, made of walnut, oak. 
or fruit wood, are never identical 
in painted pattern or size, but usu- 
ally measure about 20” x 14”. The 
chiaves are about 34” long, 9” deep, 
and 11%” thick. 

These all come into the category 
of collectors’ items, since they are 
examples of a fast-disappearing 
folk art. Paintings usually adhere 
to traditional subject matter— 
scenes from operas by the native 
Sicilians, Verdi and Mascagni, re- 
ligious subjects, the exploits of 
Charlemagne. St. George and the 
dragon, and the gallantry of the 
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Sicilian donkey cart panel 
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Crusaders. Sometimes a carved in- 
scription or the proud owner’s name 
shows up. But all are charming, 
suggesting all sorts of enriching 
uses—as paneling for cabinet doors, 
as decorative screen paneling, as 
coffee table tops (covered with 
glass), or simply as pictures to 
hang on a wall. 


A sunny little girl like Heidi Col- 
man deserves a sunny room. She’s 
one of those rare fourteen-year- 
olds who likes to wear skirts. doesn’t 
sprawl, and didn’t appear to re- 
gard me as if I were a two-headed 
cretin when her mother brought 
her over to discuss her new bed- 
room.

particularly applaudable, it seems 
to me, because it might well be the 
start of many such pattern co- 
ordinations. And I’m all for beds 
that look like part of the room, 
even when theyre being slept in. 

The blanket is 100% Acrilan, 
lightweight. washable by machine 
and quick-drying. Its pattern is 
actually sculptured by hand, out of 
its deep pile. Comes in twin and 
double sizes. of course, and in pink, 
blue, beige, and white. 

The rug, which I used in a 6’ x 
9’ oval, is made in several sizes of 
squares, rounds, and rectangles as 
well. It comes in colors to match 
the blanket. and in many other 
colors besides—turquoise, orange, 
gold, purple, gray, two greens, 
darker blue, beige, bronze. Enough 
there to make my mouth water, for

o you want to revamp a room quickly with scissors, 
paste, and brush? You've never had it so good. 


There’s such a wealth of different materials to choose 
from. Any decorative effect you can dream up can be 
yours. But the great glory of today’s wall coverings is 
that they can add all sorts of practicality to your deco- 
rative flights. Do you long for pretty walls that will 
still take the scuffs and fingermarks of the young? Is 
your problem how to camouflage cracked plaster? Do you 
want a shower-resistant wall in the bath? You will find 
an effective wall covering—a good-looking one, too—to 
cope with your problem as it decorates your room. Most 
can be hung by conventional paper-hanging methods and 
wallpaper paste, but in each case you get the best results 
with the adhesive recommended by the manufacturer. 

Wallpaper. You needn’t be told how diverse, adapt- 
able, and legion are its patterns. But its intrinsic dura- 
bility has never been finer. More and more paper is 
compounded with melamine resins to give it wet strength, 
meaning that tearing is minimized during installation. 
Wallpapers impregnated with plastic or coated with 
plastics now really mean what their “Washable” and 
“Scrubbable” labels say, besides giving surfaces of 
greater toughness than untreated papers. But now any 
wallpaper untreated in manufacture—even delicate hand- 
printed colors that might once have seemed like fragile 
extravagance to you—can be made resistant to common 
household stains, by you or commercially. (See our 
wallpaper maintenance story on page 175.) Two great 
new time-savers are: pre-pasted wallpaper, bought with 
its adhesive dry on its back, ready to be softened by 
soaking in water; and pre-trimmed wallpaper, packaged 
with its selvage already cut to insure trim, straight 
seams. Wallpaper comes in 22”, 24”, 28” and 30” 
widths. Its price, quoted by the single roll, is anywhere 
from less than a dollar for commercial prints to gilt- 
edged sums for custom-order designs. You can’t buy less 
than a double roll. The quantity in a single roll will 


cover 36 square feet. (Please turn to page 180)

This is in the tradition of oriental art, 
which follows conventional canons, and stresses the creation 


of mood or essence rather than photographic likeness.

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How to Manage Pattern 


Puzzled about how to have the interest of pattern without a surfeit of it? 


Study these basic principles of balancing pattern with plains and textures 


H™ do you enrich a room with pattern—yet not produce optical 
busy-ness? This is the question facing anyone choosing fabrics, 
wallpapers, and floor coverings. How far to go—without going too far? 

It’s not difficult, really—once you realize the problem exists. People 
get into trouble who blithely assume that, because each pattern is nice 
by itself, several will be still better. 

It is not really very different from making a menu. You couldn’t have 
a satisfactory dinner by making every course sweet. or having three suc- 
cessive cheese dishes. Even the most skillfully prepared foods need to be 
set off by others which contrast in flavor and texture. 

Its the same with decorating. A room can generally take only one 
strong, dominating pattern. It needs to be contrasted with plain areas or 
patterns so unobtrusive and receding that they “read” optically like a plain 


surface. A splendid example of this kind of management is shown here.

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A most skillful management of pattern is 
demonstrated here. The dominating pattern (the 
geisha girl) is used in the hall where only a 
small quantity was needed.

Everything was painted off-white.

New white plastic counter was substituted. Counter 
was widened at the back, to make a better serving 
counter for the breakfast area. 


New wallpaper with a white ground and sunny 
yellow flowers, simply drawn and simply placed, 
gladdened the scene. 


A new appliance center, requiring only one motor for 
all appliances, was built in the new counter. The interchangeable 
working parts are now easily stored in cupboard below. 


A new retractable, adjustable fixture was installed.

A smaller and round table made the area seem bigger, 
and made it easier to get to all chairs.

Electric or 
manual, they feed out shampoo, scrub it in, brush soiled 
foam aside. Occasional light shampooing keeps carpet from

2. Adhesive-backed plastic sheets, like Contact, serve as 
excellent drawer liners. They always stay in place and are 


washable, making drawers easier to clean and keep neat. 


3. Heavy furniture need not mar today’s hardwood, resilient- 
tiled, or carpeted floors.

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n first tasting Le Montrachet, probably the greatest white 


wine of Burgundy, Alexandre Dumas exclaimed, “This is* 


a wine to be drunk kneeling with head bared!” 

Napoleon discovered Le Chambertin and loved it, they say, more 
devotedly than any person in his life. With great difficulty, he took 
it with him in casks to Russia. 

Even to this day the soldiers of France, whenever they pass in 
front of the vineyards of Clos de Vougeot, are ordered to present 
arms and make the drums roll because the wine is so magnificent. 

What is it like when you make your first acquaintance with a great 
Burgundy? The varied answers from the people we asked show 
that to many it was a memorable, even heart-shaking experience. 

“My first was a Richebourg and it was like diving head first 
into a mound of dewy, deep-red rose petals.” 

“T caught the bouquet and then I took my first taste of a Cham- 
bolle Musigny from Les Amoureuses, the vineyards of the Women 
in Love. Maybe it was the name along with the fragrance and the 
taste, but I could think only of the opening of Tristan and Isolde.” 

\ Connecticut neighbor compared the taste of the white Corton 
of Charlemagne with the look of moonlight glimmering on his own 
trees after an ice storm. 

As for the delicate bouquet of the finest white Burgundies, 
someone said, “It is like some ambrosial fruit, not grapes really, nor 
pears nor plums nor apples, but something of all of them trans- 
muted, ethereally blended, almost indescribable.” 

“There are no gustatory glories that can equal a Romanée-Conti 
served with roast beel—or a Chablis with oysters.” 

Such glories are not to be found in just any bottle of wine 
marked “Burgundy”’—not in one out of a hundred! By law and by 
definition the Veritable Burgundy wine can be made only in one 
part of France in an area that comprises not more than about 12,000 
acres. Through the centuries the name has been used, or rather 
misused, in every country where a grape will grow. 

Though small in area the Burgundy region spreads out to include 
four separate districts. First in importance and renown, and often 
known as the True Burgundy, is the area called Cote d’Or (or 
Slope of Gold), which is divided into two separate parts—the Cote 
de Nuits and the Cote de Beaune. The second area, farther to the 
south, includes Maconnais and Beaujolais. A third, halfway between 
Dijon and Paris, takes in the few thousand acres surrounding the 
town of Chablis that produce the famous white wine known by that 
name. Fourth and less important is the Cote Chalonnais.

French bread and sweet butter. 


Ge dishes appear to have been made in heaven to 
serve with wine. They provide the right atmosphere. 
They prepare the palate, they make you sensitive to the flavor 
of the wines. With them the wines seem to take on more body, 
taste richer, fuller, deeper. Instead of sating the appetite 
or dulling the taste buds, these dishes stimulate interest and 
appreciation. 

Admittedly the land of Burgundy is the gourmet heaven in 
which the most perfect marriages of food and wine are made. 
The Burgundians have a genius for discovering, developing 
and nurturing these delightful liaisons. In Burgundy almost 
everything you taste—the bread, the cheese, the meats, the 
game and birds, even the never-too-sweet sweets, appear to 
have been created for the purpose of glorifying wines and 
being, in turn, glorified by them. 

Our search for the kind of dishes that are most happily 
served with wine took us late last autumn to the Gastronomic 
Fair in Dijon, where we roamed, notebook in hand, among 
the stalls tasting snails and oysters, great stews, breads and 
cheeses, all manner of sausages, hams, and crépes, each with 
an appropriate wine. 

Our research included Les Trois Glorieuses—the three 
glorious days of official Burgundian feasting that mark the 
end of the season and the sale of the new wines in cask. At 
official banquets of wine-tasters in Beaune, at intimate little 


dinners in Nuits-St. Georges, at a luncheon in Mersault in the 





White Burgundy country—a luncheon still known by its 





ancient name as the Paulée—in all these places we collected 
recipes. From among them we have chosen seven: La Gougere, 
Jambon Persillé, Terrine of the House, Escargots a la Bour- 
guignonne, Boeuf Bourguignonne, Caneton a VOrange, Sea 
Food Pannequets Mornay—seven of the great dishes of Bur- 
gundy tasted in their home country, tested and adapted here, 
but changed to make them convenient, simple, easy to achieve 
in these United States. 

Perhaps a word of philosophy is necessary concerning the 
perfect mating of wines and food. As the result of experience 
over hundreds of years, certain wines have been paired with 
certain foods both in cooking and serving. Red wines are 
recommended with red meats. White wines are said to be 
more appropriate with white meats and fish. But there are 
many exceptions. Perhaps it would be more accurate to sug- 
gest full-bodied wines with full-bodied foods. In France they 
use this theory, though they rarely express it. Several famous 
fish recipes made with mackerel or other fatty fishes are 
served with sauces made with red wine. Chicken is cooked 
sometimes in red wine, sometimes in white wine and _ gen- 
erally, but not always, accompanied by the same type of wine. 

The French, perhaps because they are more at home in 
the world of wine, are less punctilious than we about match- 

‘ 


ing the cooking and the drinking wine. The snails of Burgundy 





are generally flavored with white wine, but almost invariably 
served with a glass of red. Garlic—sometimes rather a lot 
of garlic—appears in many of the great wine dishes of Bur- 


cundy, but through cooking the garlic flavor is softened 


and gently amalgamated into the (Please turn to page 149) 
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What you should know about

yo first heard stereophonic sound in the wide-screen 
movies, but you can have it now in your living room 
on a tape recorder. Where can you get it? How much 
does it cost? How does it work? These are the questions 
you may be asking about stereophonic sound. These and 
others are the questions we will answer here. 

Your chances of walking into a store and hearing 
“stereo” today are very good. If your town has an active 


dealer in high-fidelity sound equipment, he probably has 


a demonstration model set up and ready to play.

Another happy aspect of stereophonic sound is that 
it is available. This is more than can be said of many 
of today’s “new” developments. Through your local dealer 
you can get quick delivery on a stereophonic tape recorder 


from any one of 30 or so manufacturers. 
What it is, and what it isn’t 


Stereophonic sound, as we use the term here, is sound 
recorded on two separate channels and played back 
through two separate pick-ups, two separate amplifiers, 
and two (or more) speaker systems. It is not, as we use 
the term, simply two separate speakers playing sound 
recorded on one channel. 

Stereo is sometimes called “binaural” sound, as com- 
pared to the “monaural” sound of single-channel repro- 
duction. Technically, however, the word binaural means 
sound heard through headphones with a separate channel 
for each ear. 

Words describing new achievements have a way of los- 
ing their original meaning. The term “High Fidelity” 


for example: originally it meant sound reproduction with

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a high degree of fidelity or accuracy. Today you will 
find the label used indiscriminately on equipment. Some 
is high fidelity and some is very low. It is possible that 
the term “stereophonic sound” will also be used in ways 
that will alter its meaning. This simply points up the 
necessity for you, as a buyer, to know what you are 


getting no matter what it is called. 


On tape only, but records are coming 


As of today the easiest way to record two separate 
channels is on magnetic tape. For this reason all of 
the stereophonic sound currently on the market is on 
tape, and you can play it only on a tape recorder with 
a special stereophonic head (dual pick-up), and the neces- 
sary two amplifiers and speaker systems. 

As for stereophonic sound on records, the big question 
is no longer how—but when. The major record manufac- 
turers and many independents are cutting experimental 
stereophonic records now, and it’s a good guess that within 


three to six months you'll be able to buy the records and 





equipment to play them on. Stereophonic records are not

expected to curtail the use of stereophonic tape. There 
should be a place in the future for both records and tape 
in stereo just as there is now in monaural recording. Each 


has its particular advantage. 
What stereo costs 


A complete stereophonic sound unit, including tape re- 
corder and two separate speaker systems costs from 
about $300 to $900. Most of the units in the lower 
range are portable or table models. You can buy a unit 
with tape deck (the tape recorder), one built-in speaker, 
and | or 2 amplifiers for $250 to $400. With this type 
you must add another speaker or use your television or 
radio-phonograph speaker. One precaution: The speakers 
should have similar response characteristics. 

You can also get very complete and handsome consoles 
for $1,000 to $2,000. These include the tape recorder, 
stereophonic sound system, AM-FM radio, and a record 
player all in one cabinet. 

If you prefer to build up your own stereo system of

of components varies enormously. To start with, plan to 
pay at least $120 for a good stereo tape deck. 

If you have a monaural tape machine now, you can get 
a stereo head adapter for about $25. This, plus an extra 
amplifier (about $40) and speaker (about $50), will give 


you stereophonic sound. 


How stereo works 


When a stereophonic tape recording is made, two sets 
of microphones are used. The number of mikes in each set 
varies with the individual recording. One set picks up 
the sounds you would normally hear with one ear. The 
other set picks up those you would hear with the other 
ear. The sounds picked up by each of the two sets of 
microphones are transmitted to two tracks—one above 
the other—on magnetic tape. When these two tracks are 
played back simultaneously through the two separate 
speakers spaced the right distance apart, you have stereo- 
phonic sound and have taken another step toward the 


‘ 


illusion of the “presence” of the performers. The popular 
phrase, “It puts the Phitharmonic in your living room” 
comes to mind. Although not completely accurate, it is 


descriptive enough to be useful. 


Why stereo has “dimension” 


If concert-hall realism is the goal of recorded sound, 
then let’s go to the concert hal! to find out more about 
what we hear there. Put yourself in the center of the 
hall, about one-third of the way back. When you hear 
the orchestra, you know that the tympani, cellos, and 
basses are on one side; violas and woodwinds in the mid- 
dle; the violins and brass on the other side. You can 
see this of course, but as the orchestra plays you can 
“hear” the locations too. Stereophonic sound is designed 
to create the illusion of presence by giving you more 
specific aural clues to the location of the instruments. 
This helps you separate the instruments one from another, 
and also seems to help separate the melody from the 
background, and the solos from the ensemble. 

Stereophonic reproduction is ideal for a moving sound 
source. A marching band starts on one side—you hear 
it coming in the speaker on the left. As the band ap- 
proaches, you hear a little in the speaker on the right. 
When it is just in front of you it is at peak volume, 
and, ideally, half the sound is from each speaker. As 
it moves off to the right you hear it from the right 
speaker, diminishing on the left until it is a faint sound 
from the right speaker only. 

These, then, are the two great facilities of stereophonic 


sound: It can help locate sounds from a wide source. 


It can record a moving sound. (Please turn to page 156)

symphony of flavors. It does not 
stand out raw and hard to battle 
with the wine. 

Of all the foods known to man, 
the most sympathetic to wine is 
cheese. There is a saying in Bur- 
gundy that “any wine tastes good 


with cheese.” Nevertheless, red 
wine is generally served with 
cheese in its natural state, but 


white wine with cheese that is 
cooked, as in soufflés, and sauces. 

Heavily peppered or highly 
spiced foods are not compatible 
with French wines. Egg and egg 
dishes other than soufflés are con- 
sidered hard on wines. Most veg- 
etables, with the possible exception 
of artichokes, will do little or noth- 
ing to enhance a wine. Perhaps this 
is one reason why the French tend 
to serve their vegetables as a sepa- 
rate course. Salads too are often 
segregated for the same reason. 
When dressed with wine vinegar, 
they are a little kinder to the wine, 
and some people feel that a com- 
bination of olive oil and lemon 
juice is the answer. No matter what 
the dressing may be, few salads 
can be considered a real adjunct 
to the enjoyment of wine. 

The greatest experts will tell you 
that there are no absolute rules. 
The ultimate test is your own emo- 
tional reaction—the way you feel 
about any combination is your best 
guide. Here are the seven recipes: 


La Gougére 


(Burgundian Cheese Puffs) 


Not only in Burgundy but also 
in the Champagne country serious 
wine tasters turn to La Gougeére as 
the perfect accompaniment to a 
glass of wine, either red or white, 
still or sparkling. 

Basically, La Gougere is noth- 
ing more than the familiar cream- 
puff shell flavored and dotted with 
cheese. In principle, according to

You will need butter, flour, eggs, 
Swiss cheese, salt, and pepper. 

Into a heavy flat-bottom pan put 
1% cup butter, 1 cup boiling water 
and heat until the butter is com- 
pletely melted. Then all at once 
add a cup of all-purpose flour with 
14 teaspoon salt and 14 teaspoon 
pepper. Stir in one direction vig- 
orously until a ball forms in the 
center of the pan, leaving the sides 
quite clean. Remove from the heat 
and allow to stand gathering itself 
together for about 5 minutes. Then 
add 2 whole eggs and beat until 
thoroughly blended. Add 2 more 
eggs and beat again.

new grass. By tradition it is the 
Easter dish of the Dijon region, but 
even in stark autumn or deep win- 
ter it carries the look and taste of 
a spring day. 

Any good canned ham may be 
used in this recipe, but you can be 
sure of getting the true taste of this 
great Burgundian dish if you use 
one of the fine French hams from 
the acknowledged gastronomic 
capital of France, Lyon. These 
French hams, weighing about ten 
pounds, are being brought into this 
country by DeBragga & Spitler and 
can be found at B. Altman’s, 
Bloomingdale’s, and Vendome, in 
New York; Neiman-Marcus in 
Dallas, Texas, and other specialty 
shops and department stores in 
various parts of the country. 

You will need canned ham, 
white table wine, chicken or veal 
stock or bouillon, parsley, tarragon, 
bay leaf, thyme, shallots or white 
onions, garlic, pepper corns, gela- 
tine, tarragon-flavored white wine 
vinegar. 

Cut off a piece of ham weighing 
two pounds. Add the aspic that is 
in the can and any juices and put 
into a kettle with a half bottle dry 
white table wine, like Chablis or 
Pinot Chardonnay of California, 
which is its close kin. Also add 2 
cups chicken or veal stock or 
bouillon, a small handful of pars- 
ley, a tablespoon of dry tarragon 
leaves or 3 tablespoons of fresh 
tarragon, two bay leaves, 1 tea- 
spoon thyme, 3 shallots or tiny 
white onions, 1 garlic 
cwushed, a few pepper corns. Bring 
slowly to a boil and simmer about 
20 minutes. 

Remove ham from the

parsley. Pour over the ham and 
allow to jell in the refrigerator. If 
you are in a hurry, you may set 
the bowl or terrine in the freezer 
for no longer than ten minutes. 

At serving time you will be en- 
chanted by the look of the aro- 
matically flavored ham nested in 
glimmering green. The dish may 
be unmolded, if you like, but gen- 
erally it is served in slices cut 
directly from the bowl. Serve with 
crusty French bread or rolls and 
sweet whipped butter and, of 
course, a glass of wine, Burgundy 
it possible, either white or red. 


Terrine a la Maison 


In every restaurant and charcu- 
terie and in almost every house- 
hold in France you will find a 
paté maison, a crock filled with a 
richly aromatic combination of 
meats and livers. All sorts of bits 
and pieces are used, leftover 
meats, choice morsels of game or 
poultry. A great deal of improvi- 
sation is possible. This is a sort of 
basic pattern. 

You will need freshly ground 
lean pork (or fresh sausage. if it 
is not too vividly seasoned) ; liver 
(chicken, calves’, beef or pig’s) ;: 
cognac or brandy; dry Madeira or 
sherry wine; garlic; parsley; shal- 
lot or small white onion; ginger, 
clove, cinnamon, nutmeg; sliced 
bacon; pepper; tabasco. 

Use two pounds each of fresh 
lean pork and liver. The meat 
should be ground quite fine, put 
two or three times through the 
chopper. The liver need not be 
ground quite so fine and can easily 
be reduced to the proper consist- 
ency in your electric blender. 

Place in the blender 2 table- 
spoons cognac or brandy, 2 table- 
spoons dry Madeira or sherry wine, 
2 cloves garlic, 4 good sprays of 
parsley, 1 shallot or small white 
onion, 4% teaspoon powdered gin- 


_ger, 14 teaspoon clove, 14 teaspoon 


cinnamon, 14 teaspoon nutmeg. 
Add diced livers and blend a cup- 
ful at a time. Season with 1 table- 
spoon salt and 1% teaspoon freshly 
ground pepper to taste, adding 
just a suspicion of tabasco or cay- 
enne pepper. Mix the ground pork 
with the blended liver. 

Line a casserole or terrine with 
strips of bacon, fill with the meat 
mixture and bake uncovered in a 
moderate oven, 350° F., for about 
14% hours. Cool the paté under a 
weight so that it will become firm 
and fine-textured. To do this lay 
a piece of waxed paper or alumi- 
num foil over the paté and set on 
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top of the entire surface a board 
weighted with a heavy object. Chill 
in the refrigerator for several hours. 

At serving time, bring the ter- 
rine to the table, slice and serve 
with crusty French bread or rolls 
and a glass of wine. This makes a 
perfect first course for any meal, 
and with a bit of lettuce and sliced 
tomatoes it is an excellent lunch- 
eon dish. 


Eseargots a la Bourguignonne 


(Snails in the Burgundy fashion) 


The world is roughly divided 
into two parts, those who consider 
the snail the height of gastronomic 
delight and those who can’t bear 
the thought. No one should ever 
attempt to convert either type. 
Along with the wine cup the snail 
is practically the national emblem 
of the Burgundy country, and its 
most popular presentation all over 
the world is “a la Bourguignonne” 
—in the manner of Burgundy. 

In the homeland, of course, the 
snails grow plump on the vine 
leaves, and near the kitchen there 
are wire enclosures where the cap- 
tured snails are cleansed and di- 
eted. But just a few miles away 
from the vineyards in Lyon and in 
Paris, they use canned snails even 
as you and J. 

A number of methods have been 
devised to freshen the canned snail. 


For the best technique we are in- 
debted te Marie Stark, a lady orig- 
inally from Alsace, who manages 
to bring the full zest of the Cote 
d’Or to this Burgundian specialty. 

You will need snails, lemon, con- 
sommeé, bay leaf, cloves, garlic, dry 
white table wine, butter, parsley, 
shallot, nutmeg, salt, pepper, ta- 
basco sauce. 

First put two cans of snails (48) 
in a sieve or collander and rinse 
them in warm water. Meanwhile, 
combine a can of Campbell’s con- 
sommé, a bay leaf, a couple of 
cloves, and a clove of garlic with 
an equal quantity of dry white table 
wine and cook uncovered over live- 
ly heat until the liquid is reduced 
to one-half the original quantity. 
Place the rinsed snails in this 
cooked-down consommé and_ sim- 
mer a few minutes. The snails take 
on a fresh fine savor. 

Meanwhile, wash the snail shells 
carefully or use tiny snail pots 
made of clay, as they do in Dijon. 
Place a teaspoon of the flavorous 
consommé tiny recep- 
tacle and put the snail into the 
consommeé. Allow to stand in the

With this dish 
the wine can be quite young and 
even a little rough to stand up to 
the garlic. 


Boeuf Bourguignonne 
(Beef Stew of Burgundy) 


As in all traditional dishes, there 
is an astonishing lack of unanimity 
in recipes for this most famous of 
beef stews. In her cookbook Alice 
B. Toklas gives two recipes and in 
her kitchen uses a third. Two stand 
out in our memory, one which we 
ate at the 17th-century dining table 
of the Countesses Inez and Lily de 
Lupé in Nuits-St. Georges. And the 
other at a modest restaurant in New 
York whose name is Les Pyrenées 
but whose chef and cooking are 
true Burgundian.

oven preferably of cast iron and 
brown until crisp. Remove the pork, 
leaving the fat, and in this same 
fat sauté 2 dozen small white on- 
ions and let them take on a lovely 
brown. Well-drained canned white 
onions may be used. Remove onions 
from the fat and in that same fat 
brown the pieces of meat. The pan 
should be commodious enough to 
allow the pieces of meat to stand 
side by side so that they can brown 
evenly on all sides. From time to 
time stir with a wooden spoon. 

Then put the pieces of salt pork 
back, sprinkle them, if you like, 
with a tablespoon of flour. Many 
cooks use 2 or 3 tablespoons of 
flour. The best cooks use little or 
none. Sprinkle liberally with fresh- 
ly ground pepper corns. Add 1 or 2 
cloves garlic crushed, a piece of 
orange peel or about 44 teaspoon 
of dried orange peel (which now 
comes conveniently in a jar like all 
your other spices). Then add your 
bouquet garni. This, too, you can 
buy already tied up in cheese cloth. 
Or, if you prefer, you may use in- 
stead 2 small bay leaves. a sprig of 
thyme, a little sliver of nutmeg or 
mace, 4 sprigs of parsley and 1% 
teaspoon of marjoram or oregano. 

Heat 1% bottle of dry red table 
wine and pour over the meat. There 
should be barely enough wine to 
cover the meat, Cover tightly and 
cook over a very low heat or in a 
slow oven 250° to 300° F. about 
three hours. If you think it neces- 
sary, add a little more hot liquid, 
preferably wine or stock—water 
only if you must. 

Fifteen or twenty minutes before 
serving time, add the browned on- 
ions to the stew and in the very 
center, place a cupful of tiny but- 
ton mushrooms which have been 
browned in butter. Canned browned- 
in-butter mushrooms may be used— 
whole, sliced or in pieces. If you 
use canned, be sure to put the juices 
into your stew. 

The chef at Les Pyrenées insists 
that one should treat this stew as 
respectfully as a soufflé. Don’t peek 
too often. Don’t let the glorious 
vapors escape. 

At serving time, sprinkle gener- 
ously with fresh finely-chopped 
parsley.

The orange flavor in the sauce does 
not quarrel with the wine. 

You will need duck, butter, salt, 
pepper, Quatre Epices (cinnamon, 
clove, nutmeg, and ginger), lemon, 
oranges, red wine vinegar (or red 
wine and white vinegar), sugar, 
Cointreau, and brandy. 

You may roast the duck in the 
usual way—unstuffed, please—but 
since the duck is a devil to carve, 
we sometimes roast it quartered. 
You might, however, cut it into 
even smaller serving pieces if you 
like. Rub each piece, skin and flesh 
side, with butter. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper, and with the French 
spices. In 
Dijon at the Gastronomic Fair we 
bought Quatre Epices, but it isn’t 
necessary to find the blended spice. 
You have only to combine equal 
parts of cinnamon, clove, nutmeg, 
and ginger. Place the pieces of 
duck well separated, skin side up, 
on the rack above a deepish pan 
that will catch the drippings and 
roast in a moderate oven 350° F. 
20 to 30 minutes or until done, 
basting from time to time. If you

Paris, and in New York, we have 
been tempted and enchanted by a 
sea food pancake which is the per- 
fect mate for a fine white Bur- 
gundy. At the Cloche d’Or in New 
York, a tiny modest restaurant that 
nestles close to the famous Cham- 
bord (close in space and Gallic 
spirit—but not in prices), the chef 
makes a specialty of this dish. 
There they use a blend of five kinds 
of fish for the filling—swordfish, 
halibut, lobster, shrimp, and scal- 
lops. You may use any combination 
or just one type of fish or sea food. 
For perfection all of the fish should 
be gently poached in a court bouil- 
lon made of equal parts of white 
table wine and water with salt, pep- 
per, a bay leaf, three shallots or 
one small onion cut in slices. Allow 
this court bouillon to cook for 10 
minutes, then add the fish and sim- 
mer over the lowest possible heat 
for 5 minutes.

If you like, you may use leftover 
fish or canned shrimp or lobster, 
in which case make the court bouil- 
lon just the same, pour it hot over 
the fish and allow to stand for at 
least 15 or 20 minutes to take up 
the savor. 

To make 12 crépes (4 to 6 servy- 
ings) you will need about two 
pounds (4 cups) of fish or sea 
food. 

This is a four-step recipe easier 
to do than to describe: 


1. Prepare the fish. 

2. Make a dozen very thin French 

crépes or pancakes. 

3. Prepare a Mornay sauce. 

4. Fill, roll, and glaze pancakes. 
To make the filling, drain the 

fish well and cut or chop into small 

pieces, mix with one-half of the 

Mornay sauce (see below). 


Crépes for Sea Food 


This is the classic recipe for 
crépes used as an entree. The best 
of all possible ways to mix crépes 
is in your electric blender. 

You will need milk, eggs, butter, 
salt, pepper, parsley, flour. 

Place in the blender 1144 cups 
milk, 3 eggs, 2 tablespoons butter, 
VQ teaspoon salt, a bit of pepper 
and a sprig of parsley. Add 7% cup 
sifted flour. Blend about 20 sec- 
onds. The batter should be very 
thin—like cream. Allow the batter

to rest and gather itself together 
in a cool place for about an hour. 
This resting period makes the 
crépes easier to handle, less likely 
to break apart. Cook the crépes in 
a 6-inch well-buttered or oiled pan 
over fairly brisk heat. To make 
sure they are thin as need be, put 
just about 2 tablespoons of batter 
in the pan and tip it back and forth 
till the batter covers the whole sur- 
face. The crépes are ready to turn 
when the surface looks dry and the 
edges have taken on a golden crin- 
kle. Turn and brown lightly on the 
other side for about half a minute. 
Keep warm on your electric hot 
tray or in a warming oven. Do not 
pile one on top of the other or they 
will become soggy. 


Sauce Mornay 


There are hundreds of recipes 
for making Sauce Mornay which is 
basically a cream sauce flavored 
with grated cheese. This simplified 
recipe is very easy and blessedly 
failproof. 

You will need butter, flour, salt, 
white pepper, thin or heavy cream, 
Swiss or Parmesan cheese or both, 
Dijon mustard, onion salt. 

To make two cups of sauce, 
melt 2 tablespoons butter, but don’t 
let it brown. Remove from the heat 
and blend in 2 scant tablespoons 
flour, a pinch of salt, a pinch of 
freshly ground white pepper. Put 
back on the stove for a minute or 
two. Then remove again and add 
2 cups thin cream or, if you like, 
1 cup heavy cream combined with 
1 cup of your cooked-down wine- 
flavored court bouillon. 

The classic recipes insist that 
you must heat the milk or cream 
beforehand, but this sometimes in- 
volves a curdling risk and we have 
found that our method is more 
sure. After the liquid has been 
added put the pan back on the 
stove, stir and bring to a boil and 
allow to cook, stirring constantly 
2 or 3 minutes longer until the 
sauce thickens and loses its raw 
taste. Season to taste with onion 
salt and a little dab of Dijon mus- 
tard. Then add 14 
cheese—Swiss, Parmesan, or half- 


cup. grated 
and-half. 

Place a couple of spoonfuls of 
the sea food mixed with sauce on 
each pancake, roll, arrange on a 
buttered baking dish, preferably 
one that you can bring to the table, 
cover with the rest of the sauce, 
and sprinkle with grated cheese. 
Place in a very hot oven (450° F.) 
or under the broiler to brown and 


glaze. Serve immediately.

The sense of direction and move- 


ment in stereo is based on two 
things you know from your own 
experience: volume—the closer the

Dowt be misled

If you become seriously inter- 
ested in a stereo system, it is a good 
idea to judge it by the music you 
enjoy. The effect varies. You will 
find, for example, that stereophonic 
sound has less to offer in repro- 
ducing vocal or instrumental solos 
than it has in reproducing musical 
ensembles. 

It is a good idea to move around 
while listening to  stereophonic 
sound for the first time, and you 
will hear the you 
change your location in relation to 
the speakers.

There’s a difference in tapes 


Keep in mind that the standards 
in recording stereophonic tape are 
only recently of the same consist- 
ently high caliber as we expect in 
monaural tapes and records. Stereo- 
phonic recording is a_ relatively 
new art. It offers great opportuni- 
ties, and great challenge. There are 
some excellent tapes on the market 
and there are also some rather poor 
ones. Consider the engineer’s prob- 
lem: How should he place the mi- 
piano 


crophones in recording a 


solo? On some records you hear the 


SOUND 


bass strings mostly in the left 
speaker, the treble strings mostly 
in the right. It sounds as though 
you were inside the piano. On some 
tapes the spread of the orchestra is 
so accented that you find yourself 
looking back and forth from speak- 
er to speaker as the sound changes 
from one side to the other. These 
are extremes to avoid when you 
buy stereo tapes. 


Quality and balance 


Assuming an excellent tape, you 
will find in the reproducing equip- 
ment many of the same differences 
in fidelity as you find in record 
players. To get good sound you 
must have good quality amplifiers 
of adequate wattage for the speak- 
ers. and the two-speaker systems 
must be of good fidelity and rea- 
sonably well matched. 

If one speaker reproduces with 
much less fidelity than the other it 
will degrade the sound of the en- 
tire system. The old adage about 
the chain being no stronger than 
its weakest link is particularly ap- 
propriate to the 
components of music reproduction. 


interdependent 


It is especially important that 
the two-speaker systems be fairly 
well balanced in the range of the 
high sounds because in most speak- 
ers these sounds are very direction- 
al. The bass tones are more diffused, 
and imbalance in this range is not 
so noticeable.

tapes recommend the speakers be 
set six to twelve feet apart. Because 
of the great variation in room acous- 
tics, this is something you will have 
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to experiment with and judge for 
yourself. 

The problems are these: If the 
speakers are too close together (or 
you are too far away), you lose the 
directional quality of the sound. If 
they are too far apart (or you are 
too close), you get the effect of a 
“hole” in the sound between the 
two speakers. 

In fact, one sound engineer has 
recently developed a three-speaker 
system to eliminate the hole-in-the- 
middle. In this system two horn- 
type speakers are used in two cor- 
ners of a room, and the third speak- 
er is used midway between them. 
The corner horns each reproduce 
a separate channel, the middle 
speaker supplies a blend of the 
two. It is likely there will be other 
developments in reproduction of 
stereo sound with more than two- 
speaker systems. 

You might ask, what happens to 
the sound throughout the house? 
How does stereo in the living room 
sound when I am in the kitchen? 
Here again, the acoustics of the 
house will tell the story, but usu- 
ally you lose the impression of 
stereo when you get much beyond 
the area front and center. What 
you hear in the kitchen will be 
much like monaural sound with two 
speakers except it may also have a 
richer “texture” because of the 
phasing mentioned above. 


Stacked and staggered 
tape heads 


The magnetic pickup on a tape 
machine does basically the same 
job as a needle on a phonograph. It 
literally picks up the sound signals. 
The pickup is in the “head” of the 
tape machine. In shopping for 
stereo tape equipment you may 
have a choice of heads. One kind 
is the “staggered” head, the other 
the “stacked” or “in-line” head. In 
the stacked head, the two magnetic 
pickups (one for each channel) 
are one above the other, directly in 
line. In the staggered head, the 
pickups are offset. The reasons for 
the difference have to do mostly 
with solving production problems. 
From the standpoint of the buyer, 
the stacked head is best because 
not all manufacturers make tapes 
for the staggered heads. Also, splic- 
ing is easier with the stacked head. 
For most machines with a staggered 
head you can now buy a stacked- 
head attachment. 


Recording stereo at home 


You can record monaural tapes 
on most stereophonic machines, and 
there are a few machines already 
on the market which will also re- 
cord stereophonically. If you are 


considering making your own stereo 
recordings, keep in mind that to 
balance the sound, some technical 
knowledge is an advantage.

Tape supply, and cost 


Currently there are about 2,000 
titles on stereo tape. These are made 
by more than 30 different com- 
panies, so there is no need to be 
concerned about the tape supply. 

The Harrison Catalog of Re- 
corded Tapes is a complete and up- 
to-date listing of the available ster- 
eophonic — and monaural — tapes. 
You can get it through your local 
tape dealer, or send 25 cents to 
The Harrison Catalog, 274 Madi- 
son Avenue, New York 16, New 
York. To keep pace with this fast- 
moving field, the catalog is pub- 
lished six times a year. Selections 
range from ballet and band music 
through choral, chamber and con- 
certos to jazz, orchestral works, and 
various novelties and instrumental 
solos and other kinds of music. 

Tape costs about $6 to $10 for a 
d-inch reel. At 714 inches per sec- 
ond, a reel plays 15 minutes (2214 
min. on a thinner type of tape). 
A 7-inch reel costs from about $7 to 
$20—average about $12. At 7144 IPS 
it plays 30 minutes (45 min. on 
thin tape). 


Stereophonic broadcasts 


There are about a_ half-dozen 
“good music” stations across the 
nation that transmit scheduled 
stereophonic broadcasts by AM-FM 
radio. Many other stations are do- 
ing occasional special stereo broad- 
casts, Stereo was pioneered in 1952 
by Station WQXR in New York. 

You need two radios to receive a 
stereo broadcast—one AM and one 
FM set. 
phonic program is sent simultane- 
ously, one channel on AM, the 
other on FM. 

To get the stereophonic effect, 
you simply put the two sets six to 
eight feet apart 


The two-channel stereo- 


(remember the 
equilateral triangle), tune them in, 
and balance the volume. 

There may be other developments 
in stereo broadcasting before too 
long. The most promising is “FM 
Multiplexing” in which one FM sta- 
tion can send two simultaneous sig- 
nals on FM “side bands.” This will 
require an adaptor for the radio 
sets as well as special broadcasting 
equipment. The advantage will be 
improved balance and quality. 

The shortcoming of the current 
AM-FM broadcasts is the difference 
in quality between FM and AM re-

How stereophonic 
records work 


In the next few months you will 
be hearing a lot about stereophonic 
sound on records. Here is a brief 
explanation of how they work: 

For comparison let’s look first at 
a standard phonograph record. Un- 
der a microscope you’d see that 
there are minute vertical impres- 
sions on the sides of the concentric 
V-groove in which the stylus (nee- 
dle) tracks. As these impressions 
vibrate the stylus back and forth, 
the movement is picked up (by the 
pickup) as an electrical signal and 
amplified (by the amplifier) and 
sent to the speaker, which converts 
the reinforced electrical impulse to 
the sound waves you hear. 

Now, if you are still with us, 
here’s how making a two-channel 
stereophonic record differs 
making a standard record: To the 
eye they look the same. But the 
sound from one channel is record- 
ed on one side of the V-groove and 
sound from the other channel is 
recorded on the other side of the V. 
A special pickup (and we won’t 
try to explain how that works) 
picks up these two separate im- 
pulses and sends them to separate 
amplifier and speaker systems. 

With the advent of the stereo 
records, 


from 


we can expect new record 
players to accommodate them. 
However, if you now have a record 
player and would like to modify it. 
there will be equipment available. 
You will need a special stereo car- 
tridge. This can be used for mon- 
aural records. You will also need 
an extra amplifier and a second 
speaker as well. 

As you can see from all we've 
said here, stereophonic is a signifi- 
cant development on the widening 
horizon of sound reproduction, The 
stereo industry may be in its in- 
fancy, but it seems to be a lusty 
child and is likely to grow fast. As 
you listen to it, listen carefully be- 
cause only your own ears can tell 
you whether or not stereophonic 
sound has a place in your future.

Carbon dioxide extinguishers are 
simply very strong metal bottles 
filled with compressed gas, plus a 
valve, plus a “horn” to help direct 
the blast when it is released. The 
gas is heavier than air and literally 
smothers a fire. It settles over the 
burning material and shuts off its 
oxygen supply. It should therefore

This two-and-a-half gallon ex- 
tinguisher is the type familiar to 
everyone—it is seen in_ hotels, 
apartment houses, and nearly all 
public buildings. It is simple to 
operate and almost foolproof if 
given reasonable attention. It is 
the favorite of fire insurance men. 

The soda-acid extinguisher works 
by an ingenious arrangement in- 
side that mixes sulphuric acid with 
a solution of bicarbonate of soda. 
Great quantities of carbon dioxide 
are generated which expand rap- 
idly and force the liquid solution 
out through the small hose. A thin 
but powerful stream is produced 
that can travel 40 feet, though it is 
more effective at closer range. It 
lasts about one minute. 

This type should always be hung 
in an upright position and carried 
upright, as there is a bottle of sul- 
phuric acid inside with a loosely 
fitting stopper. At the scene of the 
fire, when the extinguisher is 
turned upside down, the stopper 
drops out and the acid spills into a

private. The area, however, is a 
city in itself with parking lots, res- 
taurants, first aid stations, and every 
sort of shop a traveler might find 
necessary.

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By way of an IBM Cardotype ma- 
chine, this is fed into the file of 
available space, and the machine 
will find suitable lodgings—if they 
exist. Logexpo centers will be set 
up at the Fair grounds and at the 
Gare du Midi and Gare Central in 


Brussels. 


F special enchantment to parents 

is the news that baby sitters 
will be available at 20¢ a day (re- 
peat 20¢), plus 50¢ for lunch and 
a nap thrown in, in a 2-acre area of 
the Fair called the Children’s King- 
dom. Here is a realm of intriguing 
displays, an Autodrome, a puppet 
show, a Miniature Village, and Bel- 
gian comics to bemuse the young- 
sters while the older folks do the 
major sights. 

Hostesses, trained in foreign 
languages, Belgian history, proto- 
col and the general handling of 
emergencies, are on hand to make 
life easy for all Fair visitors, no 
matter what country they come 
from. Hostesses, policemen and 
Fair attendants will wear buttons 
indicating their ability as polyglots. 
As an American, look for the red 
button with U.S. A. on it in white, 
although it’s conceivable that you 
could understand one who wears 
the G. B. button, which stands for 
Great Britain and the queen’s 
English. 

The entire country of Belgium 
has been alerted to brush up on its 
foreign languages and courteous 
behavior to strangers, just as there 
is a campaign afoot to get all house- 
holders to spruce up their gardens 
and the smiling face they show to 
the world. ; 

For the world, indeed, will be on 
hand. Expected daily attendance is 
175,000, with 700,000 anticipated 
on week ends and on those big hoo- 
ha days when each of the 50 partici- 
pating foreign countries puts on its 
special show. The United States 
will have its National Days on July 
2, 3, and 4. Russia celebrates its 
big days on August 1], 12, 13; 
France on July 7, 8 and Septem- 


ber 25; England has its féte days 
on July 10, 11 and 12. 

Ballet, symphony, drama, folk 
dancing, sports events, fashion 
shows, films will all be part of the 
festivities. 

During the Fair, among our cul- 
tural contributions to the inter- 
national scene will be the Philadel- 
phia Orchestra, directed by Eugene 
Ormandy, with Isaac Stern as solo- 
ist, the American Ballet Theater 
with Nora Kaye as prima ballerina, 
and the New York City Center’s 
production of Carousel.

England is bringing its Royal 
Ballet, France is bringing per- 
formances by the Comédie Francaise 
and the Théatre Nationale, Japan 
is bringing its finest Kabuki play- 
ers. From May 30 to June 15 a 
World Film Festival, presenting the 
best from all countries, will be pre- 
sented, preceded by a convocation 
of movie stars. 


LL of this merely scratches the 

surface of the festivals and spe- 
cial events that are scheduled, quite 
apart from the impressive roster of 
pavilions, international displays, 
of arts, crafts, industries, garden- 
ing, restaurants and flag-flying daily 
events that will keep the 450-acre 
exposition ground lively at all 
times. 

Admission to the Fair will be 
60¢. To date, no arrangements have 
been made for reserving tickets to 
special events on this side of the 
ocean, but for more information 
about the Fair in general, address 
The Official Belgian Tourist Bu- 
reau, 989 Fifth Ave., New York City.

Best Known Shippers 


The name of the shipper is a 
most important guarantee of qual- 
ity. Michel Dreyfus, one of the 
greatest wine authorities in our 
country, says: “One should choose 
a Burgundy shipper as carefully as 
old families in Europe used to 
choose a son-in-law and in much 
the same way—considering his 
background, his financial security, 
talent, integrity.” 

Famous restaurateurs and wine 
collectors all have their favorites 
and stay with them often through 
generations. At the Plaza Athenee 
in Paris most of the Burgundies 
on their distinguished wine list are 
from Jadot. At Dykker & Thys, the 
most de luxe restaurant in Hol- 
land, from Lupé Cholet; at Eden 
au Lac in Zurich, from Thorin. 

Here, with all due apologies for 

grave omissions, is our own HousE 
Beautirut list of a dozen ship- 
pers of Burgundy wines, the best 
known and most widely distributed 
hroughout the United States:

Knights of the Wine Cup 


| Sometimes you will find on a 
ottle of Burgundy the seal of Les 
Chevaliers du Tastevin. Often this 
seal or mark of approval has fo- 
cused the attention of the gourmet 
world on some less-celebrated vine- 
yard or vintage. The Chevaliers are 
ain august organization of Bur- 
zundy fanciers dating back to 
1703. Their lord and master was 
the great Rabelais of Gargantua 
and Pantagruel, priest and physi- 
cian of the Renaissance. André 
Simon was the first Grand Pilier 
of the English branch. In America 
he first Chevalier was the late

>f The Waldorf-Astoria. Now there 


are chapters in Philadelphia, 
Washington. D.C., Wilmington, 


New Orleans, Dallas, Chicago, and 
uos Angeles—about four hundred 
members in the United States, but 
mly about a half-dozen women. 


House BEAutirutL was there this 
fall when, with medieval pomp and 
ceremony, trumpeteers, songs and 
feasting, new members were in- 
toned into the fellowship. 

“In the name of Noah, Bacchus, 
and Saint Vincent” we _ were 
pledged “to make known to all 
people the romantic name of Bur- 
gundy through word, song, and all 
other agreeable ways.”

The Big Sale 


Splendiferous restaurants, ho- 
tels, and wine merchants often dis- 
play with pride Burgundies bear- 
ing the label of the Hospice de 
Beaune. The Hospice is a hospital 
founded in the early 1400’s by one 
of the tax collectors of Louis the 
Eleventh, who donated the ancient 
building as well as a group of vine- 
yards—holdings that have been 
augmented through the years by 
other donors. The entire income of 
the hospital comes from the sale 
of wines sold at auction, usually 
on the third Sunday of every No- 
vember. That now-famous sale is 
preceded by the tastings of the new 
wines from the casks, followed by 
confetti battles in the streets and 
a magnificent dinner proffered by 
the municipality. 

For the festivities the ancient 
wine city of Beaune is decked with 
banners, bowers and clusters of 
balloons, gold and crimson like 
gargantuan grapes. 

The bidding takes place in one 
of the cellars, a room much too 
small for the hundreds of buyers 
and watchers who press for places. 
The doors are jammed, the aisles 
are full. the baleony seems to sway. 

Outside, people are waving high 
above their heads the precious 
orange papers which prove they 
have a right to enter. But they 
can’t, there isn’t room. Inside, de- 
spite the crush, there is a kind of 
stillness. By the light of the can- 
dle the sales are made. That the 
lot has been sold and the bidding 
is over you know not by a shouting 
or pounding of gavel but by a 
single silent wisp of smoke rising 
from the candle wick. More dra- 
matic than a thunder clap! 

There is another curious and 
poignant note. The wall behind the 
auctioneers is hung with the tap- 
estries that the Widow Rollins, 
wife of the founder, had made to

“There are exceptions to all rules; 
there are always some very good 
wines made when a vintage is not 
deserving of the highest marks just 
|as there are, unfortunately, some 
'bad wines made in the best vin- 
tages. Your wine merchant knows 
—trust him.” 


The Proper Age 


The mark of the year reveals not 
only the date of harvest. which is 





a clue to its quality, but also re- 


cords the age of the wine. This is 


extremely important. For a wine 
is not born great. In its infancy 


it may even taste strange and 
rough. Sometimes the roughest 


young wines have the greatest po- 
tentialities. The first stage of de- 


velopment after fermentation is in 
the cask where the wine is kept in 
new wood for eighteen months to 


|two and a half years. Here it de- 
'velops its primary characteristics. 

But only after a wine has been 
bottled and has lived in the bottle 
for a period of time does it achieve 
| its own individuality. It is in the 
bottle that the wine takes on what 
is known as bouquet or bottle bou- 
quet, as contrasted with the fruity, 
| grapy aroma of new wine. It is only 
in the bottle that the wine becomes 


|mellow, subtle. and truly inter- 
esting. In the bottle the wine 


grows to maturity, lives, breathes, 

changes, and eventually—like all

States is toward younger 
vintages mature more quickly than 
others. Ordinarily white Burgun- 
dies are most enjoyable when they 
are two or three years old. 

Red Burgundies. especially the 
big kingly wines of the Cote d’Or, 
take much longer to mature and 
live to a far greater age. Four or 
| five years may be considered a con- 
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servative minimum but these same 
wines can often live ten, fifteen, or 
in some cases thirty or even fifty 
years. However, because of new 
vines and new modern methods of 
fermentation and vinification, pres- 
ent-day wines mature more quickly 
but do not often attain gracefully 
the great age of some of their 
predecessors. 

The fine wines of Burgundy are 
scarce, rare, and much in demand 
all over the world. Naturally the 
price is high even in France. Ex- 
cept in the case of some unscrupu- 
lous operators who prey upon igno- 
rance, the scarcest and best-known 
wines command the highest prices. 
In the United States excellent Bur- 
gundies can be bought in liquor 
stores from about three dollars to 
seven dollars for a 24-ounce bottle. 
In restaurants, of course, the price 
must be a great deal higher. 


To Keep and to Serve 


You should always store a bottle 
of Burgundy on its side so that the 
cork remains wet. The ideal tem- 
perature for storing red Burgun- 
dies is 50 to 55° F. They are served 
at dining room temperature. White 
Burgundies are stored at slightly 
lower temperatures and are served 
cool, about 45 to 48° F. They 
should never be iced. 

Never attempt to warm or chill 
a Burgundy quickly. Sudden 
changes of temperature “break” 
the wine. The damage is_irre- 
vocable. Draw the cork and allow 
a red wine to stand open for at 
least an hour “to permit the wine 
to breathe” and develop its full 
bouquet. 

As they develop into full ma- 
turity red Burgundies will throw 
a deposit which generally clings to 
the side of the bottle. It is im- 
portant not to disturb the sediment 
or the wine will be cloudy. A wine 
cradle helps, but the most knowi- 


edgeable Burgundians prefer to 
cradle their precious bottles in 
their own hands, pouring from 


them carefully in front of the can- 
dle to see when they are getting 
close to the sediment. Generally an 
old wine with a good deal of sedi- 
ment is brought from the cellar the 
day before a dinner party and care- 
fully decanted—always in front of 
a candle. 

Be sure that your wine glass is 
big enough. It should be only one- 
third — full.

large tulip-shaped 
glasses. In a restaurant ask to have 
your wine served in a water goblet 
or a large brandy sniffer. The usual 
wine glasses are ridiculously small 
—and often the wrong shape. 


The Judge Is You 


Look at the wine, swirl it, sniff, 
taste, concentrate, and make up 
your own mind. You can be right 
when all the rest of the world is 
wrong. For since wine is a living, 
breathing, changing thing, the 
character of every single bottle is 
as individual as a fingerprint. 
Don’t be misled by all the august 
names. Even the greatest wine can 
be corky or sick, aged, or spoiled. 

It is not a meaningless gesture 
to pour a little of the wine into the 
glass of the host, to be sniffed and 
assayed before it is served, for if 
by any sad mischance your wine is 
not all that it should be, you should 
voice your disapproval. Send_ it 
back. Any reputable restaurateur 
or wine dealer will gladly replace 
the bottle. 

Your wine should look beautiful, 
it should smell exquisite, and taste 
glorious.

covering with a cotton-fiber back- 
ing which makes it practically as 
lightweight paper.

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Pre-pasted vinyl squares, pat- 
terned with texture and designed 
for walls, offer an easy and tough 
wall covering which you can apply 
yourself. Paste, on the back of 
squares, needs only water-soaking 
to turn it into adhesive. Squares 
come in bamboo or mahogany tex- 
tures, 8” square, about 13¢ each. 

Newest form of vinyl, specifically 
designed for wall covering, is a 
slim, semi-rigid laminate which 
captures in its plastic all sorts of 
decorative material—mother of 
pearl, gilt threads, butterflies, 
grasses—and makes an elegant sur- 
facing. Comes in 10” squares and 
4114” x 6114” sheets, may have a 
matte, glossy or textured surface, 
like cloth. Costs from 55¢ a tile. 

Self-adhesive vinyl, with its 
own stickiness on its back, offers a 
simple covering for smaller areas, 
with the advantage that you can 
easily rip it off and change the pat- 
tern any time. It generally comes 
18” wide, about 50¢ a yard. Ma- 
terial also comes in patterned cut- 
out motifs to accent plain walls. 

Silk, usually lightweight Japan- 
ese shiki silk, backed with paper, 
now makes a luxurious fabric wall 
feasible with paper-hanging meth- 
ods, as opposed to old methods of 
stretching fabric on a framework of 
wood strips. Not for people whose 
children are grimy-handed crayon 
artists, to be sure, but this is rich 
and lovely wall covering in the 
appropriate place, giving rooms a 
sense of warmth and real elegance. 
Comes in delicious colors, is fre- 
quently flocked, screen-printed or 
hand-painted, 30” wide, from $9 
a single roll on up: 

Grass cloth, hemp and 
woven-fiber papers, less costly 
than silk, can give walls the pleas- 
ing, eye-warming effect of textured 
fabric, come 36” wide, $8-$10 a 
single roll. 

Burlap and canvas-type 
weaves can give walls the warmth 
of fabric and protect the plaster 
walls. They take a tough beating. 
They are backed by a strong fibrous 
composition, can be hung like wall- 
paper, and in some cases where a 
plastic finish has been given to 
the fabric, can be scrubbed clean. 
Come in 30” and 36” widths, cost 
from $3 to $4 a roll. 

Three-dimensional, boldly 
textured wall coverings which 
may be patterned like stone, brick, 
bark, or in geometric designs, are 
tough compositions involving such 
materials as linseed oil, plaster. 
cement, asbestos, and backed with 
paper. They’re stylish, durable and 
washable and require a mastic ad- 
hesive rather than wallpaper paste. 
Sold by the roll in wallpaper stores, 


they generally come 30” wide, in 
15-ft. rolls, $8.50 to $35. 

Cork, a great sound-absorber 
and quiet wall-dignifier, can be 
applied in square tiles and sheets, 
with special mastic. Figure the cost 
at about 65¢ a square foot, profes- 
sionally installed. There is cur- 
rently a molded cork patterned like 
bricks, costing from 75¢ to $1 a 
square foot. Another new paper is 
cork, tissue-paper thin, almost 
lacy, applied to metallic or colored 
paper backing. Comes 30” wide, 
about $12 a 5-yard roll. 

Leather is as luxurious on mod- 
ern walls as it was in Renaissance 
palaces. New tanning and dyeing 
processes have given it great sup- 
pleness, washability, and a bound- 
less color range in textures from 
plain and antiqued to embossed 
and tooled surfaces. The newest 
treatment is a raised patterning 
similar to trapunto work. It is sold 
in rolls 36” wide, in any length. 

A new development is leather 
tiles, which cost about $1.25 a 
square foot. (See House BrautrI- 
FUL, November 1957, for details.) 

Curon, Curtiss-Wright’s new 
foam plastic, comes as a slim tile 
of soft, spongy foam which cush- 
ions the walls, creating a sound- 
absorbing surface, and has the in- 
sulating quality of keeping heat 
out in summer, and keeping it in 
in winter. 

The material, light as a cloud, 
comes in 10” squares with a flat 
or a striated, textural surface, in 
12 pleasant colors, about 31¢ a tile. 
The striated pattern also comes in 
rolls, 24” wide, 30’ long, about 
37¢ a square foot. It can be vacuum 
cleaned or, since its surface is 
painted and the breathable stuff is 
quick-drying, can be wiped clean 
with a damp cloth. It can be ap- 
plied to plaster, metal, wallboard 
or cinderblock walls with its own 
special adhesive or any good grade 
of cellulose wallpaper adhesive. 

Teraise, Monsanto’s new semi- 
rigid plastic has a textural quality 
that lies somewhere between stone 
and wood veneer. It’s a pattern of 
V%4”’-thick vertical strips on a heavy 
paper base, with strips varying

from 14” to 34” in width. It can be

installed horizontally or vertically. 
The surface is pleasantly non- 
glossy, the variety of colors is 
broad, all with a tiny metallic fleck 
that gives the surface liveliness. 
Tough, scrubbable, fire-resistant, 
cuttable with a scissors, it has an 
elegant look of lightness. It is in- 
stalled with water-soluble adhe- 
sives. It comes in 12” wide con- 
tinuous lengths up to 500 feet, 
costs about 50¢ or under a square 
foot, depending on quantity bought.

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when I went on a one-day tour 
around Loch Lomond with some 
American friends. Worse luck, aft- 
er only a few exposures the camera 
seemed to jam, and neither my 
friends nor I could manage to turn 
the roll. But as soon as we reached 
the next town, the proprietor of a 
small camera store had it going in 
no time. He also was able to give 
me a few pointers on using the cam- 
era—and that time I paid attention 
to the instructions.

A fence can bring neatness and order to an untidy plant.

static regularity of a fence 


he more you know about the reasons fences and 
plants look so well together, the better effects 
you can get with them in your garden. Their com- 
patibility lies in contrast. Be it for looks, screening, or 
protection, a fence is a strong and regular design element, 
probably the most severe in your garden. When you use 
flowers with it, they soften the uncompromising look and 
literally tie the fence to the garden. They make it a part 
of the garden rather than simply a division or boundary. 

The great thing a fence can do for plants is to provide 
order and backbone for those that look untidy or lazy, 
and provide a quiet, sustained background against which 
the showy ones look even better. 

When working with fences and plants (and there’s end- 
less variety) look for special qualities in each that can 
be enhanced by the other. Don’t, for example, obscure a 
handsome fence with a vigorous fast-growing plant, or 
use a delicate lacy plant on a fence with a strong pattern. 


If the fence will need occasional painting, don’t plant too 


close or use vines that will cover it up completely. 








Roses and rail fences are classic companions. The fence helps 
tidy the sprawling plants and the roses brighten and soften -the 
fence. One bush at the base of each post will cover much of the 
fence and leave enough of the wood texture exposed to avoid the 


monotony of a solid hedge of foliage and flowers. When a fence 
is planted exclusively with roses, use either one variety, such 
as Blaze, or combine two varieties having clear contrasting colors. 


A high stake fence has a strong vertical quality—the ideal 
background for less vigorous vines such as clematis and slower- 
erowing climbing and rambler roses. as well as varieties called 
“pillar” roses in the catalogs. When you plan to train vines 
against such fences. set the plants far enough apart to leave 
space to train them in a light tracery without obliterating the 
pattern of the fence itself. Tie vines to wires run horizontally.

A little vegetable garden 


is an excellent thing 


M y belief, after 20 years of gar- 
dening, is that a little garden is an 
excellent thing. We have only*500 
square feet of vegetables. 

Yet in three months last summer 
the only vegetables we bought were 
three carrots and some celery. We 
had enough, moreover, to give away 
a short ton of tomatoes, lettuce, and 
other stuff to friends. 

I concentrate on those vegetables 
which taste notably better when 
just out of the garden instead of 
the store and which succeed in our 
soil. These include corn, leaf let- 
tuce, broccoli, lima beans, snap 
beans, scallions and onions, beets, 
tomatoes, parsley, and chives. 

Some contend that corn is not 
suitable for a small garden, for 
it takes too much space. But corn 
and tomatoes are the trumps of the 
American land. Civilization has 
cheated the city man of good toma- 
toes and corn and this seems to me 
a scurvy trick. Tomatoes that have 
not ripened on the vine are poor 
things. Corn a day old in the stove 
is for the pigs. 

On the question of corn versus 
space, | quiet my conscience with 
a plan. First, in early April, I plant 
seven rows of early, quick-growing 
crops, three feet apart: leaf lettuce 
(45 days to maturity), early beets 
(55 days), onion sets (25 days to 
green onions), and a little later 
snap beans (52 days). 

Between each of these rows of 
short-season crops, I plant one row 
of tomatoes or corn. Before the late 
crops need all the yard of soil be- 
tween their rows, the early crops 
are gone. This means using rather 
a lavish hand with the fertilizer 
late in June; scatter it about seven 
inches from the corn and tomatoes 
and cultivate it into the soil. 

Lettuce can manage its own alf- 
fairs with the spring weather as 
happily as a weed. I made plant- 
ings of lettuce every month from 
February to September, using Oak 
Leaf and Bronze Beauty to mature 
in the hot months, Bibb as a head- 
ing lettuce for fall and Grand Rap- 
ids and Broad-Leaved Batavian en- 
dive (escarole) any time. We had 
leaf lettuce from early May to 
Christmas. 

Beets need plenty of organic mat- 
ter in the soil. The soil must also 
be close to the alkaline (sweet) 
side. All other vegetables can make 
out with a bit of acid. I plant beets

from April to mid-July. 

I plant onion sets as early as I 
can dig, that is, when the earth 
does not cling in gobs to the spade. 


We use about every other plant

Last year I tried a stunt, new to 
me, with corn. To lengthen the har- 
vest season, I put in Golden Midget 
(65 days to maturity), Stowell’s 
Evergreen (100 days), each in its 
own block, all in mid-May. I also 
made a late planting of Evergreen. 
For all-season harvest. one seeds- 
planting Our 
Choice, Carmelcross, Golden Cross 
Bantam, and Country Gentleman 
Hybrid all at the same time. We 
had corn from July to October 
that was out of this world. 

According to Indian 


man recommends 


tradition, 
you must not plant corn until the 
oak leaves are as big as a squir- 
rel’s ears. Corn should be grown 
in blocks of three or more rows, 
never in one or two, in order to 
encourage cross-pollination. 


FTER the first corn, Golden 
Midget. had gone. I planted 
Tendergreen beans and_ endive. 


After the second and third harvests 
of corn. I put in lettuce in variety, 
and Egyptian onions to stay in the 
garden all winter. Thus, I get three 
crops out of the corn land. 

I cannot find Egyptian onion sets 
around New York and this seems 
strange. For through the fall and 
very early in the spring they will 
produce green onions as good as 
the best. They do not form dry 
onions. Egyptian or “multiplier” 
onion sets split into two or three 
tiny delicate scallions in the fall. 
In the spring each of these becomes 
a giant green onion. I buy sets in 
the fall by mail from a seedsman. 











There are several good tomatoes 
but I like Marglobe and Rutgers 
for the main crop. Before planting 
them, I dig holes about nine inches 
deep and into the bottom of each 
I push a tonkin pole, leaning my 
weight on it. Tonkin poles are slim 
but strong bamboos, a good buy 
for they never seem to wear out. I 
have had mine for seven years. I 
put in the plants, burying the stem 
up to the first leaf and leaving a 
shallow depression around the 
base of the plant. 

I start to prune off the side shoots 
of tomatoes, as it says in the book. 
In a few weeks 
bother and I usually let them grow. 
This is not a bad idea, actually, 
for the fruit ripen prettier when 
they have some shade. For tying 
to the stake I use both soft string

seed store sells. 

In other parts of the garden I 
plant broccoli, lima beans, parsley, 
and the later snap beans and let- 
tuce in variety. 

Broccoli will thrive in cold 
weather and plants may be put in 
as soon as the ground can be 
worked. Parsley is also hardy and 
should be planted very early every 
year, though it is a biennial. It 
gives little bother but is the slow- 
est of growing things. A dozen 
plants will be enough for you and 
the neighbors. Chives are peren- 
nials, purchased as growing plants.

never used superphosphate in many 
soils in the older parts of the East 
has a big surprise coming when 
he does use it. His corn will tower 
like oaks and, because of the size 
and glory of his tomatoes, he will 
commit the sin of pride. Many of 
our soils seem to have a radical 
lack of phosphorus. I also dig in 
at spading time about 40 pounds 
of pulverized limestone every three 
or four years or 20 pounds of hy- 
drated lime to my 500-square-foot 
garden plot. 

If you do half the cultivating 
and chores the books advise, with a 
judicious application of muscle and 
mind, you can hardly miss a good 
crop, even on a little plot. At least, 
that has been our experience.

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The Tone Poem—III 


Strauss At His Best 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 


The shortest are the best. Of the 
seven programmatic works for or- 
chestra. which Richard Strauss 
composed, the two most productive 
of enthusiasm are the two tersest, 
Till Eulenspiegel and Don Juan. 
Brevity is not, of course. the chief 
reason for their popularity. It so 
happens that Strauss, at the zenith 
of his youthful vigor (he was only 
twenty-four when he composed Don 
Juan and thirty when he wrote 
Till). did not here indulge him- 
self in the meandering passages 
which, with all their cleverness, 
flatten the enjoyment of some of 
his other works. No, here are hills 
and valleys and no sandy stretches. 

Strauss was a youthful composer : 
his best music is his early music. 
He lived long enough to turn from 
‘a rebel to a classic,” as he him- 
self said and to repeat the inspira- 


| tions of his youth, imitating him- 


self rather than finding fresh ideas. 
It may be significant that both sub- 
jects of the two tone poems are 
youthful figures. One is the arch- 
type of the romantic hero, quite 
irresponsible, the other is the 
merry young fool, equally irrespon- 
sible. Both are “escape literature,” 
both represent a little of what we 
want to be and will never be. 

Or is this an explanation after 
the fact? I do not think so. I think 
the music was helped by the attrac- 
tiveness of the subjects, the inspi- 
ration of the composer stimulated 
by the affinity he felt toward the 
two young protagonists. The popu- 
larity of this music was—and is 
today—aided by the fact that we 
can understand Don Juan a lot 
better than Zarathustra, Till Eulen- 
spsegel, a lot easier than the dying 
man who waits for transfiguration.

Richard Strauss himself 
ducted the first performance of 
Don Juan in Weimar in 1888. It 


was, in spite of its daring novelty, 


con- 


an immediate success. “The piece 
sounded like magic,” wrote Strauss, 
with becoming lack of modesty. 
Three years later the great con- 
ductor Arthur Nikisch set it before 
the subscribers of the Boston Sym- 
phony. Even that conservative audi- 
ence liked it. 


VER since Mozart. and even be- 
fore, Don Juan has been a fa- 
vorite figure of the world’s music. 
Long before Mozart, he had been a 
favorite figure of the world’s litera- 
ture. The restless, amoral, dissatis- 
fied, handsome Don has been partic- 
ularly popular with German writers, 





perhaps for the same reason that 
English authors write so well about 
food. Strauss’s tone poem is based 
on a poem by Nikolaus Lenau, a 
Hungarian poet, and extracts of the 
poem precede the composition on 
the flyleaf of the score. Most of 
the music is built on three themes. 
The first of these is sharp, com- 
manding, pleading. This is con- 
trasted with the second, following 
closely, which is lan- 
guorous, and tranquil in character. 
The third theme, easily recogniz- 
able since it is first proclaimed in 
an important way by the horns, 
may be taken as indicating the 
person of the knight himself. But 
all three suggest the Don, perhaps 


romantic, 


in three aspects: his desires, the 
object or rather the subject of 
these desires, and his personal ap- 
pearance. The early part of the 
tone poem shows us Don Juan as 
he sweeps all before him, striding 
in self-confidence. How magically 
alive he appears! Later, in the 
course of the music, Don Juan does 
meet a woman who, at least for a 
time, seems to resist him. There 
is a long passage, capricious and 
delightful, in which a violin solo 
indicates this lady of temporary 
virtue. A good deal of flirtation 
ensues; this gradually assumes a 
more serious character and devel- 
ops into a scene of love-making. 
With marvelous artistry the mood 
is raised to an ever higher plane 
until the whole orchestra sings a 
melting song. 

Strauss’s interest in Don Juan is 
psychological. Nothing in the tone 
poem suggests the old story. Absent 
is the figure of the slain father who 


as a stone statue comes to visit the 





Don and drags him down to Hell. 
| There is no denouement, and the

only punishment meted out to the 
hero is the one he himself lays on 
himself: eternal dissatisfaction, 
eternal unfulfillment, and, as 
Lenau’s poem has it, a dejection 
which that “cold and 
darkness settle on the hearth.” All 
this is so general and vague that 
we would 


concludes 


be quite within our 
rights to call the tone poem “Casa- 
nova” or to give it the name of 
any other hero, just so long as the 
title suggested the intensely ro- 
mantic character of the composi- 
tion. For that is what, first and 
last, we have here: a romantic work 
of music infinitely glamorous, one 
which glows with beauty.

Yet, not 
so different! Here too one need not 
strain in concluding that its popu- 
larity is derived from the romantic 
nature of the music. Till Owlglass 
is the fool of the old legend who 
makes fun of all the good and 
respectable people, strips the 
worthy of their pretensions, and 
ends. though punished in life, in 
recollection as a bit of a homely 
philosopher. He is a rogue as Don 
Juan is, but in a different sense, 
devilish but not demonic, a prank- 
ster but not to be feared. His is 
obviously a fairy tale. 


SKED for a program of the mu- 
+4 sic, Strauss never officially is- 
sued one. After pointing out two 
motives characterizing Till. he bids 
us, the listeners, “crack the hard 
nut ourselves” and “guess at the 
magical joke which the rogue of- 
fers.” On the other hand, Strauss 
sanctioned certain programmatic 
explanations prepared by others. 
Since Strauss did this with more 
than one work, we cannot help but 
feel that he was playing a game, 


a game of naming and unnaming, 


which succeeded in confusing. 
Never mind, it is not important 
whether we know exactly what 


does happen at each moment. For 
here again, as in any good tone 
poem, the work can and should be 
enjoyed as music once the general 
subject is fixed. 

The rondo,

sweet strings and even by the tran- 
quil flute.

But even on the scaffold 
Till remains Till, and one of the 
best effects of the poem lies in the 
courageous and a little pitiful 
squeaking of Till’s theme as he is 
gradually being overpowered by 
the funeral drums. Finally he is

**WEust they make rugs so thick 
that you’re up to your ankles in 
pile?” asked Mrs. Linsdorf pee- 
vishly.

We had just decided that a pat- 
terned, something-special, custom- 

ade area rug was what we needed 
to give Mrs. Linsdorf’s gray, gold, 
a elegant living room a finishing 
fillip of loveliness, and were taxi- 
ing down to Edward Fields’ show- 
room to talk over the project. 

“A high pile gives people a 
sense of luxury, I suppose.

Running your property to have maximum beauty without too 
much wear and tear (and without gardening help) is a rela- 
tively new art—no more than 10 or 15 years old. Even then, 
it has dawned in certain regions earlier than others. Here’s 


what it all boils down to, no matter where you live: 


I Your property has to be intentionally designed to be easy to keep 
up; lawns graded level with pavings so mowers can finish at one 
swipe, soft flowing transitions between grades, no sharp corners

2, Avoid troublesome or tender plants. Also avoid the quick-growing 
tree or shrub. It outgrows its place too fast. Dwarf types “stay

The path to the entrance door winds and turns, creating a 


casual, informal woodland mood. No straight lines or sharply 
defined edges occur anywhere in the garden. Mosses and ground 
covers curl over the edges of roughly finished paving stones, 
softening the man-laid walk. Only the crisp architecture of the 
house contrasts with the softness and naturalness of the land- 


scape. Yet all these casual plantings are blessedly permanent. 


Such naturalistic landscaping is particularly appropriate 
for a house of natural wood with no symmetrical balance or 
formal axis. It would be less appropriate for a white house or 
one with Greek Revival columns, for they call for manicured 
lawns, long symmetrical vistas and the other idioms of formality, 
which always take a lot of care. If you are planning to build, 
anticipate whether the easy-to-care-for garden, which most peo- 


ple now want, will fit appropriately with the architecture.

ee never been able to determine whether the trend to 
paved terraces sprang out of a deep-seated need to cut 
down on grass-mowing or the desire to make the outdoors 
look like the indoors. But whatever the motivation, paving 
in the garden does reduce work. And since we don’t like 
terraces to look like drab public sidewalks, we have found 
all kinds of ways to make them look attractive. The prettiest 
and easiest is “washed concrete.” in which the top of the 
concrete is washed and broomed away, exposing the aggre- 
gate or pebbles. The concrete mix itself can be colored and/ 
or the pebbles can be colored. Either way, the result can 
look pretty special. If poured in place, in large areas sepa- 
rated only by the necessary expansion joints, it can be ac- 
complished rather quickly and not too expensively if you 
do it yourself, 

But, if you are not up to big construction projects, you 
can get the same effect by making (or buying ready-made) 
smaller squares or rectangles of similarly made concrete. 

There are several ways of producing pebble concrete, 
including acid washes or the tamping in of various-size 
eravels just before the concrete hardens. But for the man

And not only in money, for the combination tool with its 
smaller attachments doesn’t take up nearly the storage space 
that individual units do. Maintenance will be at a minimum 
too, for there’s only one engine to care for. 

Not every component will appeal to everyone. If you're 
in the snow belt, the snow thrower may be your first choice 
after the mower, possibly even before. If you have a country 
place and an occasional power failure means catastrophe, 
the generator wiil be of prime importance. Families who 
have their own vegetable plots will certainly buy the tiller. 
The beauty of the multipurpose power package is that you 
can pick and choose this way, setting up your own combina- 
tion to satisfy very personal needs. 

These power packages tall basically into two categories: 
those that have only handles and are placed on attachments 
that have wheels, and those that have their own wheels. 
Details of these two types are given on the following pages. 
In general, those with wheels have more horsepower and 
are designed for heavier-duty work. A small third group 


consists of hand-carried tools for lighter garden jobs.

The snow 
thrower is the next popular tool, followed by the 
sprayer, generator, edger-trimmer, aerator, pump, and 
small farming tools such as cultivators, furrowers, 
and discs. Not all companies have all attachments, and 
if you’re planning a buying program for the future, 
be sure that the company you choose has your com- 
bination of attachments.

I6 plants that give the most 
for the least effort 


he trick in easy-work gardening is to discover plants that 

more or less take care of themselves, yet also have 
enough distinction to justify taking up space. Some plants 
are superior for their foliage alone, others for flowers 
which command attention, each in its season. Hardy plants 
that survive the stress of climate are the backbone of most 
gardens. Beyond hardiness, a plant should be manageable, 
not forever needing drastic pruning, dividing, and replant- 
ing to keep it looking presentable. Wherever summer color 
is important, select something everblooming like geraniums. 
Plants here are worth while, require minimum care.

Pachysandra still rates first place as an evergreen ground- 
cover under trees. Dig an abundance of humus into soil before 
planting. Set plants 6 to 10 inches apart in early spring.

You cant beat flowering 
trees and shrubs for 
taking care of themselves 


f you crave beauty around your home and yet must limit the 

number of hours spent fussing with plants, then evergreen 
and deciduous shrubs as well as flowering trees are meant for 
you. Shrubs can complete your landscape in a jiffy. They’re quick 
to grow to mature size, and then become stabilized at their full 
height. Should heavy pruning be necessary later on to thin the 
clump, then they take only one season to flower heavily again. 
Shrubs are shaped naturally almost any way you like: tall and 
slim, low and spreading. Beyond the kinds pictured here, turn 
in catalogs to lilacs, mockoranges, spireas, viburnums and shrub 
roses. Flowering trees to treasure are magnolias, hawthorns, orna- 


mental cherries, crabapples, peaches, plums.

You can't have low maintenance 


without EFFICIENT STORAGE 


f you have to lift and drag and skin your knuckles to 

get the lawn sweeper out from behind the power mower, 
you are losing the labor-saving advantage of the machines. 
And the time has come for more efficient storage. Good 
storage comes from analyzing the way you work and the tools 
you use. Face up to your present needs and your hopes 
for the future. Then plan big. It might take years for the 
total job, but you can never do it right without a total plan. 

If today’s need is a place for a new riding mower, 
think of it in relation to all the other storage you could 
use. Consider outdoor cooking equipment, garden furniture, 
sprays, fertilizers, hand tools, pots and tubs, soil mix 


and peat moss, and see how much of this related storage 
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you can combine in an attractive and workable way. 

Plan to make useful room for everything, arranged so 
it is easy to see, to take out, and put back. Here are some 
well-proved methods that may help. House bulky equip- 
ment in shallow stalls with wide doors, so one piece can 
be taken out without moving another. Eliminate obstruc- 
tions at the threshold to make it easy to roll wheeled equip- 
ment. Keep wall space and insides of doors free to use for 
shelves and hanging tools. Use a plastic roof for daylight, 
leaving windowless walls for storage. When possible, garden 
storage deserves a separate weatherproof, well-ventilated 
structure. Design it to double as a privacy screen and a 


background for plants. Make storage an all-round asset.

Modern man need not “go native” in order to live com- 
fortably wherever he may build, but if he understands 
and applies basic principles which have been built into 


structures indigenous to that region he will be much 





better prepared to contend with the problems of climate. 
The “native” builder may not be scientific in his approach, but he does 
build from an accumulative experience. a kind of weather wisdom. 

The winter residence which Robert B. Browne, architect, designed 
for Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth McClave is based upon three essentials to 
comfort in hot humid climates: that the living areas be as open on 
the sides as possible to permit movement of air through and under 
the structure; that it be well sheltered overhead from sun and rain; 
and that it be raised above the ground for protection from both 
bugs and moisture, due either to ground dampness or slow runoff 


of water in sudden, heavy storms. (Please turn the page) 
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Shaped by the demands of climate, the house is (1) raised on 
a concrete platform, free of the ground, to help solve the problems of 
bugs and humidity; (2) sealed on all sides with insect-screen against a 
profligate insect world; (3) sheltered under a great spread of roof which 
protects against torrential rain and turns away sun’s heat with its white 
top reflective surface; (4) kept as open as possible to permit cooling 


breezes to blow through and under it; (5) securely anchored, structur 


ally, against the possible forces of hurricanes. Makes it about perfect! 
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One sheltered space, the house, seen here 


from screened porch, is planned to maintain its 
Openness and yet to provide appropriate separa 
tion of functions. The encompassing roof, quite 
low at the sides, acts as a visor against unpleas- 
ant sky-glare and rises to a high center, venti-

These essentials have been straightforwardly and, without stylis- 
tic affectation, translated into a setting for contemporary life by 
the use of new techniques and new and old materials. The _plat- 
form is constructed of precast masonry units resting on a concrete 
sub-structure as added protection against the omnivorous insects. 
The sheltering roof is given a topping of white to further turn 
away the heat of the sun’s rays.

Here are the noted Bordeaux 
shippers whose wines are available in the United 
States: Barton & Guestier, Bichot, Calvet, Cruse et 
Fils, Delor, Deluze, Eschenauer, Kressmann, Lichine, 
and Sichel. When in doubt, trust the judgment of a 
carefully chosen dealer or restaurateur. 

© Be willing to pay a fair price. You must realize that 
a Premier Cru Chateau-bottled wine must cost a great 
deal more than a regional one. 

© Decant a claret if it is more than ten years old 
and/or shows sediment. Present cork with claret. 

® Store clarets like other red wines (on their side) 
at about 55° (never over 70°). Serve at “room tem- 
perature,” which in Europe means about 68°. Better 
too cold than too hot. 

© Uncork and allow claret to breathe at least an hour 
before serving. With old wines this is most important. 
@ Make certain your glass is big enough, clear enough, 
thin enough, and slightly narrowed at the top. A large 
glass should not be filled more than a third. The 
empty part of the glass is to gather the bouquet, and 
does not imply stinginess. Five or six ounces is a 
generous serving. 

® Follow the dictates of Edward VII who said that 
you must not only drink your wine but inhale it, look 
at it, taste it, think about it—and talk about it.

Often it is used as a generic term for 
wines made with a preponderance of Cabernet grapes, 
Among the cognoscenti, however, claret has become known 
as the English name for the red wines of Bordeaux. Claret 
and Bordeaux are not necessarily synonymous. Wines—red, 
white or pink—grown in the Bordeaux country and only| 
those wines can properly take the illustrious name of the 
Bordeaux homeland. Only the red wines are called claret. 
White wines of the Bordeaux area are known as Graves,

14. Keep slab moist or covered 
for several days as part of curing 
process. 

Pebble mosaic has more interest- 
ing possibilities because you, the 
craftsman, can control the texture 
by your selection and placement of 
surface materials. It can be used 
as the sole paving in an area, or 
as an insert in a larger expanse of 
pebble concrete or other paving. 

Since the pattern elements are 
used only in the top of the slab, 
they may be more expensive and 


choice and include imported Mexi- 
can or Japanese stones, Italian 
marble chips, brass or aluminum 
strips. However, materials 
nearby beaches or local building 
material supplies offer variations 
in size, shape, color, and texture. 
Small precast blocks of various 
sizes may be laid as bricks on a 
compacted sand or rock dust base, 
or with mortar joints on a concrete 
base. The unit size selected will 
depend on both the pattern planned 
for the blocks and the design for 


from 


the completed paving. Remember 
that a block of concrete approxi- 
mately 12” x 12” x 3” weighs about 
46 pounds and isn’t easy to carry. 
Also, if the units are precast, you 
have a chance to reject your least 
handsome ones. 


How to make mosaic blocks 


1. Pebble blocks are 
made in an oiled wood form and 
filled to within 1” or 144” of the 
top with a 5-sack mix. The depths 
allowed for the veneer pour depend 
upon the size of the pebbles and 
whether they will be placed flat

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area could be quite treacherous.) 

The pattern potential of larger 
scale mosaics is more exciting and 
infinite—stripes, squares, 
scallops, fleur-de-lys, or abstracts 
with added,

conversation pieces 
or Roman coins from Pompeii. 

The same method of installation 
may be used with the 2” sub-slab 
poured in place rather than in a 
small form. 

Experience will teach the amount 
of pebble mosaic which may be 
started and completed in one day, 
but start slowly and plan to stop 
along an expansion joint. 

In involved mosaics, galvanized 
metal or wooden templates cut to 
fit elements of the pattern can be 
used repeatedly and will facilitate 
your work, 

Strings may be stretched across 
the area to guide the outline of 
geometric designs. 

Keeping mosaic damp speeds 
curing, avoids fine surface cracks. 

Still another method is one sim- 
ilar to that used by tile setters: 

1. The basic design is worked 
out on heavy paper at full scale 
and then divided into units ap- 
proximately 2’ square. 

2. Using carbon paper, the de- 
sign unit is transferred in reverse

Here, in the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Fredrick Scott, Architects Page, South- 
erland, and Page used louvered doors to control the 
light and ventilation. 

When the shutters are closed, they keep out the light 
but do not stop air movement. The doors are louvered 
full width and top to bottom. Each of the 16 panels is 
operated separately by a vertical center rod. This gives 
great flexibility of control. For instance, during an after- 
noon nap on a hot day the lower row of shutters can be 
opened to let in more air.

quantity. Stones are heavy, so try 
to locate them in places you can 
easily reach by car when the time 
comes to get a larger supply. As 
you experiment, you «vill find it 
possible to gauge how great a vol- 
ume of the particular stone you are 
using will be necessary for a spec- 
ified area. Generally speaking, it 
will take more pebbles by weight if 
they are large than it will if small 
ones are to cover the same area. 

If you are doing great areas that 
become submerged in the over-all 
scheme, beautiful texture and color 
are all important. But if they are 
to be viewed more intimately, a 
studied, jewel-like quality may be 
what you want to strive for. 

Method 1. Probably the easiest 
way to start learning would be to 
simply scatter pebbles over the sur-

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it can be used only where pieces 
are to be precast. Just as soon as 
the concrete is rigid, turn the form 
over carefully, like an up-side-down 
cake, and brush with a stiff broom 
or brush. As this involves handling 
the concrete before it has reached 
its full strength, it is best con- 
fined to pieces of a size that can 
be handled gently without jarring 
and possibly fracturing them. 

Method 4. By far the most cre- 
ative and pleasurable way to work 
with pebbles is to set them directly 
into concrete according to a pre- 
viously planned design. You see 
what you’re doing at all times and 
-have everything under control. It 
is somewhat more difficult to get 
an absolutely level surface by this 
‘method, as you can count on some 
rising higher than others. But if 
you're working with small pebbles 
‘this doesn’t matter too much. 


OU should be careful to pre- 
pare only the area which can be 
set before the cement begins to 
harden (an hour or two at most). 
The actual placement of the stones 
can be speeded considerably if the 
pebbles have been previously sorted 
and classified into groups accord- 
ing to size and color. Place each 
kind in a separate container to pro- 





duce, in effect, a palette of stones. 

Method 5. A variation of the pre- 
vious method is to work in reverse 
by first fixing the position of the 
stones temporarily in gelatin. This 
is again a method only suitable for 
precasting, but has the advantage 
that in addition to producing a 
level surface, a design drawn on 
paper may be used to guide your 
placement of the pebbles. After the 
stones have been placed. partially 
set them in a heavy solution made 
with plain gelatin and half as much 
water as a cook’s recipe calls for. 
Use care to cover the pebbles slight- 
ly less than half their depth so that 
sufficient area remains to produce 
a good bond with the concrete. Also 
see that the mold or form is kept 
absolutely level so that the gelatin 
is of equal depth throughout. Use 
gelatin only in a fairly cool tem- 
perature, as heat will affect its firm- 
ness, and take care not to slosh 
it on that part of the surface which 
is later to be covered with concrete. 
Add the concrete after the gelatin 
has hardened to a firm rubbery 
consistency. Then after the con- 
crete has hardened, turn the whole 
thing out of the mold, and imme- 
diately peel off the gelatin, leaving 
the clean exposed This 
method would be for small, pre- 


stones. 


cious areas where finesse counts. 

It is likely that you’ll want to 
experiment on a small scale so as 
to preview some of the different 
effects you can obtain through vari- 
ous choices of material, density of 
concrete mix, and techniques of 
setting in pebbles. For this, use a 
greased cake pan or a pie pan as 
a mold, and a small sack of dry 
premixed concrete from the hard- 
ware store. To guide you in know- 
ing how much concrete to mix at 
one time, a twenty-five pound sack 
of a product such as Sakrete Sand 
Mix (one part cement to two parts 
sand) measures fifteen pints by vol- 
ume and requires about three pints 
of water. This will make a slab 
two feet square of the usual thick- 
ness for precast pieces which is 
about one and one-half inches. 

Concrete can also be colored by 
the addition of lime-tested dyes. 
(Source of lime-tested cement col- 
ors is mentioned below.) 

Since regular cement is gray in 
color and is mixed with brown 
sand, it will tend to dull colors. So 
if you want clear, light tones, use 
white cement and white sand. This 
does not come premixed, but in- 
gredients can be bought in small 
quantities at a large paint store, or 
in bulk at the building supply 
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store or the lumber yard. 

Whether you are using a dry pre- 
mixed product or mixing your own 
concrete, always dry-mix it again 
just before adding the water, so as 
to insure uniformity. Any coloring 
matter should be mixed with the 
dry ingredients. Color in the fin- 
ished concrete tends to look much 
stronger than in the dry mix. To 
test its strength, moisten a bit of 
the dry-mix and spread it thinly 
on a board to dry quickly. 


XERCISE great care in adding 

the right amount of water to a 
concrete mixture as it is being made. 
Concrete is the result of a chemical 
action between cement and water, 
the sand or stone being an inert 
filler, and as this action is imme- 
diate and complete in character, 
don’t try to doctor up a mixture 
once it has been made, by adding 
either cement or water to it. The 
added material may not become a 
part of the chemical action, and a 
weak concrete may be your reward. 
Add water cautiously, mixing it as 
mixture’s 
stiff cake 
dough. It should be stiff enough to 
have to be pushed gently into place, 
not slump out flat, but it must not

For any precast method except 
the indirect one of positioning with 
gelatin, a bottomless form an inch 
and one-half or more high laid on 
tar paper and placed over a flat sur- 
face is satisfactory.

The essential 
point in all cases is to use the ad- 
hesive recommended by the manu- 
facturer for the particular type of 
installation you are making. 

Cork and linoleum tile still can- 
not be used on slabs below grade. 
The fact that a slab is heated in 
no way relaxes this prohibition. No 
resilient tile or its adhesive is 
harmed by radiant-heated slabs, 
but both vinyl-asbestos and asphalt 
tiles soften a little and therefore 
indent more easily when warmed. 
They certainly may be used on a 
radiant-heated slab provided two 
precautions are observed. The floor 
temperature should not be allowed 
to exceed the normal operating 
level of 85 degrees, and appropri- 
ate furniture rests for heavy pieces 
should be used. 

Cork is a poor conductor of heat. 
Tt may be used on a radiant-heated 
slab, but it is likely to require that 
heating coils be operated at a 
higher than usual temperature to 
bring the floor surface to the degree 
of warmth desired. 

Formerly, no resilient tile could 
be used outdoors or on exposed 
porches. Now there is one excep- 
tion—a new, specially-formulated 
rubber tile resistant to the ex- 


tremes and vagaries of outdoor cli- 
mate. It can be quite slippery when 
wet, however. Take this limitation 
into consideration when planning 
its use. 


UMMING up: Asphalt, rubber, 

vinyl and vinyl-asbestos may be 
used anywhere in the house. Cork 
and vinyl-cork can be used any- 
where upward of one foot above 
grade. Linoleum tile can be used 
with certain success only on sus- 
pended floors. 

Will it be hard to maintain? 
Tests indicate that vinyl and vinyl- 
asbestos tiles have the highest re- 
sistance to soiling and abrasion. 
Next in line is linoleum tile fol- 
lowed by rubber and asphalt tile. 
with cork bringing up the rear. 
Daily hair-brooming can do much 
to keep cork in prime condition, 
but it is not recommended for 
heavy-trafiic areas or where dirt is 
regularly tracked in. Sand and grit 
will pit it. 

Intermediate colors show soil 
less readily than very light and 
very dark colors. If you choose an 
all-black floor, for example, you are 
likely to be tearing it up in six 
months. It will show every speck 
of dust, every watermark, 

Marbleized or other patterned 


tiles show both dirt and scratches 
less readily than solid color tiles. 
The best camouflage is a terrazzo 
pattern. 

The smoother a floor is, the less 
easily it soils. Though the thinnest 
gauges of tile may be as durable as 
you require, heavier gauges will do 
a better job of masking subfloor 
irregularities 
smoother.

TYLES in tile markings have 
progressed beyond plain, mar- 
bleized and jaspé (striated), to in- 
clude such varieties as spatter, pol- 
ka dot, metallic foil, terrazzo, cork, 
flagstone, brick, quarry tile, and 
stone chip. In some cases, the de- 
sign is informally representational 
and stylized. In others it attempts a 
serious imitation and may elicit 
unhappy comparisons with the gen- 
uine material. 

Colors vary with the manufac- 
turer and the material, with bril- 
liance and clarity greatest in both 
vinyl and rubber, least in asphalt. 
Thoroughly research the question 
of color and you'll find unclichéed 
shades and combinations of shades. 
some almost hypnotic in their daz- 
zling beauty. 

You won’t try to make a color 
selection from a printed reproduc- 
tion, but don’t attempt it either 
from a single tile sample. Varia- 
tion is too wide. Preferably, make 
your own inspection of tiles right 
where they are to be used so that 
the new floor will compose with its 
environment, with existing floors, 
paneling, woodwork, or decoration 
that is set and is not to be changed. 
On-the-site choice will help you in 
choosing the proper brightness of 
tone to give lift to a dark room, or 
a darker color where a lowering of 
key is desired. A reflected or north 
light may require a warm color, a 
sunny room something cool. 

The degree of the tile’s light re- 
flectivity may alter its apparent 
shade in different surroundings. In

will appear darker and matte fin- 
ishes lighter. This is because tiles 
with the highest luster do the poor- 
est job of diffusing light. 

Color selection, of course, be- 
comes a more complicated affair 
when two or three colors are used. 
| Some tiles, such as the solid-col- 
ored vinyls in diamond patterns, 
almost demand a combination of 
| colors to produce their magnificent 
| jeweled effect. A critical choice 
between a pure white and an off- 
| white can spell the difference be- 
: tween perfection and a combination 
| that doesn’t quite come off. Take 
) heart from the knowledge that your 
-color sense is good, and deliberate 
‘your choice until you know it 
‘couldn’t be anything else. If you 
/respond to color—and most of us 
| do—your floor can make you feel 

better every time you look at it. 

















The art of pattern and design. 
Color emphasizes pattern in a floor 
ques- 
With 
large 
jdesigns are better suited to large 
‘areas or those with marked con- 
trast of color. A small room seldom 
can take a two-color checkerboard 
of fabulous 36x36 vinyl squares 
‘(or more modest squares made of 
four individual 9-inch tiles). It 
may seem cluttered even with a 
plain floor if counter or table tops 
are of distinctive material. One so- 
}lution in that case is to match 
countertop and floor, and some 
manufacturers (Robbins and Arm- 
strong) produce matching lines of 
plastic laminate sheeting and floor- 
Jing tile. 


HEN in doubt, a safe rule is: 
| keep it simple. But a floor can 
be simple without being plain. Just 
as bricks of uniform color can be 
placed in an almost infinite variety 
“of patterns, so can floor tiles, and 
‘each has an effect subtly its own. 
Yet where bricks are limited in 
pre. tiles decidedly are not. If 
you “search for the qualities in all 
|things,” as Frank Lloyd Wright 
has put it, you will find patterns 
‘that emphasize to advantage the 
. existing order and structure of your 
house and by this very expression 
help simplify it. 

| Flooring of uniform pattern and 
design will tie areas together, and 
in remodeling installations this can 
_be important. Where walls have 
'been removed, and areas consoli- 
-dated or regrouped, the flooring 


can bridge the old demarcations. 

Flooring may be used to relate. 
areas. The ashlar pattern 
brick terrace may be echoed quite

literally in a mudroom or cutting 
room it adjoins with a_ stylized, 
ashlar-patterned floor devised of 
“bricks” two 9x9 tiles wide and) 
four long, with feature strip as the 
“mortar joints.”

done in more personal-to-you ways. 


ILOORING can define and sep- 
‘arate areas. It subtle 
fashion direct the flow of traffic. It | 
can change the apparent shape or 
size of a room.

ridor give it an illusion of greater 
width but create the feeling of a 
barrier. Placed diagonally. 
lend the same illusion of added 
width, but allow the area to flow | 
on. A cork or leather floor carried | 
up a wall increases the apparent 
area of the floor and of the room. 
A border run around a floor re- 
duces its size. The random pattern 
of a mosaic tile wall repeated in 
the bolder dimensions of a resilient 
tile floor can eliminate the clash 
and clutter that two distinct pat- 
terns would bring. 

It may be desirable to separate 
an area, yet preserve its tie to a 
larger area it adjoins. Varying the 
color of a powder room floor from 
that of the foyer provides demarca- 
tion, accents the room’s_ privacy 
and helps prevent accidental in- 
trusions. But relationship is still 
maintained by giving each accent 
inserts of the other’s color. Simply, 
blue accent tiles in a white floor 
become white ones in a blue floor. 

Where one style of flooring stops 
and another begins, the line of de- 
marcation can be gradual or hard 
and fast. If you prefer a soft transi- 
tion, you can accomplish it by al- 
lowing an incursion of the tiles of 
one pattern into its neighboring 
area. The

Delicious debate 


As a conversation-starter, noth- 
ing is more effective than that 
never-resolved argument about the 
relative merits of clarets and Bur- 
gundies. The proofs offered—liquid 
and verbal—can be delightful. 

“Burgundy is for the young,” 
they will tell you. “Sometimes.” 
they will add. “for the unsophisti- 
cated. After forty you will turn to 
the more intellectual wines of Bor- 
deaux. Anyway, they are kinder to 
the foie.” 

The foie, of course, is the liver, 
which occupies the same position 
in French life and conversation as 
the ulcer in America. Both sides 
point to “medical proof,” but actu- 
ally few doctors will commit them- 
selves. All authorities agree, how- 
ever, that the great wines, either

Almost too shrewd, the Bordelais 
wine merchants made a law that no 
wines could be shipped through 
their port until all the local town 
wines had been sold.

Even in the 18th Century the 
French nobility were completely 
devoted to Burgundy. How many 
times were we told the story of 
Louis XV!

No one knows how long any wine 


combes 


can live. Some vintages reach their 
peak in ten or fifteen years. Some 
will continue to improve for thirty, 
forty, or even fifty years. A few, 
legend has it, have been known to 
live a hundred years. 

A word of warning about old 
wines—clarets and  Burgundies: 
Both resent travel, especially an 
ocean voyage. A very old wine can- 
not be successfully transported to 
the United States, but this does not 
mean that we are barred from the 
enjoyment of old wines in our 
country. It is generally agreed that 
in their youth robust wines can be 
exported and that they will, with 
careful treatment, mature just as 
well in America as in their native 
land.

more difficult than it has been— 
impartial and unbiased informa- 
tion and the help of a knowing 
wine merchant will be more impor- 
tant than ever. Since 1953 we have 
not had a single year broadly clas- 
sifiable as great everywhere in Eu- 
rope. Many excellent and indeed 
very great wines have been made 
but one cannot buy blindly as 


‘during the ‘fat’ years.” (Like 


1945, for instance.) 
The bottle 


Though the shapes of Bordeaux 
and Burgundy bottles are different, 
the bottle usually holds 24 ounces. 
(nd most of the fine wines are 
available also in half bottles—12 
ounces. and in magnums—48 
ounces. 

Unlike champagne. where “the 
bigger the bottle the better the 
wine.” red wines like Bordeaux 
and Burgundies are often at their 
best in the smaller bottles. The 
reason for this is fairly simple. The 
small bottle holds comparatively 
more air for the wine to breathe, 
and with more air the wine ages 
more rapidly. So you must not 
cpen a small bottle as a sample 
of what the same wine might be 
in a magnum. You may find that 
the small bottle is a couple of years 
mellower than its big brother. Keep 
an eye on the little wines in your 
cellar. If left too long, they may 
“oo over the hill.” 


The cork 


One of the principal safeguards 
of claret quality is the fact that 
most-of the best growers bottle all 
or a great part of their own wines 
and mark the bottles with their 
own Chateau labels. These Chateau- 
bottled wines are easily identified. 
Always they must carry on the 
label the phrase “Mis en bouteilles 
au Chateau, Mise du Chateau,” or 
the initials “M.D.C.—put in the 
bottles at the Chateau.” 

The wise claret buyer looks for 


those words and also takes note - 


of the cork, which should always 
be presented along with a_ bottle 
of fine claret. Even though the wine 
has been decanted. the cork is 
hung on a silver chain around the 
neck of the carafe. to be sniffed 
critically and examined. The cau- 
tious connoisseur will insist on a 
bouchon etampé., a cork stamped 
with the name of the Chateau and 
year of the vintage. 

Very quickly one learns to dis- 
tinguish the springy fresh-wood 
look of a new cork from the patina 
of an old one. Sometimes, of 


course, an ancient wine may ha 
been recently recorked. This 
usually done every 20 or 25 yea 
but you will have no difficulty 
recognizing the authenticity 
these genuine antiques. 

In Bordeaux we were told 
the Allen Wiles of Barton 
Guestier, “You must see how fj 
the color of the wine rises on th 
cork for the long stain is anoth¢ 
mark of age. The crimson flug 
should be even and solid, n 
streaky.” 

Sometimes an old cork crumbl¢ 
when it is pulled and bits of coy 





fall into the wine. This is yo 
signal to taste with care, for il 
wine may or may not have bee 
spoiled by too much air. Contrat 
to the popular opinion, a crumblin 
cork does not necessarily make tl 
wine corky. 
A corky taste is difficult to d 
scribe. But to an expert it is ij 
stantly recognizable. It is a curiot 
flat, slightly oily taste with mayl 
the faintest whiff of rancidity. 
does not come generally from th 
deterioration or aging of the cor 
but from some substance in th 
veins of the wood—a flaw or nodu 
in the cork which is not visibl 
not discernible even to the mo 


observing eye. 
When and how to decant 


Any vigorous red wine—Burgui 
dy or claret—will upon maturin 
throw a deposit. But the Burgund 
deposit is slightly coarser and hd 
more of a tendency to cling to th 
side of the bottle. With careft 
handling even old Burgundies ca 
often be served directly from th 
bottle. But the claret sedimer 





breaks up easily and clouds th 
wine. Therefore clarets are gene) 
ally decanted. Whenever possib| 
decanting is done at least an how 
or two before dinner and the win 
is allowed to stand uncorked t 
develop its full flavor. 

Decanting is not difficult but | 
takes a steady hand and a watchfy 
eye. Cradle the bottle tenderly 1 
your hands and hold it in front ¢ 
a light or a candle flame. Tip ver 
slowly into the decanter. Kee 
watching. As soon as you see 
dark line of sediment begin t 
move toward the mouth of the bo 
tle stop immediately. Don’t try t 
get every drop. Better to wast

then grow loribundas 


These roses are made to order for people who crave color and fragrance in. 


their gardens without having to slave over plants 


eae everything you have ever read about the difficulty 
of succeeding with roses. There’s no longer any need to 
struggle with the whole routine of digging deep trenches 
with bottom drainage of broken bricks, weekly spraying to 
control all sorts of diseases, disastrous losses from winter 
killing, and the in-and-out-of-bloom behavior of some types 
of roses. None of this applies to floribunda roses. 

This is not to infer that floribundas have the stamina 
of privet. What we do mean is that here, at last, are roses 
which will flower amazingly well in almost any garden where 
plants get routine care. 

What is it that makes floribundas so different? First of 
all, the plants have built-in vigor, based on blood lines 
in their breeding, which makes them more winter-hardy, 
disease resistant, and above all else more productive of 
blooms from spring to hard freezing weather in fall. 

Next, floribundas are more colorful because their flowers 
come in clusters, varying from a few to a great candelabra- 
like display at the top of each main stem. The blossoms 
themselves have all the beauty of form that we associate 
with hybrid tea roses, except that they are smaller—about 
three inches across. Buds may be long-pointed, the open 
flowers full double or nearly single like a wild rose, depend- 
ing upon the variety. Color selection matches that of hybrid 
teas. and includes the newest tones of lavender. 

Think of floribundas as flowering shrubs, full branched 
to the ground, nicely formed, covered with rich foliage 
often toned mahogany-red at the tips. Unlike conventional 
shrubs which make their quota of growth in spring and then 
remain static for the rest of the summer. these roses never 
rest. Even before one crop of flowers has developed new 


shoots are showing along the branches, or great heavy canes 


are thrusting up from the base, preparing to keep the plants 
in constant color all season long. 

Everything considered, it’s time to revise your thinking 
about the usefulness of roses in your garden. We're dealing 
here with a type of rose which has the qualities of a hybrid 
tea, and yet is endowed with the ability to thrive under 
many different situations. Floribundas need not be coddled 
in special beds by themselves, although they respond hand- 
somely to extra care and are most effective in mass plantings. 

For the greatest color impact, use several plants of one 
variety in a group. Find places for them among other low- 
growing flowers, such as spring bulbs, annuals and_per- 
ennials, in beds and borders. Brighten the dark tones of 
evergreen foundation plantings with the clear, bright colors 
of floribundas. Use them to fill gaps between spring-flower- 
ing shrubs. Make them into low hedges. See how useful they 
are as base color for walls, fences, climbing and tree roses, 
or as ribbons of color along edges of walks, patios, garden 
pools, or to top retaining walls. 

You can count on floribundas as a constant source of 
cut flowers. One plant invariably bears its blossoms in a 
number ot different ways. Side branches from old stems 
often are long and have just one. or a few flowers at the 
end. Heavier stems branch at the top in such a way that 
small clusters of flowers can be gathered at random without 
spoiling the appearance of the plant, or seriously reducing 
its color. For big arrangements. entire long-stem clusters 
may be cut. 

Floribunda varieties range in height trom one to four feet. 
This varies depending upon soil, feeding, and climate. To 
help in selecting varieties for your garden, we’ve grouped

To give your violets better than 
average growing conditions, you 
should know what they like in the 
way of light, water, humidity, soil, 
temperature, and feeding. 

In winter, when sun intensity is 
low, plants often flower only when 
moved from a north-facing window 
to one on the south side. Here 
plants must be screened from burn- 
ing sunlight by glass curtains, 
Venetian blinds or growth, such as 
vines, outside the windows. 

Not all plants require exactly the 
same light conditions, and you can 
usually tell if yours are right. When 
leaves stretch and get long stemmed 
and the plants don’t bloom, the 
light is too weak. Pale leaf color 
and cramped growth indicate too 
much light. Plants that flower well, 
with leaves of a good green color, 
have just the right light. 

Watering requires fine judgment, 
especially during the winter. Plants 
in clay pots need to be watered 
more often than those in nonporous 
pots. Size of pot, heat in room, and 
the soil all influence

come echt Russian. To them, Tchai- 
kovsky was a German, though to us 
Tchaikovsky sounds very Russian 
indeed. They strove to base their 
work on the folk songs that were 
sung in the fields and the rhythms 
which were stamped out in peasant 
dances in the villages. 

.To this group belonged Balaki- 
rev, Cui, Moussorgsky, Borodin, 
and Rimsky-Korsakoff. A very 
laudable ambition, a very good 
program! But music has a way of 
besting theory. Every one of the 
group composed, aside from Rus- 
sian material, scores which proved 
to be international in flavor and 
subsequently in acceptance. Every 
one of them produced program 
music on subjects as un-national 
as Little Red Riding Hood and 
offered us music which could be 
sipped and savored by as many 
nations as enjoy a cup of tea. 


ICHOLAS — Rimsky-Korsakoff 

was that exception in music, a 
genius who yet was modest, a suc- 
cessful composer who yet was gen- 
erous to other composers. He was, 
as were several others of the Rus- 
sian composers, an amateur, having 
at first chosen a military career. He 
started out to become a naval off- 
cer. But when he met Balakirey, 
the older man interested him in 
music. So remarkable seemed the 
beginning talent of the pupil that 
Balakirev knew he could expect 
great things. 

“T put my trust in you,” he said 
to Rimsky, “as an old aunt does in 
a young lawyer-nephew.” 

When Rimsky was twenty-seven- 
years old and still a naval officer, 
he was called to the head of the 
St. Petersburg Conservatory and 
invited to accept the teacher’s chair 
for practical composition and in- 
strumentation. In his honest and 
humorous autobiography, Rimsky- 
Korsakoff tells us that at the time 
he did not even know the names of 
most of the chords, that he had no 
knowledge of orchestral technique, 
that he had never conducted an 
orchestra in his life. But he ac- 
cepted the chance, and being now 
a professor, soon became one of his 
own best pupils, “perhaps the best 
of them all.” 

That he was a remarkably good 
teacher is attested by the record of 
his successes. He had an unceasing 
capacity for rejoicing over a good 
piece of work and felt a deep dis- 
tress when one of his pupils did 
shoddy work. Not jejune facts, but 
the rich glow of music he spread in 


.again, even though it is pure Rus- 
























































the classroom, with the result that 
he himself, as well his pupils, be- 
came masters of orchestration. 

Scheherazade excels in its or- 
chestral color, in its fairy-tale tints. 
They remind us of the kaleidoscope 
with which we used to play as chil- 
dren, turning it round and round, 
Rimsky, the decorous professor, 
commanded a special sort of fancy, 
one dressed in Eastern hues. He 
himself wore a black frock coat 
and black-rimmed glasses through) 
which he peered kindly at his 
pupils. “I doubt if you could find 
anyone in the whole world more)

He then confuses the issue, 
as we have seen Richard Strauss) 
do, by ascribing definite titles to) 
the various sections: “The Sea and| 
the Vessel of Sinbad,” “The Tale 
of the Prince Kalender.”

aoe time and motion is at the heart of all good kitchen 
planning.

Thanks to folding doors, it takes just one motion to open all 
of the cupboards completely. All usable space is in sight and 
instantly at hand with one motion; with another motion it is out 
of sight altogether. When you come into the kitchen to cook, you 
push back these doors and all is revealed and ready to begin; 
everything is easy to see and reach. When meal time has ended, 
you pull the doors closed and leave a tidy front. There’s no hard- 
ware to hinder cleaning. Nothing swings out to take up floor space 
or get in the way. Hundreds of opening and closing motions have 
been eliminated during the course of one meal-getting.

You have seen the folding doors, the biggest single time-saver 
in this kitchen full of good ideas.

The changing colors of the garden are most dramatic viewed 
from the new second-floor deck.

The lot was originally surrounded by neighbors’ fences, garages, 
and sheds. To give the garden protection and a sense of unity, an egg- 
crate fence was built on all sides, solid where there were no structures 
and open where it passed in front of buildings right on the lot line. 


It was then painted all one color (with permission from neighbors).

for those who love them 


or the gardener who loves an abundance of bloom and beds of 
{ shimmering color against color, nothing takes the place of annuals. 
_ Say what you will for foliage plants, they can be deeply satisfying, 
but they have none of the breath-taking quality achieved by an over- 
flowing bed of annuals. Filling the gap between spring’s fresh blossoms 
and fall’s sunset colors, annuals represent summer’s crowning glory. 

Though annuals require a good deal of care, those gardeners who 
love them rarely consider it work. Mrs. A. Dudley Kelly, whose city 
garden is shown here, certainly doesn’t. Her first demand on Thomas 
Church, landscape architect for the garden remodeling, was for ample 
space for annuals. His design, therefore, incorporated a few key plants 
for the permanent effect and the balance of the space was left for 
annuals. Mrs. Kelly replaces many of the beds three times a year (see 
how she does it at left), filling them with flats of plants from nurseries. 
She does all her own planting. 

Tied closely to the garden remodeling was renovation of the in- 
terior space and the addition of a deck to bring the house and garden 
into closer relation. Since the living areas of this city house are 
on the second floor, the deck opens out from the kitchen, with its 


breakfast table at the garden window, and (Please turn to page 250) 
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Masses of annuals bring a profusion of midsummer color to this enclosed city garden. As you 
enter through a passageway from the street (above), the flowing curve of the walk develops a 
seemingly limitless garden before you.

Claim all the land for your personal use 
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This San Francisco site had only the 


space between the house and street for private 


use, yet boasts an entry garden and patio 


Here you see practically all 
the garden space there is. With- 
out the streetside wall, there 
would be no outdoor privacy. 
Horizontal plane of tree foliage 
provides shade, keeps wind from 
whipping over wall, and screens 
out houses on hill across the 
street. Cover 24 the length of 
steps with your thumb and you 
see how much better these wide 


steps look than narrow ones. 














Plan shows how entry, on left, is screened from patio 
off dining room (right). Notice (below right) that a 


glimpse of the adjoining area makes both areas seem larger. 


From the street the wall and pleached sycamores present 
a handsome, graceful front, and fit nicely with house. Level 
line of the trimmed foliage helps obscure slope of the 


street. The entryway is well defined with an iron gate. 


f you need to use all the land you own, it follows 
that you should make the most of every inch. Here’s 
an example that’s worth your study. 
A six-foot brick wall right by the sidewalk sounds 
awful and could look as bad as it sounds. But notice 
how careful planting gives it style. The tree trunks scribe 
vertical accents on the wall, the pleached (flat-trimmed) 
tops add a strong horizontal line, and the strip of ground 
cover separates sidewalk and wall. 
The designer’s sure hand shows in other ways. Almost 
half the area is given to the entryway. This use of space 
seems lavish until you realize how its design makes you 
think there must be more. The space seems larger than 
it is because the plants are scaled low, and their textures 
and colors are much alike. 

The patio side of the garden is small but pleasani. 
The gravel ground cover has the room-stretching quality 
of wall-to-wall carpet. Furniture and plants are used 
sparingly, wide steps give an expansive touch, and pro- 
vide useful extra seating.

{ you can use a vacuum cleaner, you can operate and 
enjoy an electric floor machine. It weighs no more than 
your vacuum and takes up even less space. It’s so easy to 
handle that a child can guide it as it “floats” across the 
floor. Snap on its brushes or buffer pads, flip the switch, 
and this versatile machine is ready for a variety of jobs. 
In one-tenth the time it would take to scrub a floor or 
polish it, a floor machine will do the job and do it far 
more expertly. Rotating at high speed, its brushes almost 
magically erase the spots and scuff and heel marks that are 
so difficult to remove by hand. Even rugs can be cleaned 
or shampooed with an attachment which is optional equip- 
ment on most machines. Reconditioning kits with steel 
wool and sanding pads are also available for refinishing 
worn spots in floors. One make even has, as accessories, 
side handles and special brushes designed for polishing 
fine furniture. Standard and optional equipment should be 
compared from make to make when buying a floor machine, 
since this may account in some cases for price differences. 
There is, of course, more to floor care than the machine 
and its accessories. Do you know why experts say that a 
wood floor should never be cleaned with soap or detergent 
and water? Or, why wax that will protect your wood floors 
will actually harm a floor of asphalt or rubber tile? Do 
you know why waxed floors are sometimes gummy, smeary, 
and dangerously slippery? Avoid these problems with the 
proper materials and procedure. Use the right cleanser 
or wax according to each floor or its covering. The proper 
maintenance procedure for every type of floor, as furnished 
by specialists in this field, is given on page 254. Armed 
with the knowledge of experts and an electric floor machine, 
the hard work will be taken out of floor care and you will 


enjoy the satisfaction of professional results.

Beauty is never present in the 
trivial or the frivolous. Beauty is 
way beyond the cleverness of the 
frivolous. There is a place in life 
for frivolity, but it is fun for such 
a short time and it bores so soon. 
So it is not a place for a heavy 
investing of cash, and it would be 
waste to build something trivial or 
frivolous into a wall of a house. 


Let the frivolities have a life-span | 


of no more than an evening or an 
hour—candles floating in the swim- 
ming pool at an evening party, or 
scented geranium leaves under the 
glass bowls of ice cream. Beauty 
lasts in its appeal. Frivolity doesn’t. 

So far we have told you, we hope 
successfully and clearly, how to 
recognize and judge beauty. Now 


how about the crucial proposition | 


of affording it? 
One of the best sources for beau- 
ty is Nature, where it is free for 


those who go out and select and | 


collect it. Nothing man-made will | 


ever surpass the beauty of an oak 
branch or a pine bough (and you

just to see an inn that sounded and 
is pretty intriguing—the Hostal 
de los Reyes Catolicos, an antique 
hospice turned modern hotel.

HIS was originally a lodging 

house and hospital for pilgrims, 
built in 1501 by order of our old 
friends, Ferdinand and _ Isabella, 
the Catholic Kings, to lessen the 
housing shortage created by the 
throngs who journeyed to the 
shrine of St. James. It was used 
as a hospital until 1953, remod-

he foot of the distance from the drive or street to your 
front door is exposed to critical inspection by all who 
pass your way. The planting you do in this precious space is 
important not only for the impression it makes, but also 
for the fun of seeing how attractive and colorful a garden 
you can make in the limited space.

HOW TO CARE FOR YOUR FLOORS 


Basic to the subject of floor care 
is a knowledge of the various types 
of floor polishes and waxes, and 
how they differ. All waxes, both 
paste and liquid, fall into one of 
two categories: 

1. “Polishing”

with a damp mop. These polishes, 
made with synthetic wax, cannot 
be polished and buffed. 

However, there is an exception 
to the above to be found in a few 
“Self-polishing” waxes whose for- 
mulas include carnauba wax. These 
also dry to a gloss, not because of 
their wax content but due to some 
agent added to the emulsion which 
produces a certain luster when dry. 
Floors on which these “self{-polish- 
are used and 
should be buffed and polished with 
the electric floor machine to pro- 
duce a hard finish and gleam. 


ing” waxes can 


Only by reading the labels of 
wax containers will you be able to 
discern whether a “self-polishing” 
wax uses a natural or a synthetic 
wax and whether it takes buffing. 

There are certain general rules 
to be followed in connection with 
this group of waxes. Never shake 
a “no-rubbing” wax before using. 
Apply sparingly as if painting, and 
do a minimum of rubbing. Use a 
chenille or lamb’s wool applicator 
rather than a sponge mop, to avoid 
air bubbles. Wash applicator clean 
immediately after waxing and rinsé 
several times. 

Both spirit and water base waxes 
have their special uses and advan- 
tages, depending on the type of 
floor they cover. Check the follow- 
ing for specific suggestions.

Every architectural device has been 
used in this medium-size house (2,141 
square feet) to give it the luxurious 
look and performance of a house 
twice its size. The living-room-dining- 
room combination seen on these two 
pages is a good example. Both are 
generous rooms in their own right 
(see plan at left), but by leaving out 
the partition between them, their 
spatial size is nearly doubled. By let- 
ting the eye extend beyond the actual 
floor limit of the rooms (which is 
definitely set by the broad steps), a 
kind of visual borrowing occurs which 
gives you the impression of greater 
spaciousness. 

Three other factors contribute to 


this impression: (1)  Floor-to-ceil-

ing window walls (double-glazed in 
cold climates) allow the rooms to 
flow out visually far beyond the ex- 
terior walls. (2) The terrace areas 
outside the four major rooms all have 
paved floors, which make them seem 
a part of the house. (3) Overhead, 
the ceilings continue through the glass 
walls and become the roof overhang, 
which further encourages the eye to 
include the outside space as part of 
the inner room. 

Throughout this house you'll see 
how the structure itself has been de- 
signed to make the space architec- 
turally interesting. Here, in the living 
and dining rooms, the strong contrast 
of the exposed wood beams give a 


snug sense of sturdy enclosure, even

though the white pitched roof rises 
poetically above them. 

The placing of these two beams 
midway down the slope eliminates the 
center post in the glazed walls—a 
nicety usually associated only with 
de luxe custom building. This has a 
subtle but very tangible effect in in- 
creasing the visual continuity between 
the interiors and the terrace. Such 
clean-cut architectural detailing is be- 
yond what most professionals can 
ordinarily give, in time, to a single 
job of this size. 

In a house like this, where the out- 
of-doors “reads” with the indoors, 
it is logical to find the materials of 
nature used as finished walls (brick 


fireplace, wood paneling).

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How to make a feast 


Here are 12 cool and quickly 
composed menus for sultry 
summer days, each starring a 
meal-in-itself main course that 
raises the cold menu to new and 


important gourmet status 


here are figures to prove that Amer- 

ican cooks tend to take a dim view 
of a cold meal. It connotes a careless 
hustling up of limp leftovers from the 
icebox, cardboard-flavored potato salad 
from the delicatessen, and a general air 
of potluck and emergency that seems to 
imply a lack of virtue in the cook. 

If you share this curious national 
shibboleth, we ask you to forget it and 
to open your mind to a whole new ap- 
proach to the cold summer meal. 

Everybody knows that unsavory cold 
fare exists. But everyone doesn’t realize 
that a cold meal can be a great meal, 
every bit as substantial, as 
flavorsome. as challenging to 
the creative cook, and as 
worthy of a gourmet’s enjoy- 
ment as anything that re- 
quires a wearying stint of 


stewing or roasting.

We're about to present the proof in a 
group of cold-meal suggestions that can 
earn you the reputation of a Cordon 
Bleu. They represent a new working 
principle for making hot-weather meals, 
and on occasion, cold-weather ones, re- 
freshingly cool and _ still worth eating. 

You'll recognize the nature of these 
cold main courses if we describe them 
as elaborations of those savory luncheon 
hors d’oeuvres that are proffered you in 
restaurants in France—the herbed and 
marinated beans, the delicately dressed 
little cubings of cold meat or poultry, the 
potpourris of diced cooked vegetables, 
segments of tomatoes, salami. and jewel- 
like Greek olives gleaming and fragrant 
in olive oil. When they are presented as 
a prelude to a luncheon, you feel that 
you could make a meal of any one of 
them. And that, indeed, is what we sug- 
gest that you do. For these cold, appe- 
tizing dishes are natural solutions to 
every cook’s summertime need for fuss- 
less, casual culinary productions created 
by only occasional effort. With your 
piece de résistance in one bowl, you need 
only a few serving utensils. 

Remember that these are no piéces 
montées, no duked-up jellies or galan- 
tines. There’s no need to garnish end 


decorate; just throw them together. But 


























throw them together in a handsome 
bowl, and set them forth proudly. 

We give you recipes, to be sure, but 
consider them merely as examples of 
what you can create once you've caught 
the principle of the good cold meal, 
Think about this. Imagine when you are 
hungry what goes well with what, and 
you may find yourself improvising and 
producing all sorts of delicious varia- 
tions. Our only warning: Keep them 
simple, for it is in simple menus that 
personal style counts most. 

All these dishes are complete meals.

Living with Summer Cooling 


By C. W. (BILL) NESSELL 


home air conditioner is often unjustly condemned 

because it does not maintain the temperature 
and relative humidity that you think it should. Since 
it is essentially an electrical-mechanical device, it does 
need occasional checking by a trained service man. But 
if it has been properly sized to your house and is 
operating mechanically as it should, the chances are 
that you just do not know how to operate it in order 
to get the best results. 

A summer air conditioner is designed and built to 
transfer the heat in the air inside the house to the 
outdoors, at the same time taking some of the moisture 
out of the indoor air and dumping it down the drain. 
At the time your air conditioner was installed, a great 
deal of attention was given to finding ways and means 
of preventing outdoor heat and humidity from entering 
your heuse in order to reduce the required size of 
the conditioner and to keep operating costs at a mini- 
mum. The selection of the proper size for your house 
was the responsibility of the dealer who sold it to you. 
But keep this in mind—your air conditioner must 
remove the heat and humidity that are created by 
indoor activities. There is a limit to the amount of heat 
and moisture that any one unit can remove just as 
there is a limit to the amount oi soiled laundry your 
automatic washer can handle satisfactorily. It can do 
just so much work and no more. The responsibility for 
its day-to-day success is yours. Here are 17 simple rules 


for helping your air conditioner do its best job: 





The thermostat controlling the operation of the air 
conditioner should respond to a degree or two change 
in room air temperatures. It is literally the nerve 


center of the equipment. Set the indicator at the tem- 
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perature you would like to have and then let it alone. 
Most people prefer 76 to 78 degrees. You may select 
a lower temperature if you prefer but you may not 
get it during extremely hot weather because the air 
conditioner was sized to maintain the room air tem- 
perature about 15 to 20 degrees cooler than the normal 
maximum outdoor temperature that occurs in your 
part of the country. For this reason the indoor tem- 
perature may rise a few degrees over the thermostat 
setting in extremely hot weather. If there is no degree 
reading on your air conditioner (most window units 
do not have them), find the cold setting that is right 


for you, then leave it there.

If yours is a central air-conditioning system, put it 
into operation at the beginning of the hot weather and 
let it run continuously until the season is over. The 
thermostat will start and stop the cooling process 
as required without help from you and will do a better 
job of it than you could do. Do not stop it and open 
the windows on a occasional mild day or cool evening, 
because the equipment will have to work twice as hard 
if the air becomes humid, and all your furnishings 
warm up and get damp again. 

This is the same as turning the heat down at night 
during the winter—tests have proved that fuel is not 
saved because the burner has to work twice as hard 
in the morning to heat up a cold house. If you have 
a room cooler, it would also be best to leave it on all 
the time, but the human inclination is to turn it off 
when you leave for a day. If you do this you will have 
to expect a considerable time lag when you come home 


before the room will really cool off. 
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Do not open the windows except as may be necessary 
on rare occasions. Keep the doors closed too, and en- 
courage small children in the family to run in and out 
of doors as little as possible, particularly during hot 
afternoons. Open doors and windows allow heat and 
humidity to enter the house. These must eventually 
be removed by the air conditioner. It costs more to 
air-condition a house when children are frequently 
running in and out through the doors. 


Maintain continuous air movement. 


Most folks living in air-conditioned homes feel more 
comfortable if the air circulation fan or blower is 
allowed to operate continuously. If the controls on your 
system give you the option of either continuous or 
intermittent fan operation, set it for “Continuous Fan 
Operation.” This will give you continuous air move- 
ment through the house. This aids materially in estab- 
lishing a feeling of comfort and avoids a sense of 
stuffiness and oppression. When the fan control is set 
for “Intermittent Operation,” the fan will operate only 
when the cooling compressor operates and that may 
not be very often at night.

The filters are placed in the air conditioner to re- 
move the dust and dirt in the air before it is recirculated 
back into the house. If they become extremely dirty, 
they resist the flow of air through them and an insufh- 
cient quantity of air will flow through the air condi- 
tioner. This will result in unsatisfactory overation and 
possible damage to the equipment. Have new filters in- 
stalled at the start of the cooling season and then have 
them inspected occasionally through the season for 
necessary cleaning or replacement. 





Bring in outside air if necessary. _ 


If the air in your house smells stale and lifeless dur- 
ing the cooling season, it is probably because an in- 
sufficient quantity of outdoor air is getting into the 
house. Many houses are loosely constructed and have 
enougn air leakage around the doors and windows to 
avoid this trouble. If you are troubled with stale air, 
ask your air-conditioning contractor to install an air 
duct between the outdoors and the air inlet side of the 
air conditioner or make other arrangements so that a 
small quantity of outdoor air can be mixed with the 
room air before it enters the conditioner. 
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At one time hot weather was a period of light eating. 
Air conditioning has changed that. People living in air- 


conditioned houses require the same substantial meals

in summer that they do during the winter. Cooking a 
heavy meal on the kitchen range with burners and oven 
operating can release more heat and moisture into the 
indoor air than a three-ton cooling unit could remove 
if it did nothing else. So when you are cooking a heavy 
meal, isolate the kitchen from the rest of the house, if 
you can, by closing doors. Operate the kitchen venti- 
lating fan with one window open slightly to let in the air 
that the fan takes out. 





Choose the right time for house cleaning. 


Washing floors, woodwork, furniture, and other 
similar house-cleaning operations release a substantial 
quantity of moisture into the air as the wet surfaces 
dry. Since the air conditioner must eventually remove 
this moisture, arrange to do these chores in the early 
morning or late at night, or even better, wait for a cool 
day when the full capacity of the air conditioner is not 
required to keep the house cool. 





Dry erties out-of-doors. 


Never dry your laundry indoors during the cooling 
season. Even drying lingerie and stockings in the bath- 
room should not be done because all these drying oper- 
ations release moisture that will raise the room’s rela- 
tive humidity and make you less comfortable, at least 
until the air conditioner has been able to remove it. 
Always dry the laundry outdoors or in a part of the 
house that is not air-conditioned. 





_ Use automatic laundry equipment esi he : 


Automatic laundry equipment such as clothes wash- 
ers and dryers release a considerable amount of heat 
into the room air and should be operated only during 
the early morning or late evening, or better still on a 
cool day when the full capacity of the air conditioner is 
not required to maintain comfortable temperatures in 
the house. In addition, the automatic clothes dryer must 
be vented to the outdoors so that the warm, heavy 
moisture-laden air will not be discharged in the house. 
If this is not done, all the water in the wet laundry will 
be released into the room air. This will create relative 
humidity that will not be removed for a number of 
hours. This is a most important item. The failure to do 


it has upset the operation of many properly air-condi- 


tioned houses. 





Ironing clothes and other laundry items is another 
chore that should be done during the cool of the day. 
Heat is released from the iron and moisture will also be 
released if the clothes are damp. An ordinary hand 
iron alone can release sufficient heat to require a half 


ton of cooling to remove it. (Please turn to page 188)

But 
there can be no doubt that the newest and most 
talked-about whiskey on the American scene, 
as of this moment. is certainly Irish. Just as a 
year or two ago vodka was the drink-about- 
town, now suddenly it’s Irish whiskey, especially 
as used in Irish coffee. 


Irish coffee gets the credit for the zoom in

First introduced on 
the West Coast by a San Francisco columnist 
who tasted it one cold, gray dawn in the Shan- 
non airport, Trish coffee brought the Jaguars

Not only with coffee has Ireland conquered. 
More and more frequently Irish whiskey is be- 
ing served on the rocks. Especially in the South 
it is highly regarded as “sipping whiskey,” 
served neat or with water or soda, or in old- 
fashioneds or sours or even mint juleps. And 
mixed with a lot or a little tonic to make a 
drink called The Leprechaun! 

Not so long ago, the drinking of Irish whiskey 
was done primarily by first generation Irish. 
They were joined in time by a hardy group of 
pioneers, who either came upon the drink by 
chance or became acquainted with it while 
traveling in the British Isles. 

In many ways the rise of Irish whiskey to 
public favor is similar to that of vodka. Both 
spirits are light in flavor and aroma, in line 
with the current American trend toward lighter 


and drier drinks. Both have a special appeal 
to palates unaccustomed or unattuned to the 


taste of liquor. Both have rocketed to fame 
through special drinks. Vodka made its dra- 
matic debut teamed with tomato, orange, or 


apple juice, or tonic water. Irish whiskey ap- 


pears most often in Irish coffee, its essential

flavor further masked not only by the coffee 
but also by sugar and cream. Both vodka and 
Irish whiskey were introduced by returned 
travelers on the West Coast and followed the 
resort trail through Miami to the East. In 
both cases a kind of spontaneous popularity 
had led, rather than followed, the publicity. 
Like vodka, Irish suffers from widespread 
ignorance and unfounded gossip. Like vodka, it 
is accused—haselessly—of being made from 
potatoes. Like vodka, it is considered brutally 
strong. It is said, “Irish hits you like a shil- 
lelagh.” Actually most Irish in the United States 
today is the same strength as Scotch or straight 
Bourbon (about 86 proof) and a good deal less 
than bonded Bourbon which is 100 proof. 
Irish whiskey was once called woodsy, husky 
to the throat or Scotch with a burr-r-r. Such 
descriptions could never apply to the new types. 
But how exactly does the old differ from the 
new? Why does one Irish whiskey like Jame-

And above all, it 


takes lots and lots of the right storage 


onsidering that several million people live in one room, 

by choice or necessity, not much progress has been 
made in the theory of how to do it successfully. So HOUSE

On these six pages you see our solution. The room is 
what you might find in a residential hotel: one squarish 
area with serving pantry and bath—but no kitchen—the 
kind you lease for one to four years.

Dear House Beautiful, 

I am that European girl who finally came to the 
States to obServe the way Americans live day and night. My travel has 
been rapturing, and also lucky. Coming made me realize that your 
country is so big and different that it is not) too -casy to dipest. vie 
was lucky because I was able to enter many American homes and meet many 
Americans at home. 

One night, looking at the Hudson, that ran mixed up 
with the black of the sky, brightened only by the tiny lights of its 
bridges, I was lying on a comfortable arm-chair and the family atmosphere 
was friendly. (American homes are always friendly!) I was feeling 
strange, Sinking into a "charm" diffused with Bach and soft garden 
lights. My journey had been like an unbelievable dream and had reached 
its end. I was feeling sad. I resolved to write my impressions and 
reactions after my two and a half months' travel across the States. 

I had to write something on that kind of miracle, 
although it was dreadful to work out the balance of a miracle. I pre- 
ferred first to come back home and then to look back before deciding 
whether my judgment and comparisons were valid. I was feeling the need 
to recover a sense of balance to test whether my conclusions were 
Suggested by enthusiasm or by the reality of fact. 

First of all, I must say that I didnt imagine Che 
States to be as they are, from any point of view. Every European 
landing in New York learns this. But the Surprise doesn't reside in New 
York itself. On the contrary New York is perhaps the one American city 





we expect to be as it is: the imposing, big sky-scraper town. The 
Surprise comes on later, when we see how and where the Americans live. 

I'll try to summarize my impressions, and it doesn't 
seem to be very easy. I'll divide them in three parts: The American 
home and its interior decoration; the cultural problem; the land and 
the Americans. 

I spent my first days in New Jersey and Connecticut. 
There I saw the little, wooden, white-painted houses I had seen in the 
magazines or in the movies. How different they look from our European 
concrete, stone or brick-built houses! Can I have you realize that 
most of the time we are living in big apartment houses situated in the 
center of the town as much as possible? For the first time, I realized 
that most American people own their own house and their little spot of 
ground to tend and love. This means a better life, and more dignity 
Oneline.. Lhis was a discovery, and I started to look for a “why." 

America has a lot of Space and iS producing a kind 
of "expansive" civilization. In southern Europe everything is based on 
the habit, or the need, of "concentration." This might explain the 
difference between the American town and most of the European ones. 

I know that this difference is the result of a different historical past. 
The European city -- even the new, rebuilt ones == is still planned as a 
medieval town, with life thickening and growing around the civic center. 

In America, in the early beginning, every pioneer 
established his property, chose his land, built his little house and 
later on felt the need of a reunion center, of a town to go to exchange 
products and where to centralize public administration. 

Our European way has been just the opposite. But we 
have the need of a life in cloSer contact with nature, just as you do. 
You have it seven days a week. We have it only on week ends -- some 
of us only on Sundays. 

In this the States can show us a way, for modern 
industrialism cannot crush the American people. You have eScaped its 
threat because you have naturally decentralized your cities. What made 
Americans pioneers is still there. You still are. I cail a man pioneer 
when he takes risky initiatives and believes with enthusiasm in his 
"mission" as a citizen. A pioneer is aman, young in spirit, who is 
generous of heart and strong because his ideas and ideals are Simple 
and true. 

Yes, you Americans are still pioneers! You are 
not a motionless country. You like to evolve. By comparison Europe is 
static, trying to build her future through a better knowledge of her 
past. Europe is not stopped but is slower. History, invasions, con- 
querors forced the Europeans to become, through the centuries, more sly 
and devious-minded, to be altogether less straight, generous and 
young than our brother Americans. Economical and historical reasons 
brought us to a different conception of morals.

The Ar of Salad 
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To enjoy summer’s abundance of lettuce 
and greens at their very peak, read 
this first installment of an expert’s 


secrets for making a salad a work of art 


his is the season when all the crisp green salad makings 

are coming into their succulent prime, unfurling their 
tender leaves in the garden, blossoming forth like jade 
jewels on the market stands. What a wealth of inspiration 
and good eating it all is—if you really know what to do 
with it—for once you master the basic secrets of tossing up 
a salad (I mean a goed salad) you can regale your family 
and guests with an endless variety of this wonderful food. 

I’ve been observing for years that anyone who can make a 
good salad can produce a gourmet meal. I think this is be- 
cause salads to be worth eating call for a nice perception of 
flavors, textures and appropriate combinations—something 
you can develop if you pay attention to everything you eat 
and have a yen to experiment. Once you ve caught on, anything 
you cook is bound to reflect this educated taste of yours. 

It’s hard to say what’s most important in salad making, 
because everything is important. The greens should be the 
freshest and best. The bowl should be carefully seasoned. The 
flavorings and herbs you use should always be considered with 
the flavorings of the rest of the meal in mind And we'll talk 
about this later in greater detail. 

But the salad dressing is probably the most crucial single 
ingredient, certainly the most controversial, and definitely 
the one that baffles more cooks than any other item in the 
whole category of food. 

You should know then that there are literally hundreds of 
dressings for salads, but actually they are variations of the 
five basic salad dressings that the old maestro Escofher 
lists in his book. All you need te do is follow the formula 
for any one of the five and add your own variations to it. 
But do master the formula first.

ES the Riviera to Rio today. the hours from five to seven 
in the afternoon are inviolate and dedicated to the “ver 
mouth.” All over Italy, a cocktail party for someone or to 
celebrate an occasion is referred to as a vermouth d’onore 
a vermouth of honor. 

This light (never more than twenty proof) apéritif has 
taken over the sidewalk cafés in Paris, Rome, and Barcelona 
is always on the ready in plush English bars and the corne 
pub as “Gin and It” (short for Italian), and now is invading 
the kitchen as a first-rate tenderizer, as a basic ingredient fo 
exotic sauces, as a booster for delicate fish, and as the tested 
best revitalizer of dried herbs yet discovered. | 

First knowledge of the vermouth type of wine—that is, 
fortified and resinated for scent and flavor—may be traced 
to the Egyptians. Phoenicians. and Greeks who had a high! 
respect for its medicinal qualities and used it as a specifie 
for almost everything from heartache to migraine. 

The spiced wines of Hippocrates, circa 400 B.c., seem to 
have been a type of grog livened with herbs and spices; 
later. Romans Cicero and Pliny infused the dry white wine 


of the Campagna hills with dittany and absinthe blossoms. 





























Seafaring men from the city-states of Genoa and Pisa 
ought back cardamom, myrrh, cloves, rhubarb, ginger, 
ndalwood, nutmegs, and rare seeds from Mediterranean 
orts they visited. The addition of these new seeds, flowers, 
ts, and herbs gave such character to fortified wines that 
e name wehr-muth (German meaning war spirit) was

Reasonably, the formula of ingredients used by each in- 
vidual house in manufacturing vermouth is secret, but the 
‘ossibilities of combined ingredients are as poetic as a listing 
uilled from Shakespeare’s sonnets.

_ But for cooking, vermouth has its practical as well as 
joetic side. Dried herbs—basil, mint, chives, rosemary, 
ervil, parsley, tarragon, and oregano—when soaked a little 
dry white vermouth are hard to tell from freshly picked 
jrops. Veal which has a tendency to dry during cooking is 
eeter and more delicately moist if vermouth is used in 
jreparation. A sauce has authority in a subtle way when 
ortified wine lends its strength. Sole, shrimps, and scallops 
jre improved by the addition of vermouth and a little fennel ; 
ese two, used with a not-too-heavy hand, bring out of the 
tavor of the sea food. 

The nine following recipes depend on vermouth for unique 
avor. Try them. 


Veal Chops Nonpareil 


Ask your butcher for six veal-kidney chops cut 2 inches 
hick. Brown them in 2 tablespoons of butter and 2 table- 
poons of corn oil. Pour over 1 cup of dry white vermouth; 
over with a tight lid. Steam slowly for 20 minutes. Add 1% 
sup more of vermouth, 1 cup hot water, salt, pepper, and a

Curried Chicken Breasts 


| Skin six good-size chicken breasts and put the skins on 
to boil % hour with 3 cups of water and a pinch of salt.

Paté Di Casa (Paté of the House ) 


Clean 1 pound of chicken, turkey, or duck livers of center 
membrane and cut up with scissors. Sauté slowly in 6 table- 
spoons of butter, mashing all the while with a fork. Fifteen 
minutes does them to a turn. Reduce fire to almost nothing; 
mix in | tablespoon of curry powder, salt, pepper, a pinch 
each of allspice, basil, thyme, and marjoram. Remove from 
fire and add 1% cup of dry white vermouth. Continue to mash 
until all is a fine paste. Taste for salt and curry flavor. Cor- 
rect if more is needed. Finally, stir in 2 or 3 tablespoons of 
commercial sour cream. Store at least 3 days in refrigerator 


in covered crock. Serve with rye toast or water biscuit. 


Fish Kebabs 


Marinate 1 pound scallops and 1 pound cooked shrimp 
(parboiled 1 minute) for two or three hours in salt, pepper, 
pinch of fennel, and 1 cup dry white vermouth. Alternating 
with l-inch pieces of bacon, thread shrimp and scallops alter- 
nately on skewers for 4 people. Broil or, better yet, cook over 
charcoal 10 minutes, turning once and basting twice with 
marinade. Serve immediately when done. Broiled separately 
to spear with toothpicks, these are a delicious cocktail bite. 


Maila Umbriacea (Drunken Pork Chops) 


Trim six thick pork chops of most of their fat. Render fat 
in frying pan. Discard brown bits of fat and quickly brown 
the chops on both sides. Arrange in flat casserole atop a 
half-inch bed of uncooked rice. In remaining fat, plus 2 
tablespoons of butter, sauté 1 large white onion finely 
chopped; when done, add 14 cup chopped celery, 1 can (No. 
2 size) tomatoes put through a sieve, salt, pepper. and | cup 
of red vermouth. Pour the sauce over the casserole of chops 
and rice. Place a ring of green pepper on each chop. Seal 
with foil or cover with a very tight lid and bake for 1 hour 
in 350° F. oven. This dish must go directly to the table 
when the cover is removed to prevent the rice from losing 


its fluffiness. Serves 6. 


Hapsburg Potted Cheese 


Put a package of Liederkranz cheese in 2 pot with a tight 
lid. Cover with dry white vermouth, seal, and keep in the 
refrigerator two days. Pour off vermouth. Mix cheese with 
3 tablespoons of room-temperature whipped butter and 3 
tablespoons of fresh dry white vermouth. Chill and serve

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No festival on earth can match the lavish variety 


of Scotland’s annual cultural banquet —21 gala days 


and 187 performances of the world’s best symphony, 


chamber music, opera, ballet, drama, films and fine art

ie has its lads and lassies, its castles and clans, 
its lowlands with green pastures, woods and streams. 
It has the contrasting bleak but dramatic Highlands, at 
times lavishly spread with the color of purple heather. 
Long-haired Ayrshire cattle belong to Scotland, and the 
woolliest sheep you ever saw make it their home. Even 
though it is a small country it has always been paradise 
for the sporisman who golis, hunts, and fishes. 

It has its whiskey, tweeds, and cashmere sweaters, the 
romantic and lovely Trossachs and the countryside of 
Robert Burns, as well as old abbeys and romantic ruins. 
Here Sir Walter Scott wrote his historical novels. It has its 
pretty lochs, ene of which in fact boasts its own sea mon- 
ster. But that I have not seen. 

But best of all things that Scotland has is Edinburgh, 
a city historically rich, yet small enough to be friendly, 
and lovely enough to be classed among the most beautiful 
cities of the world. And today Edinburgh itself has every 
reason to be bursting with pride in its cultural leader- 
ship, for each summer for eleven years it has been giving to 
the world the greatest offering of music, drama, dance, and 
art that has ever been put together in a single package. 

This is the Edinburgh International Festival of Music 
and Drama. Within the festival’s allotted three weeks— 
this year from August 24 to September 13—the time is 
jammed with a tremendous assemblage of concerts, operas, 
theaters, ballets, orchestral performances, not to mention 
two important art exhibits and an International Film 
Festival which has become an integral part of the annual 
event. 

And. to top it all, there is the Scot’s contribution in 
the form of the spectacular and exciting Military Tattoo. 
Scotland has always had its very own music made by the 
bagpipes, fifes, and drums. But unlike Bayreuth and the 
charming Austrian city of Salzburg, it has never had a 


Richard Wagner or a Mozart on whom it could base a

festival. It is its great diversity that makes the Edinburgh 
gala unusual, for most other festivals are specialized, 
single-interest affairs. Here you are offered a lively, pace- 
changing anthology of cultural divertissement and you 
need travel to only one city to enjoy all of it. 

Back home we might believe we were nourishing our 
cultural life by attending one concert and maybe one play 
during a week. But just to show you what a musical merry- 
go-round Edinburgh can prove to be at festival time, here is 
a quick rundown of just one of those precious days I spent 
there last August. 

The Edinburgh Society Ltd., sponsors. of the festival, 
had arranged for me to stay at one of the dormitories of 
the University of Edinburgh. Naturally the larger hotels are 
booked months in advance. But this brief dormitory life 
proved in itself an experience. The breakfast bell would 
ring at 8:30 a.m. Everyone would rush down to the base- 
ment dining room for porridge. eggs, toast, maybe sausage 
with a grilled tomato, coffee or tea. At this time in my par- 
ticular dormitory many of the members of the London 
Philharmonia orchestra were being housed. At breakfast 
I was bemoaning the fact that I would not be able to hear 
their evening concert since I already had a ticket for La 
Scala’s opera production of £lisir d’Amore. “Why not 
come to the rehearsal this morning?” one of the players 
suggested. 

My valuable press badge let me in and for three hours 
I listened entranced, as Eugene Ormandy put the finishing 
touches on the all-Tchaikovsky program to be given that 
night. The concert itself could not have proved more in- 
teresting than the rehearsal. 

From Usher Hall, still staggering under the spell of 
music gone to my head, I rushed for a bite to eat, then 
worked my way across town to the Empire Theatre. There I 
caught a matinee given by the Ballets Africaines. Here was 


a strange group of dancers and drummers from French 

















cultural flin . 


Equatorial Africa, among them fire-eaters and high jumpers 
who could win Olympic championships. There was an inces- 
sant beating of the drums and a weird rhythm throughout 
each dance that would prove to anyone where jazz was born. 

Then came the evening performance of La Scala opera, 
exquisitely sung and produced. And when the curtain went 
down at 10:30 P.M. my day’s adventures were still not 
over. I hurried to Freemasons’ Hall and at 11:30 P.M. saw 
Annie Russell, one of the world’s funniest women, give her 
one-woman show. This was not only comedy relief after a 
more serious day, but the presentation of a truly great 
artist, unique in her field. It was 1:30 a.m. when I let 
myself through the dormitory door with the great key. And 
I climbed the two flights of stairs knowing there was still 
another glorious day just around the corner. 

Once you are in Edinburgh at festival time, you can 
really talk about a jammed schedule. Within three weeks 
you can find something like a possible 187 performances 
to attend. Six halls or theaters are going full blast at the 
same time. Yet you can hardly find a vacant seat in any 
of them. The whole thing seems amazing when you think 
of the difficulty many cities of the United States have in 
supporting even one symphony orchestra both in attend- 
ance and in money. 

Edinburgh brings in five first-class orchestras that 


will average three concerts each (Please turn to page 192)

For instance, just to be a little 
clearer, the European attitude to- 
ward history is the 
necessity” (things happen because 
they have to, owing to lots of 
circumstances we cannot master).

You 
apparently still sincerely feel guilty 
for what happened to American 
Indians. While in Europe I don’t 
think that, at present, all Germans 
suffer and feel responsible for what 
was done under Hitler’s rule.

VERY initiative in America is 

based on confidence, both in 
men and their qualities, and on an 
optimistic evaluation of the na- 
tion’s powers. Everyone is sup- 
posed to be ready to do his and her 
best, and the positive results of this 
philosophy are so evident that they 
no longer cause You 
Americans are so conscious of your 
prosperity that I wonder if you'll 
ever start being afraid of your 
future. 

I can see that the basis of Amer- 
ica is the American home. We 
Europeans do not have this same 
concern for our dwellings. We feel

obligation. A well dressed wife 
wearing beautiful jewelry reflects 
credit on her husband. In the 
States men and women (who can 
really be very smart when they 
want to without spending as much 
as we do on clothes) like better to 
build, furnish, and improve their 
homes. The house, which is the 
clue to your life, is not mostly a 
place you rent. It is your property, 
and this certainly influences archi- 
iecture as well as manners. 

I got the idea American people 
have two houses: the one is fixed, 
the other is movable and they are 
mutually dependent.

To 
use cars with pleasure and comfort, 
means in America having many 
“collective” and “private” prob- 
lems: public parking areas, as well 
as that of including in the house 
plan a two-car garage and a pos- 
sible porte cochere 
motor entrance.

American history has been bi 
through hard conquest and we 
and this is probably why Ame 
cans still love hand labor and 
face problems that would seem 
Europeans impossible (like 
building of their own houses).

This is an example of a feel 
that I had that American peo 
have an exact knowledge of t 
faults. This knowledge is so 
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thing constantly pushing them on 
to change and improve. 

On landing in America, we are 
not prepared to find such a sincere 
love of and need for art, consid- 
ered as an element of life, not 
merely an abstract desire for 
knowledge and culture. 

It is interesting that in the States 
museums are supported by private 
committees and organized in a way 
that perfectly fills a cultural func- 
tion; they are alive; they are not 
only imposing buildings where an- 
cient masterpieces are exhibited to 
public admiration, but also real 
centers of activity, gathering to- 
gether persons interested in art. 
The museum’s influence enters into 
American homes. It is remarkable 
to a European that in the States 
you can rent a famous painting, 
and enjoy it at home for a while, 
even an original Braque or a won- 
derful Renoir. 

The museums make it easy for 
culture to enter into your daily 
life. Public libraries are open to 
every citizen, who can take home 
colored slides. Some galleries, for 
instance, the Metropolitan Art Mu- 
seum in New York, have a special 
section reserved for the youngest 
ones, where a nurse takes care of 
children while parents are quietly 
visiting the art galleries. You will 
find nothing like that in central or 
southern Europe. 


AY I say that America is now- 

adays the happiest synthesis 
between the Romantic Period and 
the Twentieth Century, and that 
worship of home and land perfectly 
matches the progress of democratic 
industrialism. 

Traveling across the States we 
realize that “the land” makes men 
and nations. Whereas the European 
scenery is dense and detailed. ev- 
erything in the American land- 
scape is rich, grand, wide: there 
is nearly the same relationship as 
between a normal-size screen and 
Cinemascope. 

The Americans themselves are 
more positive, generous, and calm 
than Europeans imagine them. but 
in addition there is a “quality” that 
seems to “alloy” them in spite of 
all kinds of differences which could 
justify the greatest disparity in 


characters. I think that this “qual- 
ity” is a sincere civic sense. It was 
pleasant, before leaving, say. Santa 
Fe for Taos, to hear the pretty 
little discourse of a bus driver 
wishing you a nice trip and to 
notice that his name was printed 
on a card inside the bus. 
Americans really act as if they 
have a responsibility to society. 


Their responsibility is seldom 


anonymous and their kindness is 
the politeness of a citizen toward 
his fellow citizen. This sense of 
co-operation is clear even in the 
commercial field where success is 
based on free competition, on best 
quality, not merely on the buying 
up of customers. Your society is 
still young. Europe is old and dis- 
enchanted. Consequently people 
are more cynical, self-centered, 
and less social minded. 

American department stores are 
fascinating. Our European market 
is not sufficiently wide to let us 
imagine how large a department 
store is in the United States. Visit- 
ing them I was bewitched and, in 
San Francisco and New York par- 
ticularly, I tried to look without 
“seeing” so as not to be tempted! 
The best European designs in any 
field, from jewelry to fashion ac- 
cessories, from furniture to all 
kinds of decorative and functional 
objects, were exhibited as they had 
been imported, or freely repro- 
duced and modified for the Ameri- 
can market. Variety and choice are 
tremendous and the level of taste 
is so high that it was evident how 
hard “buyers” had been working 
in order to select the “best” in the 
world and to sell it in America at 
the cheapest prices. 

In Europe people think that in- 
dividualism is a goal. Therefore 
women prefer to go to a_ little 
dressmaker to have a dress made 
rather than buy it at a depart- 
ment store. They prefer to risk 
the fabric rather than admit that 
somebody else can wear the same 
model. It is wrong and, even in 
that field, things are already chang- 
ing in Europe, too. This is needed. 
Women no longer have time enough 
to try on dresses several times or to 
walk for hours to shop. Depart- 
ment stores are the solution, but 
they have to be as rich as the 
American ones are. 


LEGANCE is an easier goal in 

the States in any field. in dec- 
oration as well as in fashion, and 
every style brought from the most 
faraway countries is so quickly as- 
similated that in a very short while 
it becomes part of the physiognomy 
of the States. Your individuality 
comes from being able to select 
what you like from the wide choice 
your stores offer. 

Even “faith” in the States seems 
to be a problem of free choice. At 
the entrance of every church, with- 
out discrimination of belief, a kind 
of invitation asks you to go in to 
pray and meditate. 

In America it is accepted that 
everyone can attempt everything.

It may bé 
due to moisture vapor entering th 
house through an unprotected con 
crete slab floor, or through th 
floor from a crawl space, or even 
from a wet basement, or from 
number of other possible source 
The quantity of moisture entering 
the house from such areas can b 
far in excess of the removal capac: 
ity of the air conditioner, and hig 
indoor relative humidities and the 
mould and_ mildew result. If you 
have this trouble, ask an air-con 
ditioning engineer or contractor t¢ 
locate and correct the trouble fot 
you.

If your air conditioner has been 
properly designed, sized, and inl 
stalled to meet the requirements of 
your house, it should not be nea 
sary to open the windows to “ven= 
tilate” the house. If you do feel it} 
necessary to do this occasionally,| 
“select a day when the outdoor tem-| 
perature is mild and the relative 
humidity low. If you were to open 
the windows on a hot and humid 
day after the air conditioner has 
been operating, the moisture in th 
hot and muggy outdoor air might 
condense on the walls and furni 
ture in your house and make them 
damp. It would then be necessary 
for the air conditioner to remove 
all this dampness, a considerable 
extra chore. In any event, it would 
not add to your comfort and would 
impose an additional burden on 
the cooling equipment.

seemed actually, once in a while, 
to enjoy co-operating so I decided 
to try again. One night, when I had 
just taken the skin off my shin on a 
tractor, | went into my usual rou- 
tine about putting the toys away. 
Controlling myself, I did manage 
to say that I would help, that I 
would actually tell her what to 
pick up and where to put it and we 
would see how nice and neat we 
could make the room Icok. This 
had never worked before, but— 
miracle—it worked that night and 
has been working ever since. (Not 
like clockwork, you understand. ) 
Now, we are working on other 
angles. For instance, the “I want a 
drink of water” deal half an hour 
after you think you’ve got them in 
bed; and the “You’re a monkey 
with a pompon” type of conversa- 
tion at meals. It is snowballing. 


OW don’t think for a minute 
that they have turned into little 
angels. It’s comparative. Somehow 
the chaos and feeling of just plain 
mess has gone out of our lives. We 
still have to remind, 
threaten, but somehow it’s different. 
We had never let them eat lunch 
or dinner with us. Breakfast was 
all any human could endure. I used 
to marvel at the parents who ate 
all meals with their small children. 
Now, ours eat three meals a day 
with us, and it’s fun. My husband 
and I even manage to talk to each

other once in a while. I still lose 
my temper and still feel as if I 
were going to blow up once in a 
while (let’s make that fairly often). 
They still are unreasonable and 
temperamental and certainly they 
aren't docile. But, knowing what 
went on before, my husband and | 
feel a terrific relief from strain. 

What’s more, I am sure that these 
two children are happier too. They 
know what’s what and, believe me, 
life is easier when you know what’s 
what. 

Until now, they have actually 
been living outside the stream of 
our lives—eating alone, going to 
bed as early as we could get them 
there, left at home when we went 
on trips. Theirs was the world of 
the sitter, the nap and Mother’s de- 
spair, a world reserved, really, for 
little quite 
ready for human companionship. 
And of course they felt this. 


animals who weren’t 


Now, once under control, they 
can suddenly join the real world. 
belonging rather than being merely 
tolerated. They join our social 
life, are no longer shooed away. 


A trip in the car, with dinner in a 


restaurant, visits of friends—now 
they really begin to have some ex- 
perience outside the nursery. The 
earlier you learn poise, the more 
easily you carry it all your life. 

Even more important, there is an 
area of life where the world of 
the children and that of the parents 
mix most intimately. That is the 
tone, emotional and nervous, of the 
household, the atmosphere of strain 
or absence of it. It flavors all fam- 
ily life and flavors also the devel- 
oping personalities of the children. 
In this respect, taking the strain 
off the parents means de-poisoning 
the soil in which the children grow 
up. In short, the pay-off is big. 

“Operation Crackdown” worked, 
I think, because we concentrated 
on one thing at a time. When I 
tried to force obedience on all 
fronts at once, I wound up each 
day exhausted and angry. The 
whole day was spent admonishing; 
the children belligerent. 
They simply couldn’t handle so 
much. But once we had control of 
one particular situation, such as 
table manners, control of the rest 
started coming more easily. The 
list of points to attack writes itself. 

Restaurant manners can be 
taught, even to the very young. 
Starting with the more informal, 
quick-service type of coffee shop, 
children get the idea that eating 
out is worth a little effort. 

Party manners: If you have 
friends in for lunch, tea, or cock- 
tails, the children will naturally be 
on hand. It’s just such occasions 
that give the mother of small chil- 
dren the break, the change, the lift 
she needs—but we often give up 
after a few fiascos. Is it too much 
to ask, once in a while, that our 
children restrain themselves while 
we enjoy a social hour or two? 
Starting with a close, co-operative 
friend or two, knows what 
wonders can be worked?

shyness in meeting new people, 
give us poise in greeting friends. 

The fact is, I’ve decided children 
are amazingly human! They like 
having good manners. Like all of 
us, they like to feel that they are 
doing well; they like to be praised 
and approved of. 


HINKING about the experi- 

ence, it seems to me that I have 
learned a lot of things. One is the 
proper use of our child-raising 
books. All those now in vogue deal 
with “what the average child can 
be expected to be like at such-and- 
such an age.” They are excellent 
books, based on careful research. 
We read them and, sure enough, 
there is little Petunia Face de- 
scribed to a T. Reassured that she 
isn’t actually a maniac, we sit back 
and say to ourselves that bringing 
up children is hell, but what can 
you do? We have some vague ideas 
about “frustrations,” ‘inhibitions,’ 
“trauma.” We have visions of our 
children, twenty years from now, 
visiting a psychiatrist’s office—be- 
cause of us. I, for one, have had a 
constant feeling of guilt ever since 
my children were born. Bringing 
up children, for me at least, has 
consisted of one day letting them 
be themselves and the next day, 
due to indigestion, really blowing 


. 


up. After all, we’re human too, and 
a fellow can take only so much. 

What we forget when we read 
those books is that they are merely 
describing what the child will do at 
any certain age and perhaps a bit 
about how he feels. They don’t say 
youre supposed to do nothing and 
let “em grow like Topsy. If they 
do, I say they’re wrong. It seems to 
me weve gone too far, as we al- 
ways do, in our swing away from 
the old New England sternness. 

The hardest thing we grown-ups 
have to do is make our own deci- 
sions. Why expect our poor chil- 
dren to have to cope at such an 
early age? They want to be run 
and they respect us less if they 
can get away with murder all the 
time. We don’t have to beat them. 
We don’t have to be mean. But we 
ought to be firm and insist, at least, 
that our children be “livable-with.” 
For each child, there is a way of 
promoting obedience. For some, 
like our little boy, half a trip to his 
room is enough. For others, like 
our little girl, a tap with a fly 
swatter (great believer in it, | am) 
does the trick. I know this will 
raise a howl from a lot of people, 
but ’'m not going to bring up a 
spoiled little girl who will grow 
into a spoiled big girl. 

Another thing I’ve learned con-

cerns the proper role of Father. 
Again I think we’ve swung too far 
away from the Victorian idea 
the lord of the house. There isn’t 
a woman alive who can keep her 
own children under control alone; 
we just aren’t made that way, bio- 
logically, physiologically. We don't 
want to discipline; we want to 
mother things; we want to make a 
nest, and secretly most of us want 





our husbands to be part cavemen. 
We need, and our children need, to 
have him run us just a little bit. 
But look at the dear. If the chil- 
dren get on his nerves, he doesn’t 
tell them. He tells you-know-who, 
in blunt language, after the dishes 
are done. Nowadays (and gener- 
ally speaking) it’s Mother who 
runs things, who gives the orders, 
and nervously, frantically, desper- 
ately tries to make the children 
behave. One black look from Dad 
would be worth ten minutes of 
heated lecture from Mother. But 
how often does he produce it? 


ND another thing. A mother 
gets pretty tangled up in her 

job. She is so busy meeting each 
crisis, she has no time or energy to 
sit back, take a good, long, critical 
look at her children and her own 
handling of them. There is only 
one person in the world who can

do that, who is interesteu, 

all, and who isn’t smack dab in tnx 
middle of the hour-to-hour work. 
Father, of course. 

Seems to me a lot of men are 
afraid of their children. They want 
to be a “Pal.” They don’t want 
their children to think of them as 
a “tyrant.” They hear a lot about 
togetherness. This idea always 
seems to include the fact that there 
are children; no one worries about 
togetherness for childless cou- 
ples. They think of togetherness 
as having a family picnic or saving 
pennies all together in a piggy 
bank for a trip to the mountains. 
But to me, togetherness means 
doing a job together. And once you 
have children, the big job is to 
bring them up to be decent, honor- 
able, respectable people who are 
able to cope with life in an adult 
fashion and to make the best of 
what’s in them. It’s just as much a 
father’s responsibility as it is a 
mother’s. And if you’re worried 
about having the kids love you, 
think a minute. Have you ever 
loved anyone you didn’t respect? 
Children aren’t fools. They'll never 
look up to a man who lets them get 
away with things they know are 
wrong. They simply think: “What 
a sucker!”’ And who wants a sucker 
for a father.

TANDS are built to flank the es- 

planade with the choice seats 
at the end opposite the castle en- 
trance. Nearly 8.000 spectators can 
be accommodated at the nightly 
performances. There is no Sunday 
night show, but two performances 
are given Saturday night. 

High Street, which leads up the 
hill to the castle grounds, is lined 
with people nightly who turn out 
merely to watch the audience and 
performers assemble. The specta- 
tors are often dressed fantastically, 
for the night wind can be chilly. 
Rain comes often and there is no 
protection. But once the show has 
started it goes on. People can for- 
get their discomfort in the thrill of 
hearing the great massed pipes and 
drums of the Scottish regiments 
blaring out their unearthly music, 
and seeing the exciting display of 
the Highland dancers. 

At the annual Military Tattoo 
there are always extra attractions. 
This year our own U. S. Marine 
Corps will take part with a cere- 
monial drill display. Last year I 
saw the  red-coated Canadian 
Mounties who with their expertly 
trained horses had traveled more 
than 7.000 miles to take part in 
the 1957 “Tattoo.” Then there was 
a crack Turkish cadet corps from 
what would be the equivalent of 
our West- Point. A corps of the 
Royal Danish cadets also lent an 
exciting note with their precision 
drilling. 

To hear and see the Scottish 
pipers in full Highland regalia— 
the swirl of their kilts—the  stir- 
ring finale when the lights are 
thrown against the two top castle 
towers for the lowering of the col- 
ors—the blackness pierced by one 
lone spotlight centered on a High- 
lander playing his pipes as he 
walks the highest rampart—then 
the lights again flooding the espla- 
nade with all bands playing and all 


massed in one vast 
throng for the singing of Auld 
Lang Syne and the national an- 
thems—well, you can hardly im- 
agine a more moving spectacle. 
For the Scots to launch this 
great international festival took 
courage, imagination and a belief 
in the better things of life. The 
idea was conceived after the close 
of World War II, at a time when 
moral and material destruction 
were on all sides. Most countries 
were tired and looking ahead to 
only a dreary road that might even- 
tually lead to their recovery.

Credit for the launching of the 
festival plan has been given to the 
persuasive Rudolph Bing, an Aus- 
trian exile from the Hitler regime, 
who in 1945 was manager of the 
unsponsored English Glynebourne 
Opera Company. Almost 
handedly Bing was able to per- 
suade business and political leaders 
that Edinburgh could bring to the 
world this tremendous cultural 
offering. He was made the manager 
of the festival at its beginning and 
remained until 1950 when he was 
called to New York’s Metropolitar 
Opera.

future with courage. The greatness 
of its offering is limited only to the 
greatness of music, drama, dance, 
and art as created throughout the 
whole world.

4. Bacon Dressing. Hot ba- 
con drippings replace the oil in 
the basic oil dressing.

5. Mustard and sweet cream 
dressing consists of a scant tea- 
spoon of dry mustard mixed with 
one-third pint of fresh cream, the 
juice of a lemon, salt, pepper. 

To these five categories I would 
like to add sour cream dressing, 
mayonnaise, and cooked dressing. 

Now for the preparation and 
of dressings. The first 
“must” in my book is to start mak- 
ing a collection of vinegars. You 
can have a different salad every day 
of the week by using the French

I 
practically have vinegars running 
out my ears and off my pantry 
shelf, but each gives the family a 
subtle difference of flavor.

one most people know, is the least 
interesting of any. Toss this into 
your shampoo or somewhere. The 
French vinegars are delicious; Di- 
jon vinegars are excellent as well 
as those by Maillet of Paris. 

Now to tackle those basic recipes 
which you can vary with vinegars 
and seasonings the way a fiddler 
improvises variations on a theme. 
Here are my two basic oil recipes, 
one as bland as my dressings ever 
get; the other flavored with some 
member of the garlic or onion clan.

Run the shallot through the gar- 
lic press into your mortar, add the 
sugar and macerate well with the 
pestle. Add other dry seasonings 
and mash and mix well. Add vine- 
gar and pour the brew into a 
Pyrex pitcher for ease of measure- 
ment, then slowly add the oil, beat- 
ing or stirring vigorously. Pour 
into a bottle and store until ready 
to use. I infinitely prefer a shallot 
to any other pungent bulb, but gar- 
lic or scallions will give you a de- 
licious flavor. 

With these two basics, you can 
vary the dressings forever, using 
different vinegars, different spices. 
You can add M.S.G. or Accent, or 
dash in some paprika when using 
a red wine vinegar, for it gives the 
dressing an attractive color. 

Worcestershire sauce, any of 
your favorite seasonings, sherry, 
brandy, Madeira, and port are all 
flavorsome additions for very spe- 
cial salads. Just add and create 
your own dressing. When I use 
these, however, I usually leave out 
mustard, because its taste is too 
distinctive. 

Now there is much discussion 


over the litile item of sugar in 
salad dressings. Many throw their 
hands up in horror at the idea. But 
I add sugar when I use fresh garlic, 
scallions or shallots, for when you 
run this fragrant bulb through the 
press and add it to oil and vinegar, 
sugar seems to take the sting out 
of the onion family and make its 
members more easily digested. 
When I am using just dried sea- 
sonings, and put in a whole clove 
of garlic just to impart its flavor, 
then I do not use sugar. Be careful 
to remove the garlic before dress- 
ing your salad. 

You really have to be careful in 
the use of garlic. So many do not 
really like it. You might lightly 
rub the bowl with it. Or you can 
put a “chapon” in it—a French 
way of saying the heel of a loaf of 
crusty bread well rubbed with gar- 
lic. Ordinarily I much prefer the 
shallot and luckily I have a “Chi- 
nese garlic” that was given to me 
years ago which I have cultivated 
and now grow in abundance. It is 
a sweetish bulb, a little milder than 
garlic, about halfway between gar- 
lic and onion. 

Now for the second category— 
cream dressings. I like to vary 
mine by also using sour cream, so 
I will put both sweet and sour

salad dressing to the seasoned sour 
cream. A good proportion is two 
heaping tablespoons of sour cream 
to two scant tablespoons of dress- 
ing. Mix well. If it thickens too 
much, add a little cream. 

Now is as good a time as any to 
bring up the subject of mayon- 
naise. I agree with M. Escoffier on 
this. He states that it is indigesti- 
ble, should be served only in small 
quantities and never at night at the 
end of a dinner. I prefer sour 
cream or sieved hard boiled eggs 
to mayonnaise sauce. 

But I do go along with these two 
mayonnaise-base dressings by a 
great gourmet and creative cook, 
Harold Mack. The first is fine on 
lobster or crab with shredded cab- 
bage and tiny florets of raw cauli- 
flower. All you do is thin down two 
heaping tablespoons commercially 
made, mayonnaise 
with cream. Add about three table- 
spoons oil, half Wesson and half 
olive, and one tablespoon of vine- 
gar. Stir and mix well and add 
loads of Beau Monde Seasoning 
and freshly ground pepper.

The mustard and cream dressing 
is made of just cream, mustard, 
salt and pepper, and lemon juice. 
To this category I want to add 
our good old American boiled 
dressing. This recipe is out of the 
cookbook of Morrison Wood. 


Boiled Dressing 
Y cup mild vinegar 
V4 cup water 
3 ounces butter (melted) 
4 teaspoon dry mustard 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
VY, teaspoon paprika 
1 teaspoon sugar 
4 egg yolks 


Mix vinegar, water, butter and 


mustard, salt, lemon juice, pap- 
rika, and Mix well and 
bring to a boil. Remove from the 
fire and let cool a little. Put in a 
double boiler. Whip in the yolks of 
the eggs. Whip over the fire until 
sauce thickens, and remove. 

Chopped herbs. I think, are vital 
to a good salad. They are many and 
varied, but each adds its own little 
nuance of flavor. Parsley and chives 
are important to the appearance of 
your salad, too. 


sugar. 


I grow chives by the yard, 
parsley too, garlic, burnet (a tiny 
cucumberish-tasting herb) lovage 
(celery flavor), all sorts of mints 
to use in salads when I am having 
lamb, oregano, ginger. horseradish, 
rosemary, basil, and dill. I grow 
masses of tarragon, for we are very 
fond of this herb which is so good 
with fish and Borage. 
sweet marjoram, and thyme are all 
welcome additions to salads and 
casseroles. Chervil is a delicious lit- 
tle herb, but it has to be planted 


often and it’s easier to buy dried. 


chicken. 


Be careful in using dried herbs. 
They’re strong! Grind them in the 
palm of your hand and use half as 
much as you would of fresh ones. 

The mixing of salad greens and 
dressing takes quite a bit of time. 
The French call it “fatiguing” the 
lettuce. Each leaf must be well 
coated. Use dressing lavishly but 
not enough to puddle in bowl. 

We have developed two methods 
of mixing our salad dressings in 
this country. Some make a very 
spicy dressing and put it in a bot- 
tle to meld, and some like to mix 
the dressing at the last minute in 
the salad bowl. It is certainly much 
easier to make a dressing a day or 
so ahead of time for a party. or to 
keep on hand for the family, than 
to brew and stew at the last minute. 
This last-minute performance is fun 
when you have a few guests, but for 
a large party it is a little difficult. 

When I mix the dressing with 
the salad at the last minute, I have 
a pet routine which we all enjoy. 
Put your favorite spices in the sal- 
ad bowl. I use salt, freshly ground 
pepper, Beau Monde seasoning, and 
a little sugar. Rub the spices well 
with the cut end of a shallot. This 
is all done in your salad bowl. Then 
pour in the oil and allow to sit 
there until it’s ready to use. Toss in 
the lettuce, and coat each leaf well. 
Squeeze lemon juice over, mix 
again, and add the half lemon, for 
the pungency of the crushed rind 
gives an added flavor. Fling herbs 
over this, mix again and serve.

From time to time adjustments 
were made. Presently a blend was 
achieved which seemed to appeal 
to the most Americans on the most 
occasions. This popular pattern 
has been adapted and adopted by 
various distillers. 

In many ways the new blended 
Trish whiskey is similar to Scotch. 
Generally it is made by much the 
same methods. But as it was ex- 
plained to us, “Where  there’s 
smoke, there’s Scotch. In Scotland 
the malted or sprouted barley is 
dried over peat fires and inhales 
the peat reek. In Ireland only 
smokeless anthracite is used. Our 
grains are protected at all times 
from any outside influences.” 

The basic difference between 
the old and the new-style Irish 
whiskey lies not so much in the 
ingredients but in the method of 
distillation. The old-style pot still 
whiskey is made by much the same 
methods as those of Arabic alchem- 
ists long before the Middle Ages. 
The stills actually are like enor- 
mous pots of copper. The shapes 
vary from county to county, from 
stillhouse to stillhouse. Some are 
almost round, others like a_ pear, 
and many are turnip-shaped like 
the gold-tipped domes of a Russian 
cathedral. 

The pot still does its work one 
batch at a time, unlike the patent 
or continuous still which is called 
sometimes by the name of its in- 
ventor—the Irishman Coffey. 

Translated into cozy terms, the 
pot still works like a home cook 
who puts dough into an oven and 
takes out her bread, one batch at 
a time. The continuous still, on the 
other hand, operates rather like a 
commercial bakery—a_ production 
line where the pans of dough keep 
entering at one end, travel on a 
moving belt through a long oven 
in an ever-running chain with the 
loaves endlessy emerging at the 
end of the line. 

To continue the analogy, the pot 
still produces a more solid, old- 
fashioned product 
made loaf. The patent still makes 
a much lighter spirit with a higher 
concentration of alcohol and much 
less in the way of the congenerics 
that are the source of taste and 
aroma. The patent still makes the 
so-called grain whiskey that in 
Scotch and the new Irish 


like a home- 


blends 
seems to have a great appeal for 
Americans. 

Unlike Scotland where the old 
style malt and grain whiskey dis- 
tilleries are generally separated, 
in Ireland they are often together. 
Whichever whiskey you want, old 
style or new, you will be told that 


it takes four things to make it per- 
fect—“sound, plump slow-ripening 
barley, preferably from the fertile 
fields of Offaly; cool fresh air from 
the green hills; pure clean water 
that has run through peaty moss- 
es; and the inherited wit and craft 
of a true son of Erin.” 

than in Scotland 
there is mystery surrounding Irish 
whiskey — mystery, legend, and 
lore. The grains are chosen as care- 
fully as diamonds and sapphires, 
sifted between the fingers, pressed 
between the thumbs, eyed, smelled, 
crushed, powdered, and_ sniffed 
again. Barley, of course, is the 
principal ingredient, as in Scotch, 
and the plump-eared Lothian bar- 
ley is much in demand, although 
recent researches and experiments 
have produced barleys just as fla- 
vorous and not so easily dashed to 
earth by heavy rains or hail. In 
addition to barley, malted and 
plain, the Irish use the famous oats 
and wheat from Wexford, and in 
some brands there is a small pro- 
portion of the rye of Kildare. 


Even more 


In Olden Days 


Like many another Gaelic ques- 
tion, the early origin of whiskey is 
unresolved. In the opinion of many 
scholars—not all of them from Ire- 
land, the Irish 
spreading northward through Kin- 


either — it was 
tyre who introduced the Scots to 
the excellence of a distilled spirit 
made from barley. Whether the 
Scotch or Irish were first, whiskey- 
making was a natural development 
in countries partial to beer and 
ale, just as it was natural that 
brandy should be made in a wine 
country like France. For whiskey 
has the same relationship to beer 
as brandy has to wine. Whiskey is 
made by distilling the fermented 
grain used for beer; brandy is a 
distillate of wine. To each, more- 
over, the same generic name has 
been applied. Brandy is known as 
eau de vie, and the word whiskey 
(which is spelled without an “E” 
only when it refers to Scotch) 
comes the ancient Gaelic 
word usquebaugh whose meaning 
is exactly the same—water of life. 

Though whiskey was probably 
being made in Scotland and Ire- 
land a long, long time ago, it did 
not become fashionable, even in 
the British until after the 
middle of the 19th Century. Before 
that time in England and in Amer- 
ica, as well as on the Continent,

French brandy was the gentleman’s 
spirit. Even as late as the 1880's, 
an adventurous Englishman who 
ordered whiskey generally meant 
Trish, not Scotch.

not new in the United States, either. 
George Washington enjoyed a sip 
now and then, and it has always 
sold quietly in cities with large 
Irish populations like Boston and 
New York. 

Though the recent change in the 
product has been dramatic, what 
impressed us in Ireland was an

of what we saw in the Irish Mid- 


entrancing changelessness. 
lands remains as it might have 
been back in the dim Celtic twi- 
light when whiskey-making began. 
Now, as then, fields of grain ripen 
to gold when the high summer suns 
pierce the mists. Now, as then, it 
is cut and harvested and a sheaf 
offered in thanksgiving. Now. as 
then, it is flailed and winnowed till 
the husks stand in high shimmer- 
ing heaps, and the glistening brown 
seeds lay free. 

Now, as then, much of the grain 
is ground by water mills in a stone 
quern. In olden days it was placed 
in a barrel of warm water to fer- 
ment. Now all this is scientifically 
accomplished. The fermented liq- 
uor still boils in the pot. But now 
it is a much larger pot. The steam 
comes off and is condensed through 
a pipe. In the olden times this pipe 
was laid in the cold water of the 
same mill stream that had turned 
the grinding mill. Now the water 
is piped, of course, and tempera- 
ture. moisture, and humidity con- 
trolled. In either case the ancient 
spirit of barley emerges—a water 
of life. 

At Tullamore in the heart of 
Ireland, the mill wheel still turns 
to grind slowly and 
gently by water power just as it 
did a hundred years ago, and the 
Williams Desmond and 
Danny, scions of Tullamore Dew 
and Irish Mist, delight in explain-

ing their innovations but even more 
in harking back to the past. They 
will tell you how in the Middle 
Ages Irish whiskey was sipped for 
medicinal purposes and regarded 
as a sovereign remedy for all ail- 
ments. They will recall that the 
first Queen Elizabeth had a great 
liking for it and used often to get 
a sample of a “caske of Usque- 
baugh.” 

“A substantial duty-free sample 
it was, too!” 

They will recall the words of 
scholar Hollingshead who wrote in 
1577 that such whiskey “sloweth 
age, strengtheneth youth .

The Mystic Seven 


In one important way, Irish 
whiskey differs from Scotch and 
that is in age. While many popular 
Scotches no longer carry an age 
statement and may contain whis- 
keys that are no more than four 
years old, Irish whiskey is gen- 
erally at least seven years old and 
carries that statement on the label. 
This means. of course, that the 
youngest whiskey in the blend is 
seven years old. Some of it may 
be. and usually is. considerably 
older. 

Irish whiskey can take. and 
often needs, more years to develop 
than Scotch, and more than many 
light-bodied Bourbons. too. 

One reason for longer aging is 
the wood used in Ireland. which is 
generally American oak. This is 
the same as that used for Bourbon, 
but unlike Bourbon the wood is 
uncharred. Charring is known to 
hasten the mellowing process. 

“It takes time and wood and 
patience to bring Irish whiskey to 
its peak—good will. good wood, 
and for the best results the magic 
number is seven.” There are, how- 
ever. Irish liqueur whiskeys avail- 
able in the United States and Eng- 
land that are twelve years old. 
Rarely outside of Ireland can you 
find a fifteen- or twenty-year-old 
Irish whiskey. 

“A twenty-year-old, you will be 
warned. is very dangerous for it 
tastes as smooth as silk... but be 
careful.” 


Irish Mist 

No discussion of Irish whiskey 
would be complete without men- 
tioning Irish Mist. the cordial made 
with the very, very old Irish whis- 
key blended with heather honey. 
Many centuries ago it was known 
as heather wine. an elixir famous 
in war and song. There is a story 
that the secret recipe was lost and 
“after a hundred decades found 


again.”

in its crock, where itll keep all 
summer. There’s a melon or two in 
the icebox. a can of corn on the 
shelf, and it’s easy enough to get 
a few slices of Virginia ham from 
the delicatessen. 


Virginia Ham and Corn 

Line a round, not too deep, dish 
with some slices of Virginia or 
Parma ham, and in the middle ar- 
range a mound of kernel corn 
(cold, well drained, and from a 
can), mix with a few spoonfuls of 
cooked or canned lima beans, some 
halved and pitted black olives, and 
some strips of peeled tomatoes, all 
very lightly dressed with olive oil, 
lemon juice and a little pepper. 

You see, no cooking! If you 
have no cooked lima beans handy 
(you might, from a previous din- 
ner), forget about them. Or if you 
are both quick and _ resourceful, 
break off a corner of a frozen pack- 
age and rapidly boil them, or pick 
a handful in the garden. 

Or try this menu on a hot day: 


Filets of Anchovy 
Melba Toast and Butter 
Zucchini a la Grecque, iced 
Cream Cheese 
Nectarines 
Black Italian Coffee 
Chilled Vin Rosé 
The zucchini and tomatoes in 
their ice-cold marinade are most 
refreshing, and you can have them 
waiting, ready, in the refrigerator. 
They keep, and improve, for weeks. 


Zucchini a la Grecque 

Cut some young, unpeeled zuc- 
chini into thick slices and put 
them into a deep bowl. Add a few 
quartered and seeded tomatoes. 
Now pour enough olive oil over 
these vegetables to soak them (they 
needn’t be covered), and add about 
two tablespoonfuls of lemon juice 
for every half-cup of oil. Season 
with a piece of bayleat, 
crushed peppercorns, salt, and as 
many of the following fresh herbs

as you can lay hands on—hbasil, 
tarragon, dill, rosemary, 
chervil—all chopped. Stir with a 
wooden spoon, and let the vegeta-

bles marinate for at least an hour. 
Then boil the whole mixture (no 
other additions, no liquids), in an 
uncovered saucepan over a good 
fire until the vegetables are cooked, 
but definitely on the underdone 
side—about 5 to 10 minutes.

Beans, Tomato and Onion 
Whole, firm, cooked string beans 
mixed with sliced tomatoes and 
very thin rings of raw onion, 
dressed with olive oil, red wine 
vinegar, chopped chives, plenty of 
black pepper, and salt—that’s it! 
Cooked string beans lend them- 
selves beautifully to salad dishes. 

Here are some more suggestions: 


String Beans and Tuna Fish 

Break up some fine, white tuna 
meat into not-too-small pieces, mix 
them with plenty of firm, cooked 
string beans and a few sections of 
peeled and seeded tomatoes. Dress 
sharply with oil, red wine vinegar, 
black pepper, and salt, and sprin- 
kle with some fresh herbs. 


String Beans, Celery and Potato 

This is a disarmingly simple af- 
fair of whole cooked string beans, 
crisp rounds of raw celery and 
thick slices of freshly boiled, just

mouthful of hot omelet is a deli- 
cious beginning to a cold lunch. A 
spoonful grated off the rind of 
Gruyére, Parmesan, or _ store 
cheese, and mixed with the raw 
eggs does the trick. If you can’t 
make an omelet (many great cooks 
can’t), scramble the eggs instead. 


So your menu is: 


Cheese Omelet 
Green Salad of Pork and Ham 
Stewed Black Cherries, well chilled 
Chilled White Wine 
Black Coffee 


Green Salad of Pork and Ham 

Mix an equal amount of lean 
pork and lean ham cut into strips, 
with some shredded Boston lettuce 
and some coarsely chopped water- 
cress. Dress lightly with walnut oil 
(if not available, olive oil), lemon 
juice, salt and pepper (nothing 
else) and serve at once. 

White roast pork, whether from 
your own roast or bought specially 
at the delicatessen, lends itself well 
to substantial salads. The meat 
must be lean but juicy, and not cut 
into mean little bits. Here’s a vari- 
ation on this main course: 


Pork Nicoise 

Mix some cubes of lean pork 
with plenty of very ripe black 
olives, halved and _ pitted. The 
olives should be oily. Add a little 
more olive oil, some strong vinegar, 
a touch of finely chopped onion, a 
good grating of pepper and a small 
pinch of salt. Let the dish stand 
for an hour. Just before serving, 
add plenty of ripe tomatoes, peeled 
and seeded and cut up into chunks, 
not slices. Sprinkle with parsley. 

A jar of yogurt eaten either be- 
fore or after is most pleasant. 

Remember crisp, uncooked veg- 
etables should be dressed immedi- 
before serving. But cold 
dishes of meat, chicken, or cooked 
vegetables should be allowed to 


ately 


soak in a marinade for a few hours 
before serving. 


Another cold luncheon or supper 
to put life into summer appetites: 


Garden Radishes 
White Bread and Butter 
Lentils and Bacon 
Cheddar 
Fruit 
Coffee 
Red Vin Ordinaire, slightly chilled 


Lentils and Bacon 
Make a dressing of two parts 
sweet or sour cream to one part oil, 


season well with wine vinegar, a 
little crushed garlic, mustard, salt, 
and pepper. Mix with some firm, 
cooked cold lentils in a deep bowl. 
On top put some slices of crisp, 
dry, cold fried bacon and garnish 
with a few tomato sections. Sprin- 
kle with chives. 

A note on wine on a warm day: 
A little cool wine with lunch need 
not make you feel heavy or drowsy, 
or hot afterward, and it stimulates 
the appetite. Lemonade and iced 
tea go down well enough, but they 
don’t help digestion as wine does. 
On a summer day the most accept- 
able would be a rather rough red 
California table wine that can 
stand ice or light chilling, or even 
cutting with a little water. What 
would be a crime for a Claret is 
standard for a Chianti or Zinfandel 
or Beaujolais. Chilling makes them 
smoother. Besides, nobody can 
swallow tepid red wine on an Au- 
gust noon. 

As_ for wine, at first 
draught it certainly tastes lighter 
and more refreshing than red, but 
this is deceptive. Most white wines 
have more acid and a higher alco- 
hol content than their red counter- 


white 


parts and, oddly enough, they’re ; 


not cooling. 

An awfully good cold dish is 
Epinards en Salade, or in the trans- 
lation, a salad of spinach. It needs 
nothing else before or after. For a 
drink, try buttermilk. or a little 
white wine. 


Epinards en Salade 

Make a dressing of about two- 
thirds fresh to one-third 
light olive oil, season with Jemon 
juice, a touch of mustard, salt and 
plenty of coarse black pepper. Add 
some lightly cooked, well drained 
spinach (tepid or cold, but not 
iced) and some tender Swiss cheese 
cut into small thin strips, and mix 
well. Put the spinach in a bowl and 
garnish it with cooked ham cut 
into broad 
boiled 


cream 


some freshly 
thick 
rounds, and some not entirely hard 


strips, 


potatoes cut into 
hard-boiled eggs. 


Try this next menu for a Sun- 
day, or whenever you have a car- 
cass of roast duck in the larder.

If you have the head for it, and 
nothing to do all afternoon, you

Crush two or three juniper ber- 
ries with a weight or a wooden 
spoon, and mix them with a dress- 
ing of oil, lemon juice, a little 
English mustard, salt, and pepper. 
Put some not-too-small pieces of 
trimmed cold duck into this dress- 
ing and let them marinate for an 
hour or so. 

Just before serving, mix in plen- 
ty of sliced crisp raw celery, some 
coarsely chopped watercress, and a 
very small amount of freshly boiled 
potatoes. Correct the 
and serve.

you should use low-clipped hedges 


[' your search for ways to pull your garden to- 
gether, the simplest solution may well be the posi- 
tive lines that you get from low-clipped hedges. Most 
garden flowers and shrubs are shapeless, lawns run 
off into nothingness unless hedged in. Plants in con- 
ventional beds and borders do add color and foliage 
masses to the landscape, but they lack the over-all 
unity that a border hedge can provide. The hedge 
plants we have chosen stay dwarf and can be kept 
clipped low. They will hew to the line without hiding 
your flowers. Hedge plants that grow no more than 
12 inches high should be planted 6 to 8 inches apart; 
114-foot plants should be 12 inches apart. Set 21%- 
foot plants approximately 18 inches apart. 


Low-hedge plants 
Box Barberry (Berberis buxifolia nana), very neat 
low evergreen. 
Crimson Pygmy Barberry, bronze blood-red. Can 


be clipped to 12 inches. 

Buxus microphylla compacta, new, extremely dwarf 
(under 12 inches), extra hardy boxwood. 

Korean Box (Buxus microphylla koreana), hardy into 
Canada. One of the best evergreen hedges. 

Old English Dwarf Box (Buxus suffruticosa), the 
edging box of old Colonial gardens. 

Dwarf Winged Euonymus (Euonymus alata com- 
pacta), needs annual clipping to keep low; foliage 
fiery red in autumn. 

Germander (Teucrium chamaedrys), under 12 inches, 
like tiny-leaved box. 

Box-leaf Japanese Holly (Ilex crenata convexa), can 
be pruned to 2 feet; small box-like leaves, evergreen. 





Vicary Golden Privet (Ligustrum vicaryi), slow- 
growing, can be kept under 18 inches. Foliage golden 
colored.

They have 
stiff stems which hold flowers up 
where you can see them and out of 
the mud in wind and rain, and have 
several variations of a bold, yet 
make the 
plants an attractive part of the gar- 


gracious, form which 
den even when not in bloom. 
Peonies improve each year, bear- 
ing ever more armloads of flowers 
and foliage. This is a good point to 
keep in mind when you shop for 
them, for the roots of some varie- 
ties may seem expensive until you 
realize that you are making an in- 
vestment which will yield increas- 


ing dividends throughout your life- 
time and perhaps that of your chil- 
dren, too. 

By taking advantage of the ear- 
lier blooming dates of many of the 
new hybrids you can, if you have 
space for several plants, enjoy 
peonies a full two months, from 
early May until late June. And if- 
you ignore the prevalent advice to 
disbud, or remove all but one bud 
from a stem, to encourage large 
flowers, you'll find that each plant 
will bloom a week or so longer.

You might give thought, too, to
